Murley-go-round keeps going 


OAK HILL — Another developer 
has jumped on the Murley-go-round. 

Alan J. Green of Newton, has a 
purchase-and-sale agreement on the 
30-acre Murley Farm land at Dedham 
and Parkers streets contingent on be- 
ing able to get the land rezoned for 
clustered townhouse development. 

The land is owned by Jordan Fried- 
man, trustee of Peace Realty Trust. 
Friedman acquired title to the proper- 
ty from Haim Eliachar in 1978. 


Eliachar bought the land in late 1977 
after several plans for development of 
the property had been denied by the 
Board of Aldermen over the 
preceding year. 

The first proposal for development 
was put forth in i976 by Alan Barkin, 


Stephen Hopkins and Thomas Larsen, 
who wanted first to build 196 con- 
dominiums. That plan was worked 
down to 100 a year later but was still 
denied. 

Eliachar was going to build 43 
single-family houses under the city’s 
cluster zoning regulations but chang- 
ed his plans to a straight subdivision; 
then Friedman acquired the property. 

The subdivision, called Country 
Park, was given preliminary ap- 
proval by the Board of Survey in 
February 1979 for 39 house lots. There 
are also six house lots on Dedham 
Street that are not part of the subdivi- 
sion 

Site\preparation was begun on the 
six lots in November 1978; the excava- 
tions were filled in during the winter

and nothing has been done since.

CHESTNUT HILL — With little 
discussion, the aldermanic Land Use 
Committee last week denied a petition 
from Boston College for site plan ap- 
proval of a branch bank on the 
Chestnut Hill campus. 

Assistant City Solicitor Michael 
Peirce said that in the opinion of the 
Law Department the application for 
site-plan approval was nol the proper 
route. A bank is not essential to an 
educational institution, he said, and is 
not the type of activity stale law per- 
mits in exempting schools from zon- 








ing regulations. 

Peirce pointed out that there are 
two large commercial centers near 
Boston College, Cleveland Circle and 
Newton Centre. 


Philip Thompson, representing 
Boston College, argued that his inter- 
pretation of the law is that the bank 
would be permitted, in the same way 
that B.C.’s security service is’ with no 
permission to operate required. 


Land Use Committee Chairman 
Terry Morris explained that there is

no land use question involved with a 
security service and there is no com- 
mercial activity open to the public in 
the security service.

NONANTUM — After working 
for seven years as a nurse in the 
Boston area, Janna Potter of 
Nonantum decided she wanted ‘.a 
real change.”

plug in Newton 


NEWTON— Boston Edision pulled 
the plug in Newton Monday, leaving 
the eastern portion of the city without 
power for 90 minutes or more. 

Newtonville reported a power 
outage at 10:30 a.m., followed in quick 
succession by Newton Corner, 
Chestnut Hill, Newton Centre and 
Newton Highlands. 

Boston Edison cut power in Newton, 
and other ‘non-critical’ areas such 
as Brookline and Lexington, in 
response to a chain reaction of 
overloaded lines that ultimately af- 
fected 225,000 residents of 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and 
Connecticut. 

It all began with a major tran- 
smission line that overloaded from 
southern Connecticut to northern 
Rhode Island. 

Demand for power then caused the 
Mystic 7 plant in Everett to “trip 
out,” which forced the Braden Plant 
in Somerset to overload and ‘‘trip 
out.” At the time, Pilgrim I was 
operating at 40 percent of capacity 
instead of its normal 83 percent. 

To prevent a New England 
blackout, Boston Edison cut power 
back by 5, 10 and finally 15 percent to 
halt system failures. 

An Edison spokeswoman, using 
radio stations as a means, asked 
customers throughout New England 
to immediately cut down on the 
amount of energy they were using to 
help the system recover and allow for 
power to be restored to ‘‘non-critical”’ 
areas. s 

In a later radio broadcast, the 
spokeswoman thanked Greater 
Boston for its response to her plea. 

The loss of power caused burglar 
alarms to go off and eliminated all 
traffic lights in affected areas. 

Acco to Police Lt. Charles 
Feeley, control of traffic was given 
priority during the blackout. 


units can now pay for themselves 
in a year or less with the increase 
in fuel prices.

According to Potter, New 
England is behind many other sec- 
tions of the country in the develop- 
ment of the solar industry. ‘‘Even 
in the Pacific Northwest where 
there is a lot more rain than here 
there are dozens of listings in the 
phone book for solar equipment 
companies,”’ she says.

The emergency measure of turning 
off power in selected areas is called 
“load shedding.” 


Each community supplied by 
Boston Edison has parts of its land 
given priority in the event of an 
emergency. An Edison official said 
the priority list was developed ‘‘years 
ago.”

plate” which is painted black so it 
will absorb heat. This plate is “‘rip- 
pled” with copper tubing which 
carries either water or antifreeze 
to a heat exchanging coil in the 
holding tank. 

The system is powered by a ther- 
mostatically controlled pump 
which shuts off whten the water in 
the holding 8 tank gets hotter than 
the collector. 

The collector is placed on the 
roof facing the southern sky, and 
its tilt should be equal to the degree 
of latitude (Newton's is 42 degrees) 
to catch the sunlight in both sum- 
mer and winter. 

Potter says the solar system can 
provide hot water through four or 
five days of cloudiness. 

The domestic hot water system, 
Potter explains, is an example of

**A loss of the entire building,” the 
report states, ‘“‘would deny to Upper 
Falls municipal services which would 
continue to be available locally to 
virtually every other Newton neigh- 
borhood, and to which they believe 
they have a right.” 

‘Any proposal to reuse the building 
or site which does not meet these 
community needs is unacceptable.” 

Judy Malone, chairman of the reuse 
committee, said the group made an 
effort to come up with a proposal 
which would ‘stand on its own feet 
financially.” 

She outlined an arrangement for the 
purchase of the property by a 
developer which would transfer the 
title without payment of the purchase 

rice. Under the proposed transfer, 

city would take a mortgage on the 
roperty to secure payment. 
E The City would then be paid the 
purchase price as the units are sold, 
with the funds received being ear-

marked ‘‘for the purpose of allowing 
the continued community use of the 
facilities.” 

Representatives of the League of 
Women Voters and the Newton 
Community Development Foundation 
urged the aldermanic committee to 
recommend mixed income housing 
for the school building, but members 
of the reuse committee and other 
Upper Falls residents in attendance 
expressed a strong preference for 
condominums or ‘‘fair market value” 
rental units. 

Ms. Malone, in resonse to statistics 
showing the City's pressing need for 
low and moderate income housing, 
said that 32 percent of the housing in 
Upper Falls is moderate or low in- 
come, compared with a 25 percent 
figure citywide. 

“There is not another community in 
Newton where low and middle income 
housing more available,” she said. 


Brian Yates of Upper Falls 
disagreed with the reuse committee's 
priorities, stating that office space 
would be a better reuse for the school 
building because it would make it 
easier to convert it back to a school 
should enrollments increase. 


“Enrollments will once again rise,"’ 
he said and added that the building 
should be kept in a “holding pattern, 
waiting for classrooms to be filled.”” 

Yates, however, said that the office 
use should not be considered “at the 
price of any delay” and joined with 
members of the committee to urge the 
fastest possiblé resolution of the 
issue.

changes approved 


NEWTON CENTRE — Changes in 
plans for Nahanton Woods, a luxury 
condominium apartment building go- 
ing up at Nahanton and Winchester 
streets, were approved by the Land 
Use Committee last week. 

The building area will be increased 
16 percent. 

The building area will be 35,000 feet 
instead of 30,000. The building loca- 
tion has been changed slightly, and 
other changes have been made in 
sewer flow and the location of the ac- 
cess road. 

On balance, all things considered, 
the changes in the plans are better for 
the project, Planning Director Barry 
Canner said. 

Ald. Cynthia Creem was concerned 
about the increase in the size of the 
109 units to be in the building. 
Originally, the ratio of one-bedroom 
to two-bedroom apartments was to 
have been three to one: now the two- 
bedroom apartments will 
predominate 

Developer Oscar Wasserman ex- 
plained that because of the reduction 
by the Board of Aldermen of 14 units 
in his original plan and the require- 
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ment that he provide six off-site 
apartments for low-income housing 
he has had to increase the size of the 
apartments so he could increase the 
selling price. 

The project would not be 
economically feasible otherwise, he 
said. 

The building will have a total of 173 


bedrooms, which under the 10 percent 
ordinance requires apartments pro- 
viding 17 bedrooms for the low- 
income housing. 

Five of the low-income apartments 
will be in the building, six in new or 
renovated structures off the site. 

The cost of the low-income housing 
has been budgeted at $450,000, 
Wasserman said. 

The increase in the size of the apart- 
ments will have a negligible impact 
on traffic and density, Wasserman 
said. 


Sales of the condominiums so far, 
Wasserman said, show that there is a 
greater demand for two-bedroom 
units. 

The vote of the committee was 5-1, 
with Creem opposed.

(Photo 


Methodists can’t decide 


which church best to use 


NEWTON — Arecent merger of the 
Newtonville United Methodist Church 
and the Newton Centre Methodist 
Church leaves the congregation ‘‘as of 
the moment trying to decide which 
buiiding to use,"’ according to the 
Rev. Thomas Gallen, pastor of both 
churches. 


They may use neither church, the 
Rev. Gallen said. A building commit- 
tee has been looking at Walnut Hall, 
430 Walnut St., a building of the 
former Newton Junior College, and 
owned by the city. 


The city has been trying to sell the 
property for about two years, but zon- 
ing problems preclude its residential 
use for more than two families, and 
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neighbors have objected to use of the 
building as professional offices. 

The use of the building as a church 
would be zoning-exempt. 

However, there has been no 
“serious exploration of Walnut Hall ,”” 
the Rev. Gallen said, and no decision 
will be made until the fall. 

The merger of the churches, which 
became effective July i, may result in 
the closing of one of the churches. 

The Rev. Gallen said the Newton 
Centre church will not be used for ser- 
vices, but the use of the chapel may be 
retained. 

The two churches have not been ap- 
praised for possible sale. They are 
both in Business A district but have no 
accessory parking area.

ponders takeover of 
after-school sports 


NEWTON— Because the School 
Committee cut the appropriation for 
the after-school sports program from 
the 1989 school budget, members of 
the Committee have asked the Com- 
munity Schools to see what program 
offerings could be made available this 
fall to provide sports programs for 
elementary school students in the 
afternoons. 

Executive Director William Slotnik 
of the Newton Community Schools has 
met with elementary school prin- 
cipals, physical educators and local 
Community School coordinators to 
discuss after-school sports, but he 
stressed the fact that program offer- 
ings will be entirely up to the local 
committees which plan and organize 
their own courses. 

“All Community School programs 
are determined by the local commit- 
tees in response to community 
needs,” Slotnik said. “We are looking 
at what is possible within budgetary 
and organizational constraints.” 

He added that fees are charged for 
programs in the Community Schools, 
whereas the School Department after- 


school sports program was offered at 
no charge. , 

Local committees are now beginn- 
ing the process of determining their 
schedules for the fall, and local coor- 
dinators say that while it will not be 
possible to replicate the School 
Department program, efforts are be- 
ing made to respond to the absence of 
the after-school sports program. 

“We know there will be more de- 
mand for sports this year,” said Mary 
Lehner, coordinator of the Bowen 8 
Community School, “but it's hard to 
yet someone to duplicate what the 
gym teachers were doing. We're ad- 
justing as much as we can but we 
can't take the program over 
wholesale.” 

Slotnik stressed the ‘grassroots" 
nature of the Community School pro- 
grams, and said all residents of the ci- 
ty are encouraged to participate in 
the organization of the fall schedule.

In most 
cases a window is the alternate or se- 
cond means of exit. 


When awakened by your smoke 
detector, quickly leave the house by 
the safest route.

Select an outside meeting place well 
away from the house where everyone 
is to gather to “count noses.’ 


Chief Reilly strongly urges that 
everyone remember the cardinal rule 
“Once out of the house — stay out.” 
Hold on to young children to prevent 
them from trying to get back to the 
house to get a favorite pet, toy, or to 
hide from danger. 


Notify the Fire Department im- 
mediately from a neighbors phone or 
from the nearest fire alarm box 
located in the area.

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Few speak on Cable TV

| NEWTON A public hearing 
Thursday on starting the cable televi- 
Sion process in Newton was attended 
hy some 40 people, most of whom 
work with or for cable systems. 

There was a scattering of members 
of city government and only a few 
Members of the public from whom 
Was hoped to yet opinions on cable 
IV. Since few people spoke, the hear- 
Ing Was over in 45 minutes. 

orenz Muther, usually represen- 
ling the Newton taxpayers [ut this 
lime saying he was in the unfamiliar 
role of consumer advocate, analyzed 
the return to the city from admitting 
cable television. 

From the 40 cents annual 
subscriber fee and personal property 


tax paid on equipment and lines, the 
city could get a maximum of $55,000 a 
year from the cable company, Muther 
said, 

“What will the city do for that 
money? Should the city collect money 
for nothing?" Muther asked. 

He also asked the cable commission 
to restrain the city in the demand for 
more local channels and service that 
it can use, so as not to burden 
subscribers with unnecessary cost. 

Finally Muther asked, ‘How far 
should the city go into content?” He is 
in favor of monitoring service, but 
feels the city should not act as a cen- 
sor. 

Alan Licarie, executive secretary of 
the Election Commission and in 
charge of the annual city census, told 
the committee he would use the city 


channels for election information for 
Newton citizens. Cable television 
would be used in general to bring city 
government to the people, Licarie 
said, and “the more people we can 
educate about what we do here, the 
better off everybody will be.”’ 

A representative of a cable system 
spoke at length about what the com- 
mittee had been talking about in its 
meetings for several weeks, and a 
number of other people who said a few 
words could not be understood. 

At least two other public hearings 
are planned, one in October and one in 
December. 

The poor attendance at the first 
hearing may be attributable to the op- 
pressive heat Thursday night combin- 
ed with a weak effort at notifying the 
public. 


Deadline set for day care center 


NEWTON An after-school and 
day-care facility for children in a 
residential zone has been given six 
weeks to get the building painted and 
other improvements made: before be- 
ing granted site-plan a oval. 

Sandra Tannenbaum operates the 
center at 100 Eastbourne fid., Newton 
Centre. 

She is frank to admit that the house 
needs painting and a few other 
touches, but it was rundown and in 
need of paint when she bought it two 
years ayo. 

Neighbors have always resisted the 
center, approved as an educational 
facility by the state, but the city can- 
not forbid its location there, because 
educational purposes «are zoning- 
exempt. 

The city can, however, control cer- 
tain aspects of the outside through ap- 
proval of the site plan and can force 
adherence to building and health 
codes. 


The Land Use Committee Wednes- 
day night, in not denying site-plan ap- 
proval, gave Ms. Tannenbaum till 
Sept. 15 to get the house painted, a 
dead tree removed, a large hole in a 
back-porch foundation repaired and 
have the house inspected by the Fire 
Department. 

Several recommendations of the 
Hzalth Department and Building 
Department have already been com- 
plied with. 

The day-care facility is limited by 
an order of the Board of Aldermen to 
a maximum of 19 children and staff 
members, although Ms. Tannenbaum 
says there have never been that many 
people in the house. 

Neighbors complain about the noise 
created by the children and criticize 
the operation of the center for lack of 
discipline, but mainly they are con- 
cerned about the appearance of the 
house and yard. 

When Ms. Tannenbaum took over 


the house the garage was falling down 
and she had it and other rubble in the 
backyard removed. She said at a 
public hearing recently she had not 
understood that she had to remove the 
upright dead tree, only trees on the 
ground. 

She has contracted with a painter, 
she said Wednesday night, who has 
promised to start work in about two 
weeks, and is trying to find someone 
she can afford to remove the tree. 

The painter will also do some other 
repairs, including fixing the hole in 
the porch foundation. 

John Samuelson, 155 Eastbourne 
Rd., called the school a ‘public 
nuisance,”’ said the children play in 
the street. are not properly supervis- 
ed. and disagreed with the description 
of the operation as an ‘‘educational 
facility.” 

Samuelson said he feels the day- 
care center has diminished property 
values on the street. 


Street at NNHS to be blocked? 


NEWTON The EJm St. end of 
Blithedale Rd. should be closed off 
with a chain when Newton North High 
School is in session, the Public Safety 
and Transportation Committee will 
recommend. 

Traffic generated by the high school 
is the main problem, street resident 
Steven Shufro told aldermen on the 
committee Wednesday and he 
reported jackrabbit starts, speeding, 
and tire tracks on the street. 

The committee unanimously voted 
to recommend giving! the Police 
Department responsibility for raising 
and lowering the chain that will block 
entrance to the street between 8 a.m. 
and 3 p.m. on school day's 

The committee stipulated the chain 
be of the ‘'breakaway'* variety and 
that it be well marked. 

Committee member J¢laine Gentile 
said the city could designate a street 
resident to control the chain but that 
the legal department didn't recom- 
mend it because of potential liability 
for the city 

At one point the discussion strayed 
to the larger question ol the influence 
of school policy on traffic problems in 
the neighborhood around the school. 


Committee member Rodney 
Barker said if the Blithedale St. pro- 
blem is caused by “‘kids driving cars 
down the street when they should be 
in school studying’ then the School 
Department should be responsible. 

Alderman Elaine Gentile said the 
School Department is in the process of 
rethinking the open campus policy 
and there is a possibility of returning 
to a more traditional attendance 
policy. 

Alderman Matthew Jefferson said 
he believes restricting access to a 
street to residents is illegal without an 
act of the state Legislature. 

He suggested the committee should 
decide whether to leave the street 
open or block it off pernanently. 

Jefferson added he hopes the School 
Department doesn't make a decision 
about the open campus on the basis of 
traffic problems. 

Pamela Shufro, a Blithedale St. 
resident, estimated there are about 90 
cars a day on the street that con- 
tribute to the problem. 

Alderman Robert Stiller said he 
viewed the street four times and did 
not see a problem. He agreed with 
Jefferson the street should be open or

permanently closed, and objected to 
the partial closing. 

Dennis Becker, an Elm Rd. resi- 
dent, said there was no reason to close 
the street completely because the 
traffic problem only exists during 
school hours. He agreed the school’s 
open campus policy was tied to the 
traffic problem. 

Jefferson was concerned about the 
cost of assigning a police officer to the 
chain on school days. 

Miss Gentile said there is an officer 
on duty at Elm St. and Lowell Ave. in 
the morning and again in the after 
noon who could raise and lower the 
chain.

One-way Bullough a surprise 


NEWTON Making streets one- 
way can usually stir controversy, but 
when a section of Bullough Park in 
Newtonville went one-way recently 


nearby residents didn’t know until 
they saw the sign. 

If the one-way designation came as 
a surprise to most residents of the 


area, their opposition to the move 
came as a surprise to aldermen on the 
Public Safety and Transportation 
Committee Wednesday night. 

Thirty-four residents of Bullough 
Park and nearby Upland Rd., Mill St. 
and Berkshire Rd. signed a petition 
asking the Board of Aldermen to 
reverse the decision making the 
street one-way from Berkshire Rd. to 
Commonwealth Ave. 

The board had routinely voted to 
make the street one-way on the basis 
of a Traffic Commission recommen- 
dation. 

The commission had recommended 
the change after a request from 
Bullough Park resident Edith 
Goldberg which was supplemented by 
a five-signature petition, 


After hearing from a number of 
residents in the neighborhood, the 
Public Safety Committee Wednesday 
unanimously voted to recommend the 
street return to two-way traffic, and 
that the Bullough Park question go 
back to the Traffic Commission for 
further study after residents are 
notified. 

Aldermen on the committee were 
disturbed the item made it all the way 
to final approval without any hint of 
disagreement in the neighborhood. 


Council meets 


HIGHLANDS — The Newton 
Highlands Neighborhood Area 
Council will meet Tuesday, Aug. 7, at 
8 p.m., Newton Highlands Library, 20 
Hartford St. 
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Committee Chairman Mark White 
said Traffic Commission handling of 
the one-way request put the commit- 
tee in a “‘precarious"’ position and he 
said the commission will have to offer 
more justification for designating 
streets one-way in the future. 

Past experiments that resulted in 
‘havoc’, White said, convinced him 
“there must be a compelling reason to 
change a street." 

Mrs, Goldberg was at the meeting 
and said she proposed the change 
because cars skip the light at Walnut 
St. and head up Bullough Park at high 
rates of speed. 


“I'm more concerned with the safe- 
ty factor than the inconvenience,” she 
said. 


She asked the committee to reach a 
solution acceptable to the 
neighborhood that would still ensure 
safety 

Nicholas Yannoni, a resident of 
Upland Rd., a street that is an exten- 
sion of Bullough Park after Mill St., 
said a speeding problem hasn't been 
documented and the city Planning 
Departinent has no record of an acci- 
dent on the street, although he 
remembered a fatal crash several 
years ago. 

If there is speeding, Yannoni said, 
speed limits can be enforced without 
closing the street to two-way traffic 

Jane Murphy, a Berkshire Rd. resi- 
dent, said the one-way designation 


hasn't stopped speeding and has 
created a larger problem because 
drivers now assume there are no 
vehicles coming the other way, 
although residents at the meeting ad- 
mitted they disregard the sign. 

Bullough Park shares a ‘‘cross- 
town" traffic problem with many 
other streets in the city, White said, 
and the solution will be a master plan, 
not a “piecemeal approach." 

Jackson Parker, Berkshire Rd., 
said Bullough Park is a neighborhood 
problem, and that the Traffic Com- 
mission should survey the entire area. 

Julie Rockoff, a newer Bullough 
Park resident, said cars do speed on 
the street and asked the committee to 
leave the street one-way. 

Seymour Goldberg, Bullough Park, 
said there has been less noise on the 
street since it became one-way.

Weber decision 


The latest United States Supreme Court 
ruling in regards to affirmative action 
makes things even more confusing, at 
least to the non-lawyer, 


In the well-publicized Bakke decision, 
the high court said that race alone could 
not be used to admit or deny applicants to 
higher educational facilities. It reversed 
lower court decisions. But in the Brian 
Weber case the court, by a 5 to 2 vote, said 
that a corporation could use affirmative 
action in employment practices to aid 
members of racial minorities. 


A male, white factory worker named 
Brian Weber brought suit against the 
Kaiser Aluminum and Chemical Corpora- 
tion and the United Steel Workers of 
America because he had not been given an 
opportunity for a promotional educational 
opportunity. There was a quota system to 
aid blacks in the corporation's and union's 
program. The majority on the Supreme 
Court ruled that a lower Federal Court had 
exaggerated the effects of the Bakke deci- 
sion. 


“The Kaiser-USWA plan is an af- 
firmative action plan voluntarily adopted 
by private parties to eliminate additional 
patterns of racial segregation,” the deci- 
sion stated in reference to the 50-50 racial 
quota for a craft training program. “It 
would be ironic indeed if a law triggered 
by a nation’s concern over centuries of 
racial injustice and intended to improve 
the lot of those who had been excluded for 
so long constituted the first legislative pro- 
hibition of all voluntary, private race- 
conscience efforts to abolish traditional 
patterns of racial segregation and hierar- 
chy.” 


Yet the Civil Right Act of 1964 prohibits 
racial discrimination. 


The intent of the act probably was to 
reduce discrimination toward members of 
minorities in employment who certainly 
have suffered over the years from both 
employers and labor unions. But it does 
not specifically state that advantages 
should be given to those minorities to 
make up for the past. Besides, which 
minorities? A great many immigrants, in- 
cluding Italians, Irish, Poles, Jews and 
even Germans during World War I, have 
suffered from various kinds of discrimina- 
tion. 


And then there is that Fourteenth 
Amendment to the United States Constitu- 
tion, again passed to aid those 
discriminated against, that says ‘‘no state 
shall make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immunities of 
citizens of the United States . . . nor deny to 
any person within its jurisdiction the equal 
protection of the laws...” 


Through legislation and court decisions 
even with the best of intentions, is the 
United States working its way into a com- 
pletely untenable position?

WASHINGTON George Hardy, 
president of the 600,000-member Service 
Employees International Union, says 
that President Carter's firing of HEW 
Secretary Joe Califano was a ‘gutless 
and indecent" act. Well, this is obviously 
arguable, But one thing's for sure: In 
terms of open government, Jimmy 
Carter has come a long way since he was 
a presidential candidate. 

On De . 1974, at the National Press 
Club, Carter announced his candidacy, 
declaring that the “root of the problem" 
facing the country was not so much that 
the people had lost confidence in govern- 
ment but that, time and time again, 
government had demonstrated its lack 
of confidence in the people. To remedy 
this situation, he proposed, among other 
things 





“We must insure better public 
understanding of executive policy and 
better exchange of ideas between Con- 
gress and the White House. To do this, 
Cabinet members representing the 
president should meet in scheduled 
public interrogation sessions with the 
full bodies of Congres 

In January 197, Carter said that it 
was too much secrecy in government 
that had encouraged ‘distrust, disillu- 
sionment and frustration” in the coun- 
try. 

In his book ‘Promises to Keep,” Los 
Angeles Times polit writer Bob 
Shogan says that before Carter was 
elected, Hamilton Jordan told him: “If 
Jimmy is elected, you'll see a strong 
Cabinet.” Jordan said that if he were 
Carter he'd tell his Cabinet: “If any of 
my staff people, any of them, start jerk- 
ing you around or calling you to tell you 
what to do, you come and tell me, 
because you work for me, you don’t work 
for them."’ Prior to his election, Carter 
reportedly told Shogan: 

“T believe in giving Cabinet members 
authority. | don't intend to run individual 
departments of government out of the 
White House or through staff members. I 
don't want a group of yes men or yes 
women in my Cabinet. 1 need to have 
strony advocates for their positions, par- 
ticularly when we meet as a group.” 

So what has happened” First, Presi- 
dent Carter has scrubbed candidate 
Carter's idea of having the Cabinet

publicly grilled by the Congress. ‘ 
hasn't happened. And second, tw 
half years into his presidency, Carter 
has canned four Cabinet members 
without one public word as to why the fir- 
ings occurred. 

Appearing in the White House press 
room on July i9, the president read a 
five-point statement explaining his 
Cabinet shakeup. He called the changes 
“constructive,” said he was “pleased” 
with them, characterized every move as 
“positive” and pleaded for the full sup- 
port of all Americans. Having completed 
his statement, Carter left the room. He 
took no questions. 

A few day. later, Hamilton Jordan, the 
new presidentia} chief of staff, appeared 
on the nationally televised news show 
“Meet the Press.” In a word, he 
stonewalled. When asked three times 
why it was necessary to ask the entire 
Cabinet to submit their resignations if 
the president planned to fire only a few, 


a 








Jordan said it would not be “productive” 
to examine in detail why the president 
did what he did. He said the American 
people are not concerned as to exactly 
what happened, only that it has happen- 
ed. 

Elaborating on his own new role, Jor 
dan went overboard, saying, in- 
comprehensibly, that not only would he 
not stand between Cabinet members and 
the president, but also: “I will not even 
stand between myself and my colleagues 
on the senior staff.” 

Addressing himself to the new im- 
portance that is to be attached to loyalty 
to the president, Jordan launched into a 
tear-jerking homily on the virtues of 
loyalty. Loyalty is not bad, he said; 
loyalty is ‘an admirable trait — loyalty 





to one’s friends, to one's family, to one’s 
country. Loyalty in itself is not a bad 
thing.’ Indeed it isn't. But privately, and 
much more candidly, there are indica- 
tions that, under the new White House 


test is loyalty period. Ideology and 
ability are unimportant.” This is bad. 
Obviously, if I were president, Joe 
Califano, Brock Adams and Michael 
Blumenthal would not have been my 
first choices for Cabinet posts. But this is 
not the point, Perhaps it is true, as some 
are saying, that most Americans have 
never heard of these people and most of 
those who have couldr't tell you what 
they did 
My point is that when he fired these in- 
dividuals the president had an obligation 
both to them and the American peuple 
to say publicly why they were dismiss- 
ed, The fact that he chose not to do this 
seems to be, in my juclyment, more of 
that kind of excessive yzovernmental 
secrecy which candidate Jimmy Carter 
correctly deplored when he was seeking 
the office he now holds.

I in- 
tend to meet personally with the Vietnamese 
foreign minister and to impress upon him the 
obligation of Vietnam to act responsibly and halt 
the flow of refugees. I will also ask that American 
consular officials be allowed into Vietnam to help 
process visas for those who wish to come to this 
country 

I feel very strongly that the United States and the 
other nations of the world have a clear moral 
obligation tu come to the aid of these suffering 
human beings.

greater role in supporting their families. The social 
security system, however, has failed to take this 
change into account, and in many instances social 
security benefits discrininate on the basis of sex. 

In the past I have introduced legislation to cor- 
rect this inequity and to insure that women paying 
Social Security taxes get the same treatment as 
men. This week I introduced a new bill which would 
further eliminate sex discrimination in the distribu- 
tion of benefits. 

Areas addressed by this bill would include divorc- 
ed husbands benefits, fathers’ benefits, benefits 
provided in the remarriage of a surviving spouse, 
and other glaring inequities in the current systera, 

Women pay for these benefits. They and their 
dependents should not be denied them on the basis 
of sex.

I have received word from representatives of the 
American Red Cross that they will ask their 
counterparts in the Soviet Union, the Red Crescent, 
to make an inquiry into reports that Soviet prisoner 
Anatoly Shcharansky's health is rapidly 
deteriorating. 

This young Soviet dissident, whom I came to 
know during a trip to Moscow four years ago, is ser- 
ving a 1d-year sentence in a Russian prison on a 
charge of spying for the U.S. — a charge President 
Carter has denied. I called upon the Red Cross to 
Jook into the question of Shcharansky's health after 


Hopefully this inquiry will result in a lessening of 
the harsh prison conditions under which Shcharan- 
sky is languishing, until the day when we can suc- 
ceed in gaining his freedom.

‘Lo the Kaitor: 

The various reports of the very low 
participation of Newton citizens in the 
recycling program call for some 
comments. 

All my neighbors and I participate 
in the program, and I believe most. of 
Newton's citizens do likewise. 

However, many households, like 
ours, consist only of one couple, and 
we have little to recover every week, 
filling about one-half of a barrel per 
month of dark or white glass. With 
only one daily newspaper, a few 
weeklies and magazines, it is only 
worthwhile to make a bundle once a 
month. 

Consequently, according to official 
statistics, we are considered to be 
participating only at 25 percent. 

From our own experience, it is 
clear that weeky collections of glass 
and paper are a waste of time and 
money, as very few households collect 
enough dark or white glass to fill a 
barrel more than once a month, and 
proposal to have a weekly 
collection alternating white glass, 
preen glass, and newspaper makes 
#ood sense. 

I find it, however, disturbing that no 
market can be found for magazines 
and junk mail, as this represents, 
with cardboard boxes and white and 





brown bags, a large part of our 
rubbish. 

If this could be collected separately, 
but at the same time as newspaper, 
would be possible to have a different 
collection every week: white glass, 
colored glass, newspapers and other 
paper materials, and general rubbish. 

As long as our leash law is so poorly 
enforced, a requirement of covered, 
solid trash barrels, and not flimsy 
plastic bags would greatly improve 
the appearances of our streets. 

Considering what the introduction 
of a bottle bill would do for the ap- 
pearance of our city, I can only 
remember that in my native country, 
Switzerland, most foods in liquid form 
(oil, vinegar, mineral water, ordinary 
wine, beer, etc.) were sold in one-liter 
bottles certified by the state, with a 
deposit of 50 cents (U.S.) per bottle 
and 15-20 cents (U.S.) for non- 
certified bottles (soft drinks, bottles 
of foreign origin, etc.) as compared to 
a nickle proposed in the 
Massachusetts law. 

The result is that you never see 
broken glass on Swiss sidewalks or 
streets, or bicycle paths, which en- 
courages people to walk and bicycle, 
another great energy savings.

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Mofenson praises jury program 


BOSTON — Rep. David J. Mofenson 

(D-Newton) reported this week that 
the Middlesex County Jury Manage- 
ment Program has yielded far more 
in benefits than ever imagined when 
he first filed the bill several years 
ago. ' 
Mofenson said, ‘‘After only six mon- 
ths, this pilot program has admirably 
demonstrated that jury service can be 
an important educational experience, 
cost effective, and improve the quali- 
ty of verdicts, thereby strengthening 
our criminal justice system.” 

The new program, implemented 
last January, has saved the county an 
average of $55,000 each month. In- 
novative components have helped to 
make this pilot project a great suc- 
cess, Mofenson said. 

The new law: 

Abolishes statutory class exemp- 
tions. No person is excused from jury 
service by virtue of their profession. 
By evenly distributing the burden 
over the entire community it provides 
for a good cross section of that com- 
munity and more fairly fulfills the 
promise of being tried before a jury of 
one's peers. 

While under the old system, a juror 
had to set aside about one month for 
jury service. In the new Middlesex 
system 85 percent of the cases are 
completed within a three-day period. 
This makes it easier on employers 
and employees alike. In fact, many 
jurors complete their service after on- 
ly one day. 

A computerized system selects the 
juror pool at great speed, and with no 
exemptions, more jurors can be 
selected. This feature allows for 
greater efficiency as well as greater 
and quicker turnover. 


Compensation rates paid to jurors 
are $40 per day but do not begin until 
the fourth day of service. Employed 
persons are paid by their employers 
during the first three days.

Unemployed persons and housewives 
are not paid the first three days but do 
receive the standard daily rate for the 
fourth and subsequent days. 


The $55,000 per month savings ac- 
crues because most jurors completing 
service within three days. Businesses 
and industry are supportive of this 
program because the absence of an 
employee for an entire month (under 
the old system) no longer occurs. 


Training materials are prepared 
and sent out in advance to prospective 
jurors to assist them in understanding 
their duties: A 24-hour juror hotline 
was established to answer any ques- 
tions jurors may concerning jury ser- 
vice. These efforts have allowed for a 
smooth implementation of the pro- 
gram. 


Anyone who is called for jury duty 
has a statutory right to postpone such 
service for no more than 10 months. 
This provision allows for a greater 
amount of flexibility and makes it 
much more convenient for each 
citizen. 


Mofenson pointed to present Jury 
Commissioner Joseph Romanow as 
the major force behind this effort. 


He said, ‘Joe Romanow was the 
one who wrote the law and for whom I 
filed the bill, and it is very fitting that 
he run the program. He has suc- 
cessfully accomplished a very dif- 
ficult task and I have high admiration 
for the job he has done.”

NEWTON Lawyers for the 
neighborhood and the developer were 
told by the aldermanic Land Use 
Committee last week to get together 
and try to work out a solution to the 
use of a carriage house at 107 
Bellevue St.

Tax relief coming 


from state 


BOSTON — Rep. A. Joseph DeNuc- 
ci, (D-Newton) a member of the 
House Ways & Means Committee, 
which developed the final budget, said 
this week, ‘An immediate impact of 
the new budget will be $166 million in 
property tax relief and $27 million in 
income tax reductions for the citizens 
of the Commonwealth,” 

DeNucci stated, ‘Local aid, revi- 
sion of income and capital gains 
taxes, as well as increased funding for 
many needed human services are 
among the items passed by the 
legislature in the 1980 budget.”’ 

DeNucci said, ‘We will increase ex- 
emptions for dependent children from 
$600 to $700 effective immediately, as 
well as increase elderly exemptions 
from $600 to $700 as of July, 1979." 

DeNucci noted that the exemptions 
for non-wage-earning spouses will in- 
crease by the same $100 amount im- 
mediately, and by an additional $100 
to §800 on July 1, 1980. 

Exemptions for the blind will go 
from $2000 to $2200, and there will be a 
three-year phase-in on the capital 
gains tax to comply with federal code, 





the Newton lawmaker pointed out. 

“Included in this year's budget are 
a number of other important items," 
DeNucci said, ‘‘such as funding of a 
Special Joint Commission on Uniform 
Sentencing and Revision of the 
Criminal Law Statutes to make our 
criminal laws tougher where needed. 

“We are also providing funds for in- 
vestigation of Medicaid fraud, reim- 
bursing cities and towns for loss of 
revenue by state takeover land, fun- 
ding programs for the treatment of 
alcoholism, epilepsy and lead poison- 
ing. 

“On the human side of the budget, 
we are also providing the annual fun- 
ding for human and social services, 
and especially for the new Depart- 
ment of Social Services which will go 
a long way toward helping abused and 
neglected children in 
Massachusetts,"’ DeNucci said. 

“Basically, the $5.4 billion budget 
provides something for everyone — 
taxpayers will be getting relief, but 
not at the expense of the poor, who 
will continue to receive at least the 
same level of benefits.”

Perhaps at age 5 it was childish. 

But 2-year-old David Lockwood, an economic 
forecaster for a major U.S. airline, is committed to 
the game. He is one of its estimated 200 devotees in 
the United States and England. 

Last year he won the North American tid- 
dlywinks championship. 

Lockwood says tiddlywinks is a way of bringing 
‘the ridiculous” into his life. 

“Tt combines the elements of golf — putting and 

potting out,’’ Lockwood explains. “It draws 
Hements from chess strategy. 

“But at its purest level, tiddlywinks is tougher 
than chess because of its estimation of 
probabilities. In chess, you know the possibilities 
because you know what each piece can do. Tid- 
dlywinks is probabilistic; it depends on your 
ability.” 

Far from just flipping six colored plastic discs 
into a cup, Lockwood plays a 20- to 25-minute game 
of strategy, covering and maneuvering winks 
against another player. (There is also team com- 
petition in which two pairs of players pit their 
abilities against one another. ) 

Lockwood admits the game is ‘‘not interesting at 
the novice level — you can’t get into strategy if you 
can’t execute the shots.”’ 

The shots, yes, the shots. 


The energy crisis 
is bringing back 
the skylight 


NEW YORK (UPI) — 
The growing energy 
problem could bring 
about a renaissance of 
the Romarrstyle atrium 
principle in American 
homes and commercial 
buildings. 

The atrium itself — 
the court in the center of 
the building open to the 
sun is basic to 
Spanish and much other 
Mediterranean ar- 
chitecture and still is 
found all over America. 

But the modern return 
to the atrium principle 
venerally will involve 
increasing use of the 
skylight to cut down on 
window surface and to 
save energy used in 
lighting as well as for 
heating, says the Ar- 
chitectural Aluminum 
Manufacturers 
Association. 


This burgeoning trend 
is a curious reversal of 
thinking, the association 
said. “As recently as the 
early 1970s, government 
regulatory agencies and 
#overnment-endorsed 
industry regulatory 
bodies were contending 
that the skylight was an 
energy waster.” 


Perhaps it was when 
it was used mainly to 
cap an air shaft and let 
in a little dim light for 
inside windows in a 
factory or tenement 
building. 


But the electronic 
computer has been used 
in the last few years by 
building groups and 
architects to test the 
potential of the skylight 
with some surprising 
results. 


For example, the 
computer projected that 
a typical one-story 
factory in Jacksonville, 
Fla., could save $35,000 
a year in electric power 
cost by having 3.6 
percent of its roof area 
devoted to skylights. 


This projection was 
for a building 850 feet 
long, 316 feet wide and 
55 feet in height. Each 
square foot of skylight, 
the computer said, 
would save $4 worth of 
energy a year compared 
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with the surrounding 
insulated opaque roof. 
This saving is from 
combined heating and 
air conditioning costs. 

The computer said a 
comparable skylight in 
a similar building in the 
latitude of Boston would 
save $13,500 a year. The 
big difference, of 
course, is that 
Jacksonville gets a lot 
more sunshine. 


John Wolf, president 
of the Architectural 
Aluminum Manufac- 
turers Association, said, 
“The potential energy 
savings by judicious use 
of skylights could be 
astronomic.”’ 

Putting big skylights 
in modern, wide-span, 
one-floor factories is 
easy from the stand- 
point of architectural 
design but how do you 
go about putting them in 
homes? 


“Actually, skylights 
already have begun to 
make a_ significant 
impact in home con- 
struction,”” Wolf said. 
“One of our building 
contractor members 
predicts that within a 
few years all newly built 
homes will have two to 
three skylights for 
every 10 windows.” 


While the energy 
savings of skylights are 
not nearly so dramatic 
in homes as in factories, 
Wolf said, architects 
and homeowners also 
are attracted by the 
pleasing lighting effects 
that can be created by 
the judicious placing of 
skylights 


However, he 
predicted, architects 
increasingly will target 
on skylight use in the 
home to save on the cost 
of heating and air 
conditioning as well as 
to provide a light, airy 
environment. 


“Skylights always 
have been retrofitted 
into old houses and store 
and office buildings to 
some extent,’’ Wolf 


said, ‘‘and our members 
say orders for such 
installations have 
doubled in the past two 
years.”

Lockwood holds the record for most shots potted 
without a miss — 722. 


Lockwood took up tiddlywinks in earnest in 1972 
as an engi ing undergraduate at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. He has since spent hours a 
day practicing potting and other shots oddly 
described in the arcane language of the game. 

Last November he was even pictured in People 
magazine. 

“As a result of that, I now have an agent,” he 
laughs. 
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According to Lockwood, most U.S. tiddlywinks 
Eppa eanyton ane There 
a good-natured competition among them, he 


otough the Americans travel to British tour- 
naments, the teams rarely consist of ‘‘all-stars."” 
Rather, says Lockwood, they are made up of ‘‘those 
who can afford to go.”” 


As an airline employee, Lockwood can fly free to 
tournaments. He has even commuted on weekends 
to England. 


It was that mobility, he says, that caused his 
selection as head of the International Federation 
Tiddlywinks Associations. 

There is no money involved in tiddlywinks — yet. 
Lockwood and other U.S. players are trying to 
establish tournament prizes of up to $1,000. The 
British, however, are opposed to prize money and 
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‘Tiddlywinks, it just isn’t kid stuff’ 





expanding the game, fearing ‘‘the element’’ that 
might be drawn into it. 

In contrast, Lockwood looks forward to the 
popularization of his favorite pastime. The next 
step, he says, will be production of a game called 
“Tournament Tiddlywinks."" 

He hopes people will then begin to see tiddlywinks 
as serious adult entertainment much like chess or 
backgammon.

Walnut St.

HIGHLANDS — The Newton 
Highlands Village Design Committee 
decided Monday night to recommend 
Arrowstreet, Inc. of Cambridge as its 
first choice design consultant for im- 
provements of Walnut Street. 


The decision came after a month 
and a half of studying proposals and 
interviewing designers and ar- 
chitects. At the beginning of Monday 
night's meeting, the committee nar- 
rowed its choices down to four. 


The committee showed great con- 
cern that the designers who actually 
develop the plans stay with the pro- 
ject through the completion of the 
contract. Such a problem has almost 
arisen in other village improvement 
projects. In Upper Falls, for example, 
the designer, while completing Pettee 
Square plans, left the contracting 
firm. 


Personality was another important 
factor. Several members were fearful 
of a dominant architect, while others 
worried about an architect who might 
be patronizing. With a membership 








developer 


that includes several architects, the 
committee clearly wants to par- 
ticipate in the planning process. 


In the end, Arrowstreet was chosen 
for the quality of its proposal. ‘‘It 
presented the most complete analysis 
of the problem,” said committee 
member George Mansfield. 


Arrowstreet’s other projects in- 
clude the Park Street station in 
Boston and the Washington Street 
mall also in Boston. 


The Walnut Street project will ex- 
tend from Forest Street to Centre 
Street. It will be the second phase of 
the Highlands neighborhood improve- 
ment program. In the first phase, the 
Highlands concentrated its attention 
on Lincoln Street; it installed two 
brick pedestrian plazas, plantings, 
lighting, benches and other 
amenities. 


Before any actual designing can 
begin for Walnut Street, Planning 
Director Barry Canner must approve 
the design committee choice and 
negotiate a contract with the selected 
firm. Mayor Theodore Mann must 
then give his final approval.

Persons attending the clinics come 
from many sources including the 
yellow pages of the phone book, call— 
for-action agencies, the Attorney-

legal aid agencies if they cannot af- 
ford a lawyer, or to a member of 
Lawyer Referral Panel if they do not 
have an attorney. For many persons 
attending the clinic this is their first 
contact with an attorney.

Hospital clinic helping runners 


“T was training for a race and was 
getting stiff and sore all over, mainly 
in my legs and knees.” 

The speaker is one of the patients 
recently seen at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital's Runners Clinic, a service 
for the prevention and treatment of 
running injuries. 

Staffed by athletic trainer Bill 
Bates, RPT, and podiatrist Sidney 
Brass, DPM, the clinic is backed by 
all of the resources of the hospital — 
consulting physicians, X-ray, 
physical therapy, etc. Since it opened 
in April, the clinic has served nearly 
200 people. 

The “‘stiff and sore’ patient was 
asked to fill out a comprehensive 
questionnaire covering his physical 
status, his running history and his 
current running patterns. Then Bill 
Bates put him through balance, flex- 
ibility and coordination tests. 


Finding nothing mechanically 
wrong, the trainer referred the pa- 
tient to Dr. Brass for a podiatric 
evaluation. He had been asked to 
wear shorts and his running shoes, 
and Dr. Brass was able to see that the 
shoes were forcing his heel up and to 
the side. He was advised about the 
kind of running shoe he should be 
wearing. 


The following week, Dr. Brass in- 
spected the new shoes and inserted a 
small form in the heel to hold the foot 
in place. 


Interviewed some weeks later, the 
patient said he has had no problems 
since. ‘I wanted to catch it before I 
was injured, and I did,” he reported.

Mt.Ildacan't 
use septic 


system

NEWTON — Mt. Ida Junior College in Newton 
Centre is prohibited from using its newly built sep- 
tic system, according to last week’s Conservation 
Commission decision. 

The prohibition will have an impact on Mt. Ida’s 
new Animal Health Assistant Technology Program, 
which the school was hoping to begin this fall. In 
preparation for the program, Mt. Ida intended to 
remodel a building next to Longfellow Pond for 
classroom space and a student union room. The 
plans also included a dog kennel near the school’s 
riding stable. Plumbing facilities were to be install- 
ed in the classroom area. 

The school hired an architect and an engineer, 
who developed plans for a septic system. After the 
plans were cleared with the city’s Health Depart- 
ment, the school proceeded to build the septic 
system. 

What Mt. Ida did not realize was that the septic 
system would fall within the 122-foot elevation, that 
is within a potential flood area. If the system is 
within the flood area, even the Conservation Com- 
mission is cannot grant a permit. 

“I feel any future development on the Mt. Ida 
campus should be on e sewers and not on septic 
systems,”’ said commission Secretary Helen Heyn. 


Extending a line to the city sewer system would 
be almost prohibitive cost-wise, said David Lentz, 
Mt. Ida’s business manager. 


But using the city sewer system and relocating 
the kennel to beyond to the 122-foot elevation would 
allow the school to go forward with its building 
plans without having to consult the commission, 
said commission member Richard Staley. The 
engineer should have known that the Wetlands Pro- 
tection Act would disallow building within the 122- 
foot elevation, Staley added. The school could 
possibly sue the engineer, he said. 


In other matters, the commission voted to include 
two lots along the Charles River in Upper Falls. as 
part of its ‘‘Self-Help” application to the state. If its 
grant is awarded, the city will be reimburse for 
part of the acquisition costs. 


Previously the application was to buy only a por- 
tion of the two lots’ for Jack Antaramian had plann- 
ed to use the remainder for his condominium 
development. Antaramian’s plans no longer call for 
these lots, thereby paving the way for the city to 
purchase them. PD Turning to Hammond Pond in 
Chestnut Hill, the commission is planning to seed 
areas of the pond with minnows for mosquito con- 
trol. 


Children 
will enjoy 


weaving

FRANKLIN — Children of all ages, even pre- 
schoolers, enjoy weaving. It is an activity that 
assists in developing the child’s concentration, 
muscular coordination and self-confidence. 

To begin a weaving project, make a loom froman 
8 inch by 10 inch piece of soft wood. Have your child 
hammer nails one to two inches apart at both the 
top and bottom of the wood. The nails should be 

ite one another. Then, using heavy twine, tie a 
knot around the first nail on the left top side and 
loop the twine around the opposite nail at the bot- 
tom, bring it to the top again, loop it around the next 
nail and continue the process to the end, tieing a 
knot at the last nail. 

A wide variety of interesting materials can be 
used for weaving and varied according to the 
season. For example, in the spring, use pastel 
ribbons, flowers, or soft branches; in the summer, 
select tall grass or leaves; in the fall, dried grass 
colored leaves or dried flowers; and in the winter, 
particularly at Christmas, use vivid ribbons, yarn, 
or tinsel. 

Of course, yarn, ribbon and cloth can also be used 
at any other time of the year. If these are used, cut 
one piece about 24 inches long. ; 

Begin at the right side, tie the fabric to the twine, 
and then weave the material over and under the 
remaining row the end of the first row, loop the 
material at around the twine and begin the next 
row, this time moving from left to right and going 
under and over. Nee 

When you come to the end of the material, tie a 
knot to the twine and begin a new piece. For 
whatever type of material is used, be sure to push 
the rows tightly together. When the entire working 
space is filled, remove the project. 

It can be used as a wall hanging, placemat or 
decoration. J ' :

If you suddenly had the urge to 
become one with the great out- 
doors, where would you go? Mas- 
sachusetts, blessed with the sea 
to the east and mountains to the 
west and north, is also blessed 
with an abundance of parks, 
forests, and reservations offer- 
ing a wide range of recreational 
and camping opportunities year- 
round, You'll probably be 
amazed to find out just how 
much there is to do in the out- 
doors of the Bay State. And the 
beauty of it all is that these 
parks and forests are practically 
in everyone's backyard, which 
means you won’t burn up much 
gas getting to them. 

The Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Environmental Manage- 
ment succeeded the former 
Department of Natural 
Resources in 1974. It has cus- 
tody of nearly all state-owned 
forests, parks, beaches, pools, 
skating rinks, timberlands, and 
reservations. 

The MDC (Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission) is in charge of 
parks and reservations in Bos- 
ton and environs. The MDC was 
the brainchild of Charles Eliot, 
who initiated the Metropolitan 
Parks System in the 1890s, and 
was devoted to the preservation 
of the surviving fragments of 
New England's primitive wil- 
derness areas. Eliot was 
impressed by the “refreshing 
power”’ of the natural beauty 
surrounding Boston and ever 
since 1919 (when the MDC was 
officially established) the com- 
mission has overseen beaches, 
boating facilities, parks, play- 
grounds, skating rinks, reserva- 
tions, and historical landmarks 
for the public’s enjoyment. 

Whether you're looking for an 
enjoyable camping experience of 
several days (or weeks) dura- 
tion, or if you're just looking to 
have fun on a day’s outing, 
there’s something available for 
you at either a state-run facility 
or at an MDC location. 

As with everything else, there 
are rules, regulations, and fees to 
deal with. But don’t worry, most 
of the rules and regulations are 
based on common sense, and the 
fees are minimal. 

Camping in state-owned 
campgrounds is on a first-come- 
first-served basis and the season 
lasts through the Saturday 
before Labor Day. The maxi- 
mum camping period allowed is 
two weeks. Campers need to 
register at park headquarters 
and pay in full for the period 
they're planning on staying. 
Check-out time (yes, even in the 
great outdoors there's a check- 
out time) is 1 pm, Campers are 
allowed two tents or one recrea- 
tion vehicle per campsite. 
Camping fees are $4 for Type I 
sites, $5 for Type II sites (Type 1 
and II refer to the quality of the 
sanitation — toilet facilities — 
available), Primitive campsites 
(no sanitation facilities) cost $1 
per night. Utilities (water and 
electricity), if available, cost $1 
each per night. 

State day-use facility fees are 
also modest and apply to all 
state forests, parks, or reserva- 
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tions. A season parking pass for 
pleasure vehicles costs $15. Any 
vehicle bearing such a pass is eli- 
gible for two hours use of picnic 
tables and fireplace facilities on 
any given day throughout the 
season. Parking for pleasure 
vehicles (without the season's 
pass) costs $2 with the same two- 
hour picnic and cooking facility 
privileges. Walk-ins pay 25 cents 
per person and again, receive the 
two-hour facility use privileges. 
Senior citizens — Massachu- 
setts residents 62 and older — 
are eligible for a green senior citi- 
zen pass, which entitles them to 
no-fee privileges at all recrea- 
tional facilities, with the excep- 
tion of rental campsites. Passes 
are available upon presenting 
proof of age at all regional head- 
quarters or at the Boston Office 
of the Division of Forests and 
Parks. 

The Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Environmental Manage- 
ment — Division of Forests and 
Parks has maps of most of its 
camping and day-use facilities, 
as well as rules, regulations, and 
other valuable guides and 
brochures available without 
charge at the department's main 
office at 100 Cambridge Street, 
Boston, 02202. Call 727-3180 for 
information, 

MDC parks and reservations 
are all free, There’s no admit- 
tance fee; however, there are fees 
for partaking in certain activi- 
ties, These, too, are nominal. 

Use of MDC swimming pools 
costs 25 cents for those 18 and 
over, under 18 and senior citi- 
zens pay only a dime. Admis- 
sion to saltwater beaches is a 50- 
cent parking fee per vehicle. 
Freshwater beaches are free. 
Canoe rentals cost $3 for the first 
hour and $2 for each additional 
hour on weekdays and $4 for the 
initial hour, $3 for the second 
hour, and $2 for each hour there- 
after on weekends. Community 
Boating, the MDC’s sailing 
course and sailboat-use pro- 
gram, costs $70 per person for 


full season's use (April 1 through 
November 1) and $100 for a hus- 
band-and-wife membership for 
the same time period. The fall 
sailing membership runs from 
August 15 to November 1 and 
costs $30. Sixty consecutive days 
(any time) costs $40; 30 days 
costs $23. Special rates are avail- 
able for youthful sailors. 

Primitive camping — on a 
limited basis at the Quabbin 
Reservation requires a permit 
(issued at the Massachusetts 
Division of Fisheries and Wild- 
life Swift River Management 
Area) and is available by reser- 
vation only. 

All MDC picnic areas are free 
of charge as is the use of all pub- 
lic boat landings and floats. Per- 
mits are required to use tennis 
courts. There is no charge. 

For golfers, the Ponkapoag 
Golf Course in Canton (828- 
0643) features two 18-hole 
courses and the Leo J Martin 
Memorial Golf Course in Wes- 
ton (894-4903) features one 18- 
hole course. Annual member- 
ship (good at both places) costs 
$150 for seven-day use, $100 for 
golfers who only want to play 
Monday through Friday. Senior 
citizens pay $75 for a seasonal 
membership, which is good 
Mondays through Fridays. 
Greens fees are $4 Monday 
through Friday ($2 after 5 pm), 
$1.50 for juniors and elders.

Located in the lobby of the 
Lenox Hotel in Boston's Back 
Bay, Delmonico’s offers fine food 
and a dazzling culinary floor 
show. It affords a glimpse at the 
glitter of the Gay Nineties, at a 
unique style of dining that com- 
bines Continental refinement 
with the American love of excess. 

Delmonico’s is the showboat of 
Boston hostelry. It’s a sort of res- 
taurant-theatre, where the 
waiters perform flaming feats 
and derring-do at your table- 
side. It is also a musical restau- 
rant, since the dining room 
adjoins Diamond Jim Brady's, 
Delmonico's piano bar, where 
Boston golden-throats warble 
many a favorite tune. You 
thought the singers hailed from 
Las Vegas? No, they're Bay 
State amateurs, folks like you 
and me, who emerge from the 
audience each evening to give 
their vocal cords a workout. The 
melodies and the laughter spill 
over from the bar to the dining 
room, infecting Delmonico’s 
with irrepressible gaiety and 
verve. 

The original Delmonico's of 
Manhattan closed in 1925. 
Boston’s Delmonico’s, which 
opened a dozen years ago and 
bears no relation to the New 
York restaurant, retains much of 
the turn-of-the-century splendor 
of the original. The dining room 
feels incredibly spacious, thanks 
to two-story ceilings, But alcoves 
and partitions along the walls 
afford diners a measure of inti- 
macy. The menu — heavy on the 
beef and flaming dishes — is as 
vintage as a Model-T Ford. 

Dinner opened with Ritz

crackers and cheddar cheese 
spread — not what I'd call 
inspired, but well-suited to cock- 
tails. For appetizers, we ordered 
oysters Rockefeller ($4.75), 
clams casino ($4.75), and caesar 
salad for two ($2.75). 

The six enormous oysters were 
outstanding. Their half shells, 
perched on a bed of rock salt, 
brimmed with creamed spinach, 
poached oysters and Mornay 
(cheese) sauce shot into fanciful 
ee

squiggles on top. The oysters 
themselves were cooked 
perfectly: firm on the outside, 
still moist and watery within. 

The clams casino — a mix- 
ture of minced quahogs, bread 
crumbs, herbs and bacon — 
proved a toothsome dish, though 
lacking the delicacy of the 
oysters. It’s difficult to make 
stuffed clams transcend the taste 
of bread crumbs. Delmonico’s 
version succeeds as well as any 
I've sampled in Boston. 

The caesar salad provided us 
with a veritable cooking demon- 
stration. We nodded approvingly 
as the ingredients — garlic, 
anchovies, olive oil, lemon juice, 
Worcestershire sauce, coddled 


_ gg yolk and romano cheese — 


flew one by one into the salad 
bowl. The end product, though 
perhaps a little acidic, was cer- 
tainly equal to the effort that 
went into preparing it. The but- 
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tery croutons were, as always, 
the best part. 

Delmonico’s entrees are 
grouped on the menu by those 
prepared at your tableside and 
those prepared in the kitchen. If 
you've come to Delmonico’s to 
whisper sweet nothings to your 
dinner companion, you'd best 
order the latter, as each table- 
side performance lasts ten 
minutes. We shunned seafood, 
having had it for appetizers, and 
focused our forks on Delmonico's 
bovine fare, 

The steak Diane ($13.25) — 
named for the Roman goddess of 
the hunt (or was it for the mis- 
tress of Henri II?) — was an 
everything-but-the-kitchen-sink 
sort of dish. Its multifarious 
ingredients included mustard, 
Worcestershire, Diable and 
Tabasco sauces; cream, brandy 
and garlic. The result was tasty, 
but I had that guilty feeling I'd 
gunked up a peerless steak — 
New York strip, rare and tender 
— with some sort of ultimate 
ketchup. 

The prime ribs of beef ($10.95) 
had lots of visual appeal. The 
huge, and I mean huge, slab of 
red meat made the eyes of my 
Midwestern dinner companions 
light up like flashbulbs with 
pleasure. The meat was tender 
enough to cut with a fork, but it 
somehow lacked the full flavor of 
properly aged beef. 

The Veal a la Creme ($10.95) 
—also prepared at the table — 
was an interesting dish. Red 
peppers and brandy enlivened 
the usual cream and mush- 
rooms. The sauce had lots going 
on the palate. 

The prime rib came with a 
great, puffy popover. The 
evening's vegetable — puréed 
butternut squash — was 


pleasantly palatable. Spuds 
came in three forms: French- 
fried, baked, or Delmonico-style. 
The latter, a sort of potatoes au 
gratin, was by far the best. The 
house salad wore an innocuous 
creamed garlic dressing. 

T hate to admit how much food 
we'd consumed so far. Duty 
called for dessert, but our bellies 
groaned in protest. Then lo, at 
the far table, a waiter with 
nerves of steel melted sugar 
around the rims of two wine 
glasses and poured a flaming 
liquid back and forth between 
the glasses in mid-air. 

“What is that?” I cried. 

“Brazilian coffee,” he 
answered. 

Like magic we regained our 
appetites and ordered one, along 


~ with peach Melba, and a slice of 


Black Forest cake to round out 
dessert. 

The Brazilian coffee ($2.75) 
was a devilish concoction of 
Grand Marnier, brandy, and 
Kahlua. The coffee and whipped 
cream helped offset the liquory 
punch. 








The peach Melba ($1.75) was 
adequate but unexciting. The 


original peach Melba, created by 
the great French chef Escoffier 
for actress Nellie Melba, 
consisted of freshly poached 
peaches and freshly puréed rasp- 
berries over freshly churned ice 
cream. The canned peaches and 
aerosol whipped cream of 
Delmonico’s version did little to 
live up to its ancestor. 

The Black Forest cake ($1.75) 
was the only unmitigated 
disaster. Not that the chocolate 
cake wasn’t dense and choco- 
latey. Not that the ample cherry 
marmalade wasn’t admirably 
tart. But the cake was iced with 
a sort of sickly-sweet butter 
cream, instead of the customary 
whipped cream. The sugar made 
one’s teeth smart — ugh! 

Delmonico's wine list is 
simple, well-chosen and inex- 
pensive. The modestly priced 
wines of France and California 
are well represented. The cover- 
age of the wines of Spain, Italy, 
and South America surpasses 
that of most other restaurants in 
town. 

All in all, Delmonico’s is a fun 
place to dine. If the quality of the 
food sometimes falls short of the 
service, it’s because the service is 
exceptionally good. Delmonico’s 
really does deliver a splendid 
time for all.

Delmonico’s Restaurant, at 710 
Boylston Street in Boston, is 
open Monday through Friday 
from 7 to 11am and from 5 to 10 
pm.

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Firefighter contract approved

NEWTON — Since November 1977, 
the negotiating committee of the 
Newton Firefighters Association has 
worked on a new contract. Last week 
they got one by a 4 to 1 margin of ap- 
proval. 

The first year of the new pact 
covers the last fiscal year (FY'79) 
with a five percent raise, and the se- 
cond gives firefighters a 5.75 percent 
pay increase. 

A total of 173 out of 250 firefighters 
voted last week on the proposed con- 
tract. Since firefighters have worked 
since July 1, 1978 without a contract, 
this two-year pact expires in July, 
1980, 

The association made concessions 
in the matter of minimum manning. 
Terms of the contract call for a reduc- 
tion of five to four men per in-line 
preconnected pump during July 1 to 
December 31, the peak vacation 
period. This will cut down on overtime 
formerly required by the old contract. 

The City of Newton, under the new 
deal, is required to operate a force of 
nine pumps or engines, three ladders, 
and two rescue companies. Three of 
the nine pumps, the inline precon- 
nected pumps, will be cut back to a

NEWTON — Newton Police Officer 
Thomas Fleming is free to run for a 
seat on the School Committee, but if 
he wins, does he have to quit his job? 

According to City Solicitor Daniel 
Funk, “The City Charter strongly im- 
plies that Officer Fleming is pro- 
hibited from serving on the School 
Committee and at the same time con- 
tinuing as a police officer for the City 
of Newton." 

Funk, in an opinion issued Monday, 
cited section 4-5 of the City Charter 
which states: 

“No former school committeeman 
shall hold any compensated appoin- 
tive city office or city employment un- 
til one year after the expiration of his 
service on the School Committee. This 
provision shall not prohibit a former 
city officer or city employee from 
resuming his duties as such city of- 
ficer or city employee at the conclu- 
sion of his service on the School 


Committee." 

Fleming said Monday that his can- 
didacy is ‘not a joke,” and he intend- 
ed to sign his nomination papers Tues- 
day, officially entering the race. 

Election Commission Secretary 
Alan Licarie verified Tuesday that

$20,000 for asbestos 
consultant at North 


NEWTON—The Finance Commit- 
tee of the Board of Aldermen has 
authorized the expenditure of $20,000 
for testing at Newton North High 
School to determine which sections of 
the building contain asbestos and 
what danger that asbestos poses to 
students and teachers. 

The Committee authorized the ex- 
penditure unanimously Wednesday 
night at the request of Building Com- 
missioner Allan Fraser who said the 
test results are necessary to deter- 
mine what the city should do about the 
problem of asbestos in the six-year- 
old high school. 

The School Committee voted 8 to 1 
March 12 to ask the Board of 
Aldermen to “investigate the ap- 
propriate way ... to abate the poten- 
tial asbestos hazard at Newton North 
High School and to take action as soon 


palsy. Some are too big or too small 
for their ages. Some are not social- 
ly adjusted.

Pettee Square plans set

UPPER FALLS — The Upper Falls 
Advisory Committee learned Tuesday 
night the construction of the first 
phase of the Pettee Square project 
will occur this fall. 

The project should go out for bid as 
two packages this September, ac- 
cording to Stanley Clauson of the 
Planning Department. The first 
package will be the rehabilitation of 
the depot building at Chestnut Street. 
The second will be the beautification 
of the south side of Pettee Square, 
which is at the intersection of Oak and 
Chestnut Streets. gPD The beautifica- 
tion plans for this phase call for brick 
plazas, sidewalk widening, tree plan- 
tings, and a park on the side of the 
depot. Also included is the develop- 
ment of a parking lot between the- 
railroad tracks and the stores on the 
south side of Chestnut Street. 

With the rehabilitation of depot 
complete, the committee hopes to 
rent it to a commercial tenant. The 
building itself will be leased to the city 
from the Massachusetts Bay Transit 
Authority (MBTA) as will the parking 
lot and park land. 

The city's Law Department is cur- 
rently studying a draft of that lease, 
according to Steve Gartrell of the 
Planning Department. The lease, 
however, does not yet cover anything 
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else but the depot, Gartrell said. Ad- 
ding the other land will probably not 
be a problem, he said. 

Because the MBTA must put any 
long-term leases out to bid, the city 
will only receive a lease with a 30 day 
termination clause, Gartrell said. If 
the MBTA chooses to terminate, he 
added, it must use the land for 
transportation purposes. It cannot 
just leave the property vacant — as it 
has done in the past — or try to lease it 
to some other tenant. 


Turning to the Echo Bridge Mall, 
the committee has asked the Planning 
Department to draw some landscap- 
ing plans for the Chestnut Street 
sidewalk end of the mall! parking lot. 
The committee would like the land- 
scaping for a clear demarcation bet- 
ween the sidewalk and the lot. G. Ar- 
nold Haynes, owner of the mall, has 
said he would be willing to make the 
diagonal parking at that point 
parallel, according to committee 
member Lee Fisher. 


In other matters, Gartrell reported 
that the historic district funding pro- 
ject will take applications from 
August 15 to September 15. The pro- 
gram, financed by the federally fund- 
ed community development program, 
has $75,000 available. Grants of up to 
$6000 are available to those in the 
historic district. 
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UPPER FALLS — Needham Street 
moved a step closer this week to 
becoming the bargain hunter's mecca 
with the opening of the Marshalls 
Shopping Center.

Center will definitely increase the 
number of cars on the already con- 
gested Needham Street, most of the 
traffic will not come at the rush hours, 
according to Robert A. Danziger, 
president of Northland. Since most of 
the stores open at 9:30 a.m. and are 
the least busy between 4 and 6 p.m., 
the shopping center will provide the 
most complementary traffic use, 
Danziger said. 


Both Danziger and Barber have 
noted that the shopping center is in 
keeping with the recent trend of 
Needham Street toward retail stores 
and office buildings.

King on aid 


NEWTON — Governor Edward 
King's decision to distribute state aid 
tocities and towns according to the 
lottery and Chapter 70 formulas has 
drawn criticism from the mayor and 
chief budget officer of the City of 
Newton. 


Calling King's decision ‘“‘one of the 
biggest cave-ins of all time,”’ Mayor 
Theodore Mann said it was taken “at 
the direct expense of 67 percent of the 
People of the Commonwealth.” 


“The big city mayors, representing 
15 percent of the people have again 
run roughshod over the balance of the 
State,’ Mann said. 


The governor's decision, taken in 
conference with the leadership of the 
House and Senate, means that $83 
million in aid will be distributed ac- 
cording to the Chapter 70 school aid 
formula and $83 million according to 
the lottery formula. 


Mann and representatives of ten 
other municipalities had been trying 
to persuade the governor and 
legislative leaders to approve a 
“growth factor formula” which they 
say would benefit 274 Massachusetts 


communities, representing 67 percent 
of the state's population. 

Under the Chapter 70 and lottery 
formulas, Newton will receive about 
$1 million. The growth aid formula 
would mean $2.8 million for Newton. 


Newton’s Chief Budget Officer 
Albert DiGregorio said a last ditch at- 
tempt to get the growth factor for- 
mula adopted nearly succeeded and 
he added that the effort will continue 
into the coming year. 


“We've raised the consciousness of 
a lot of people — the communities, the 
governor and staff and legislators. 
We're finally making them aware 
that there is an alternative. We've lost 
one battle, but the war is at hand.” 


Mann points out that there are 103 
representatives and 23 senators 
whose communities would benefit 
under the growth factor formula spon- 
sored by the Coalition for State Aid 
Equity. 


“I find it nearly impossible to 
believe,” he said, ‘‘that they could not 
reflect the needs of the poor and the 
elderly in their communities.’

It’s simple’ it saves money and it im- 
proves the quality of justice. It’s a 
wonder no one ever thought of it 
before. 

What? 

The pilot jury selection program 
that has been in effect in Middlesex 
County since last January. 

Newton State Rep. David Mofenson 
reported last week that the pilot pro- 
gram has worked so well, he’s going to 
file legislation to institute the system 
statewide. 

We would like to commend and give 
our support to the people who desi9ned 
the pilot jury program. It deserves to 
become a statewide system. 

Mofenson says the program has sav- 
ed Middlesex County an average of 
$55,000 a month. 

The pilot program did away with 
profession exemptions, but it eased the 
burden for prospective jurors, quite 
often breadwinners, by changing the 
amount of time a juror must serve 
from a month to one trial. Mofenson 
says 85 percent of trials are finished 
within three days. 

It means employers don’t have to do 
without valuable employees for a 
month, and because no one is exempt, 
changes the jury pool to more ac- 
curately represent a cross-section of 
one’s “‘peers.”’ 

Doctors, lawyers, reporters and 
even police officers can serve as 
jerors. In fact, a police chief has been 
impaneled for a trial since the pro- 
gram began. And a doctor was the 
foreman of the jury in a malpractice 
case. Imagine how helpful his exper- 
tise was! 

The reason the system is saving the 
county money is that juror compensa- 
tion begins on the fourth day of ser- 
vice. So all those three-day trials are 
saving taxpayer money. 

Mofenson credits Middlesex County 
Jury Commissioner Joseph Romanow 
of Newton with writing the law. High 
praise for Romanow comes from 
others too because he worked with 
election commissioners and city 
clerks on his law to come up with a 
procedure that would be easy for them 
to implement. : 

We'd like to commend Mr. 


Romanow too. He is truly a many after 
our own hearts—a man who knows the 
value of the motto, ‘‘Keep it simple.”

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The aftermath of Watergate

WASHINGTON — It was five years 
ago that the House Judiciary Committee 
voted to impeach Richard Nixon, driving 
him from office. 

Some members say the bitter residue 
of Watergate lingers on, corroding the 
nation's confidence in its government 

In interviews on the fifth anniversary 
of the impeachment proceedings, 
mémbers who served on the comnmiittee 
in those historic days said the passage of 
time has not altered their perception of 
the scandal that destroyed the Nixon‘ 
presidency, nor their belief, in the 
rightness of what they did. 

Yet some, like Chairman Peter 
Rodino, fear that the aftermath of the 
scandal which shook the nation still 
festers ir the public mind in a growing 
distrust, suspicion and lack of con- 
fidence in government . 

The 38-member committee has chang- 
ed substantially since those days in July, 
1974 when the nation watched and listen- 


impeach Nixon — July 27, for ovstruc- 
tion of justice; July 29, for abuse of 
power; July 30, for failure to comply 
with House subpoenas for information 
related to Watergate. 

Only 14 of the original 38 remain, 
Twenty no longer are in’ the House. 
Several ‘were defeated in the so-called 
“Watergate election” of 1974. Some un- 


failed. Others retired. 

The limelight and national recognition 
of the impeachment hearings paid off 
politically for only two members: Reps. 
William Cohen, R-Maine, and Paul Sar- 
bannes, D-Md., went on to the Senate in 
1976, 

Barbara Jordon, D-Texas, catapulted 
to national attention by the hearings, 
retired unexpectedly in 1976 to teach at 
the University of Texas. y 

William Hungate, D-Mo., whose goun- 
try humor often cooled the passions of 
the panel’s deliberations, is a U.S. 
district court judge, 7 

Others like Walter Flowers, D-Ala., 
James Mann, D-S.C., Charles Wiggins, 
R-Calif., and Charles Sandman, R-N.J., 
are pursuing successful law practi¢es. 

In a lengthy interview in his’ Capitol! 
Hill office, Rodino remembered those 
days as “a traumatic time.” On his of+ 
fice wall hang reminders of the 
Watergate days: framed copies of the 
national news magazine covers with his 
picture. 

Rodino said he was “more aware now 
than ever before that the awful mistrust 
that people had then has left a great deal 
in its wake and has aggravated the 
climate of today’s crisis in confidence in 
our government officials — and indeed 
touches the very presidency.” 

“It has left an awful kind of impact in 
the aftermath because that distrust is 
still there,”’ Rodino said, “The suspicion 
is still there, The lack of confidence in 
public officials. 

“When we look back and couple 
Watergate with Vietnam and then again 
with some of the other practices we 
found in government — whether in the 
executive branch, the judiciary .or the 
legislature — of misusing their office, we

find all the more that it goes back to the 
time of Watergate when it became so 
great and we focused on it somuch."* 

The New Jersey Democrat, whose 
name and face become nationally 
recognized as a result of the impeach- 
ment inquiry, said the evidence of what 
he repeatedly called the “aftermath” of 
Watergate is abundant. 

“Go to the polls, and you find our how 
drastically there is a falloff and a fallout 
in voter participation. What does this 
say 

“Thave to conclude that it says, ‘Look, 
we don't believe that you can govern. We 
don't believe in some of you. And there 
has been all of this abuse of power. 
There has been this deception. There has 
been more concern with being elected or 


‘re-elected.’ 


“And. so to me while it may not be 
Watergate as such, it’s the aftermath,” 


» Rodino said. 


For former Rep. Waiter Flowers, D- 
Ala., a partner in a Washington law 
firm, the impeachment inquiry ‘“chang- 
ed my attitude greatly because 1 was 
under great political pressure (from 


constituents) to support the president. 
But I felt it was more important to sup- 
port the Constitution.” 

Flowers said Watergate forced ‘a re- 
evaluation by the people in their govern- 
ment, and since then there has been a 
great exposure of wrongdoing. 

“It was very important part of my life. 
It was one of those terrible things you 
see happen but you are awfully glad you 
were there when it happened. I think I 
was a better congressman as a result of 
it. 

“T think we did the right thing,"’ he 
said. ‘There was no issue that I faced in 
Congress that measured up to that one. 
Hardly a week goes by that I don't have 
someone ask me to relate some part of it 
tothem.” 

For Cohen, one of Nixon's earliest 
GOP critics on the committee, the im- 
peachment inquiry has been ‘‘pushed 
back into the recesses of my own mind."' 


“These things tend to be airbrushed 
with the passage of time into a gray obli- 
vion,” he said. ‘‘We tend to minimize the 
importance of the event long after it has 
receded.” 





“In all of this, Richard M. Nixon has acted ina 
manner contrary to his trust as President and 

_ subversive of constitutional government, to the 
great prejudice of the cause of law and justice 
and to the manifest injury of the people of the 


United States. 


“Wherefore Richard M. Nixon, by such conduct, 


‘warrants impeachment and trial, and removal 
from office.’ —Articles of Impeachment.

“The country is stronger for what we 
have gone through,’ Cohen added, but 
he also reflected Rodino’s belief the na- 
tion still is gripped in the throes of 
Watergate's “aftermath.” 

“I think the president has been 
weakened as a result of that aftermath,” 
he said. “But there has also been a 
healthier separation of powers"’ between 
the White House and the Congress. 

“History swings in cycles,’ Cohen 
said. ‘What we saw then was a tremen- 
dous concentration of power in one 
branch and a weakening in the other.”’ 

Rep. Robert McClory of Illinois, now 
the committee's ranking Republican, 
said he thinks about the impeachment 
proceedings ‘‘about every day I guess 
Other people remind me of them — 
whenever I meet with constituents, 
scholars, political scientists. They seem 
to have a vivid memory of 1974." 

But McClory said he rejected the 
“tendency on the part of Democrats to 
try to keep the whole period alive, to use 
it for political purposes, endeavoring to 
castigate Republicans as responsible for 
Watergate.” 

“I don’t think that the offenses of 
Watergate were peculiar to Republicans 
or to that period,’’ he said. 

Sen. Paul Sarbanes, D-Md., said, ‘I 
think most of what has happened since 
(the impeachment hearings) has only 
borne out what we were involved in. 

“You had a president who resigned 
from office in the face of a certain im- 
peachment,"’ Sarbanes said. ‘‘That’s 
never happened before in our history. 
And I think the memory and legacy of 
that is still with us. To some extent it can 
be related to our present difficulties.”” 

He said he thinks it is important that 
“young people who come along should 
read about it, learn about it, and unders- 
tand and appreciate why it was impor- 
tant and significant.” 

Rep. Tom Railsback of Illinois, now 
second ranking Republican on the panel, 
said that Watergate “when coupled with 
Vietnam created a malaise in the coun- 
try which has resulted in fewer 
Americans even taking enough interest 
to vote,"’ 

“As you look at the election statistics, 
you see a steady decline in voter tur- 
nout,” Railsback said. ‘The whole 
sleazy revelations of the Watergate era 
contributed to the shock and dismay of 
the AmericAn people.” 

Yet throughout their remarks about 
the nation’s impeachment trauma and 
the resignation it forced, one refrain waS 
repeuted again and again: 

The orderly, rather calm transition of 
government that followed Nixon's 
departure from office. 

“We learned once again,” Rodino 
Said, ‘that not only the system worked, 
but it worked so beautifully that there 
was not a single shot fired, there wasn't 
any violence, there wasn't any 
outbreak.”’ 

Said McClory: 

“The Congress rose to its responsibili- 
ty, and I think the American people 
should pause to remember it. 

“And I think they should take pride in 
the fact that we have such a great docu- 
ment that it is capable of performing ina 
great critical transition without 
violence, without serious upheaval.’

Nahanton changes 


To the Editor; 

On Monday, Aug. 13, a petition con- 
cerning Nahanton Woods will again 
be brought before the Board. of 
Aldermen, It is an amendment to 
allow increased density, parking, lif- 
ling of a restricted area, driveway 
site changes, and technical changes 
regarding waste disposal and land- 
Scaping. 

As a neighborhood, we have oppos- 
ed petitions regarding this area for 
the past three or four summers. When 
the petition to rezone was passed, we 
did not employ any legal delaying tac- 
tics, and we put it all to rest. 

However, less than nine months 
later, we again find ourselves in a 
position where we feel that our 
original opposition is still viable. 

Rather than being an ‘amend- 
ment,” the changes being asked sug- 
Sest that it is basically a new petition. 
We are confused and concerned about 
the density. 

At the original hearing, one figure 
was given; and less than two weeks 
later, with the same plans in view, 
another figure was given. We assume 
now that the percentage increase is 
somewhere in the 17 to 25 percent 
range 

More importantly, it seems the 
number of bedrooms must be around 
the doubled figure. Relatively speak- 
ing, however, even 1 percent of a five- 
story building is sizeable. 

In asking for the increase, it seems 
that somehow the allowance for the 
low-income housing agreed to in the 
original petition is the dominating 
factor. We suggest that when the peti- 
tion to rezone was passed last Oc- 
tober, this was fully explored and 
seemed to be fully agreed on. 

To allow any increase on this basis 
will only result in a pattern of 
developers expecting that they are en- 
titled to increased density on the 
same basis. This is a dangerous 
precedent to establish. 

We are also concerned with the lif- 
ting of a restricted area. This also was 
part of the board order. It is just 
another step in reducing anything 
that was gained in the original order. 


This, of course, leaves so much to 
be determined at a critical date when 
people may be waiting to become set- 
tled. 

Because waste disposal and land- 
scaping are technical matters and 
should be determined with as much 
expertise as possible, we feel that 
they could be amended in a separate 
manner. 

We would hope that the issues that 
concern the peripheral area will be 
given utmost and separate considera- 
tion. In the past few months, truck 
traffic on Winchester Street has in- 
creased incredibly fast. With the in- 
creased development in Wells Ave. 
and on Needham Street, Winchester 
Street and the little side streets have 
naturally become the access routes 
from both Rte. 9 and Rte. 128. 

The estimated increase a few years 
ago for a development this size was 
somewhere between 900 and 1200 trips 
per day. Any further increase, of 
course, just compounds the problem. 

With an increase in the develop- 
ment of den-bedroom space, it is in- 
evitable that families with children 
will move in. Under the present 
system, transportation will no doubt 
be required. 

Historically, the Board of Aldermen 
has always served to make Newton a 
better place to live while at the same 
time endeavoring to satisfy a tax 
base. We do not feel that an increase 
in density or a lifting of the restricted 
area will serve either purpose. 

We would like to request that the 
technical portion of the petition be 
separated from the density change 
and related portions. 

We do not know whether this can be 
done or not, but, as citizens, we do 
know that waste disposal is highly im- 
portant and should be taken care of, 
while at the same time we feel that 
the density increase would be 
detrimental to the area. 

As we write this, we are highly 
disappointed. 

We honestly hoped that the October 
decision would be the end of it. We 
“put the baby to bed,"’ so to speak. 
Now, before even one summer has

NEW YORK (UPI) — Comedian 
George Burns has been filming on 
location in 95-degree mid-Manhattan, 
the lunch break is two hours late, and 
he’s expected to talk while chewing a 
ham-and-cheese sandwich. 

“Don't worry about it,’ he 
reassures the interviewer. ‘I can talk 
through the holes in the Swiss 
cheese.” 

Which he does. But not for: long. 
When he finds he can’t even give the 
sandwich away, it’s, ‘Where did I 
leave my cigar holder?” 

At 83 he smokes ‘‘i0 to 15 cigars a 
day. I don't bother with Cuban cigars 
or anything like that.

Since “The Sunshine Boys,"’ Burns 
has been flooded with movie offers. 
There was ‘‘Oh, God," and his next 
will be an “Oh, God" follow-up. 

“Going in Style” should have been 
in the can by now. But Carney hurt an 
eye, which held up shooting for two 
weeks, so they've still got a couple of 
weeks to go in New York, and then a 
week in Las Vegas. 


“I’m not a gambler, but I play a lit- 
tle blackjack. I like it because you can 
do it sitting down," Burns says. 

“That's why I like acting — you can 
do it sitting down. At my age, I'm in 
the right business, 

“When we get back to the Coast...”

New anti-sting 
drug supply up 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 1 million to 2 million 
Americans who run the risk of severe allergic reac- 
tions from insect stings now have a first-of-its kind 
immunization treatment. 

Demand for the new drug has been so heavy that 
many doctors who ordered it have had to wait since 
the product was approved last spring by the Food 
and Drug Administration. 

The manufacturer, Pharmacia Inc., Piscataway, 
N.J. hopes to have all orders filled by the end of 
August or the beginning of September, and be in a 
position to keep a 4- to 6-months supply on hand 
thereafter. 

The treatment is the first ever to use just the 
venom of bees, hornets and other insects to protect 
against severe reactions to stings. The FDA 
estimates 30 to 50 Americans die each year from 
such reactions. 

Highly sensitive persons, once stung, can suffer a 
sudden drop in blood pressure, collapse and die 
within minutes. 

Previous treatments consisted of injections made 
from ground-up whole insects. Dr. Michael 
Woehler, in charge of clinical research for the pro- 
duct, told UPI the earlier treatment was not 
satisfactory because little if any venom was actual- 
ly left in it. 

The new drug, Pharmalgen, uses freeze-dried 
venoms that are reconstituted with a special dilu- 
tent before injection. After an initial series of injec- 
tions patients continue to receive one shot per 
month to keep up their protection. 

Five varieties of venom are available; honey bee, 
yellow jacket, yellow hornet and white-faced hornet 
as well as a mixture of yellow jacket, white-faced 
hornet and yellow hornet venoms. The manufac- 
turer says it markets the combination product 
because most persons who have insect sting 
allergies are sensitive to more than one type of 
sting. 

The drugs must be administered by a doctor. 
They are recommended only for persons who have 
already experienced potentially life-threatening 
reactions to a sting, and whose reaction has been 
confirmed by a skin test. 

The costs are high. 

Doctors pay from $108 to $531 for the drug in the 
initial year of treatment, depending on what pro- 
ducts or combinations are bought. In subsequent 
years of treatment, when the doses need not be as 
strong, the cost still can run from $72 to $354. 

The costs to patients would be higher because 
they include the doctors’ fees. 


Investment law 
says: ‘Trust us’ 


HONG KONG (UPI) — China has adopted its first 
foreign investment code in an attempt to woo 
foreign technology and the estimated $200 billion it 
needs to modernize. 

But Western capitalists are being invited to in- 
vest in China on the basis of the ancient Chinese 
business principle of ‘‘trust.”” 

The new law represents a quantum leap over 
what businessmen previously knew about their 
rights and duties in China concerning taxes, 
employment practices and patent rights. 

It also aims to protect China's own rights and 
resources and leaves many vital questions 
unanswered. A i 

“We (Chinese) have always believed in trust in 
business dealings,” Liu Yiuchu, a prime architect 
of the code, said in an interview in Hong Kong's 
bustling business district. ; 

The investment code, approved by the National 
People’s Congress in early July, contained only 16 
skeletal principles. 

They stipulate that a foreign investor must con- 
tribute at least 25 percent of the cost of a joint ven- 
ture, with a $1 million minimum. A joint enterprise 
must have a Chinese as chairman, meaning control 
rests with China no matter how much the foreigner 
invests. 

Personal and corporate income tax schedules — 
source of many a capitalistic heartache — have not 
been handed down, but Mrs. Liu says they “will be 
promulgated very soon.” ‘ 

A patent rights law will come much later, if at all, 
she said. 

“You must trust us, and we will trust you,” 
Chinese trade officials told a group of Hong Kong- 
based Western businessmen. 

The Chinese appear to be solving many of the 
unanswered questions on a case-by-case basis. Two 
companies in the same industry can have entirely 
different contracts with the Chinese, based solely 
on how effectively they negotiate with their Chinese 
hosts. 

One thing neither Chinese leaders nor foreign 
businessmen can control is China's political pen- 
dulum. For 10 years during the Culture Revolution, 
political turmoil brought China’s economic growth 
toa near halt. Mrs. Liu does not think it will happen 
again, 

Although Mrs. Liu holds no official position in the 
Peking government, the 45-year-old lawyer is a 
firebrand revolutionary who mentions the Chinese 
people's well-being with as much zeal as she talks 
about the epoch-making business code she helped 
draft, 

Born in Hong Kong, Mrs. Liu trained at Oxford 
University, spent six years at Harvard Law school 
until 1975, and has been privy to modern multina- 
tional corporations’ complex legal operations.

Montrose...a learning alternative 


By ELEANOR SIEGEL 

When three sets of parents decided to become 
solely responsible for their daughters’ education, 
they moved swiftly from philosophy to practicality. 
These intrepid parents have founded an all girls in- 
dependent school, Montrose, which will open this 
September. 

Since 50 percent of the student body will be 
Catholic, the educational component of the school 
will include optional religious classes. 

In a recent interview, two of the fathers, who 
founded the school and who will be serving on the 
board of directors, spoke about the kind of educa- 
tional opportunities they sought for their daughters. 
Present were G, Edward Noonan, president of the 
board of directors, and James F. Morgan, 
treasurer. William Bowman, vice president, was 
unable to attend. 


All Harvard graduates, Noonan and Morgan 
described themselves as businessmen who could 
utilize their business acumen for this venture. 
Morgan is with American Research and Develop- 
ment Corporation while Noonan set up his own 
business as a financial consultant. Bowman is with 
the Boston Consulting Group. All the men have 
daughters. 

The kind of school the parents sought to fund was 
one which would “reflect the values in the home,” 
said Morgan. While students will be taught “‘the 
principles of Christian behavior,’’ both men stress- 
ed that the school ‘will not be run by the Church 
establishment.” “It is not a protest movement—it 
is an alternative,”’ said Morgan. 


Having closely examined education offered in 
public schools and by religious orders, they deter- 
mined that ‘‘these places have strengths of dif- 
ferent types, but we feel that education is most ef- 
fective when parents play a role,”’ explained 
Noonan. 

The role of the parents in the Montrose School 
would be a strong one. Parents would be asked to 
monitor progress and to ‘‘spend a few evenings dur- 
ing the year at the school.” 

One of the educational concerns the parents say 
they will face is that ‘‘most kids don’t have study 
skills." Contending that there are ‘‘instant 
breakfast"’ courses with short order answers, 
Morgan and Noonan both observed that rigorous re-

quirements such as ‘‘demanding writing 
assignments" are absent from many schools. 

Roughly 60 girls will be enrolled at Montrose in 
grades seven through 10. Morgan observed that the 
school will be a college preparatory school and will 
not ‘‘take remedial students, 766 students or emo- 
tionally disturbed girls—it is for normal 
girls—average or above average.”” 

Tuition will be $2500 for the 1978-79 year. Mon- 
trose will be located in Brookline on property leased 
from the Sisters of Holy Cross. This was the site of 
the former Cardinal Cushing College. 

Students of any race, color, national and ethnic 
origin will be accepted. For boys, a similar school, 
Westbridge, exists. Westbridge is located in Con- 
cord and will be moving to Lexington. There are 
other independent schools such as Montrose in 
other states. One is the Willows in Chicago and the 
other is Oakcrest in Washington. It is to schools 
such as these that the Montrose parents turned and 
have ‘‘depended heavily for their advice.” 

Presently the school is funded by parents and 
while they are seeking foundation money, no grants 
have been disclosed thus far. Therefore, Morgan 
explained that only a ‘‘limited financial aid pro- 
gram will be available.” 

The director of the school is Dr. Elizabeth 
DeTore, who has a Ph.D. in reading and study 
skills, and who will have a daughter in the school. 
An all female staff has been recruited. 

While the salaries are ‘‘competitive’’ with other 
independent schools, Morgan said they are still 
lower than public school salaries and for some of 
the teachers, they represented a 50-60 percent pay 
cut. ‘‘Yet it is the kind of climate that teachers 
dream about teaching in,’’ says Morgan and he 
noted that the teachers response had been en- 
thusiastic even in the face of a pay cut. 

Presently the school is receiving applications, not 
only from Massachusetts but also from Mexico Ci- 
ty, Spain and Germany. Girls who attend the school 
from other countries must live with a student from 
the school, says Morgan. 

Morgan emphasized that ‘these parents have 
concluded that what they want for their 
children—their dreams and goals—will be realized 
through personal responsibility.”

Dear Mrs. S: Salad combinations are endless, 
only limited by what’s on hand. Here are a few

BEECHER SALAD 

1 small pkg. each of lemon and lime jello, 
dissolved in 1°4 C. hot water. When beginning to 
thicken add 1 C. evaporated milk, 1 small can 
crushed pineapple, 1 C. mayonnaise, 1 Ib. 
Farmer's style cottage cheese, 2 Tbsp. 
horseradish and '2 C. chopped walnuts. This fills 
12 individual molds or 1 whole one. 

CHICKEN SALAD 

4C. diced cooked chicken 

2C. chopped celery 

% C. finely chopped green onions 

2tsp. minced green pepper 

4 chopped hard boiled eggs 

1C. fresh or canned bean sprouts 

1 small can sliced water chestnuts 

MSG 

Lemon pepper 

Chicken Seasoning 

Mix all together and season to taste. Moisten 
with a splash of French dressing and then add 
about 2 C. of mayonnaise. Chill. Large, ripe 
tomatoes or avocados are good stuffed with this 
for a luncheon.

NOODLE SALAD

NEWTON— Many Newton parents 
may not know that routine preventive 
health care is available to their 
children at the Well Child Clinics 
sponsored by the Newton Health 
Department's Child Health Program.

Senators urge rescue plan for ailing Chrysler 


By WILLIAM SILBERG 
DETROIT (UPI) — Michigan's two 
senators say the staggering cost of a 
possible Chrysler Corp. failure is a 
“compelling” reason to develop a 
federal rescue plan for the struggling 
No. 3 automaker. 

Sens. Donald Riegle and Carl 
Levin, both Democrats, told separate 
news conferences Monday that U.S. 
Treasury officials are formulating an 
aid package for Chrysler, which has 
lost about $260 million so far this year. 

Levin said assistance of some kind 
is called for because federal regula- 
tions have had a role in creating 
Chrysler’s financial plight. 

“I think the government has got an 
obligation to get Chrysler out of its 
problems,"’ Levin said. ‘‘This is not a 
bail-out but government help to solve 
a problem government has created." 

If Chrysler, the nation's 10th largest 
corporation, goes broke, Congres- 
sional Budget Office staffers have 
estimated 360,000 jobs would be lost 
immediately, Riegle said. 

That figure likely would double over 


/ a period of months as related in- 
| dustries fee) the effect of a Chrysler 
| failure. 


As a result, the budget office 
estimated, the federal government 
would lose about $11 billion in tax 
revenues and another $2 billion in 
welfare and unemployment benefits, 
Riegle said. 

“Whether one faults Chrysler for 
past decisions that contributed to this 
situation or whatever, if you just 
stand clear and let Chrysler go under, 
you have a tremendous shock to the 
national economy," he said. 

“If we do nothing we're probably 
talking about a $13 billion blow and a

devastating effect on local com- 
munities through unemployment. I 
think it's a very compelling economic 
argument.”

energy shortage, recession and the 
cost of government regulations, 
Riegle said. 

“The will is now there in the 
Department of the Treasury’ to come 
up with some kind of aid package for 
Chrysler, Levin said. 

Treasury Secretary G. William 


Miller apparently has taken charge of 
the rescue mission and could report to 
President Carter on an aid plan within 
two or three weeks, Riegle said. 

Both senators agreed Chrysler and 
any proposed bail-out likely would 
come under close scrutiny by federal 
lawmakers. 

“You see, the rest of the country 
doesn't have the same fond feeling for 
Chrysler as we do,” Levin said. ‘‘The 
average member is going to be asked, 
‘Why did you bail out Chrysler?’” 

Chrysler has asked the government 
for $1 billion in tax credits over two 


years, which it equates with the cost 
of meeting federal emission and fuel 
economy standards. 

Levin said a tax break would be the 
most difficult form of aid to push 
through Congress. Other options 
under review include government 
loans and ‘some form of employee 
partnership in stock ownership,” he 
said. 

Riegle said any bail-out package 
likely would include ‘‘all parties in- 
volved"’ in Chrysler's financial pro- 
blems and have many federal strings 
attached. 


Device pumps insulin to diabetics

PITTSBURGH (UPI) — Scientists 
are working on an “artificial pan- 
creas" — a device smaller than a 
deck of cards that attaches to the 
stomach or a leg — to provide insulin 
to diabetics, thus eliminating daily 
hypodermic shots. 

The battery-powered device, under 
development at the University of Pitt- 
sburgh, weighs a mere 3 ounces and 
can be worn at all times except during 
a shower or bath. It contains a micro- 
computer that regulates the insulin 
dose and delivery time. 


“It is like an artifical pancreas,” 
Dr. James Gutai said in an interview 
Thursday. ‘It would be attached to 
the stomach or a leg and is designed 
to send insulin through the skin. This 
method would eliminate daily injec- 
tions through the blood stream.” 


Clinical tests on humans will be con- 
ducted next year and the device could 
be mass-produced by the late 1980s, 
said Gutai, who is project director 
and an assistant professor of 
pediatrics at the university. 

If successful, the device could pro- 
vide thousand of the nation’s diabetics 
greater freedom in everyday ac- 
tivities. 


More than 2 million Americans are 
afflicted with diabetics, an illness that 
can cause blindness, kidney failure 
and even death in severe cases unless 
brought under control. It is caused by 


a deficiency of insulin, a hormone, 
which facilitates the transport of 
sugar from the blood stream into the 
cells. 

The artificial pancreas would 
mimic the function of a pancreas in 


achieving normal blood sugar levels 
under various degrees of activity, 
stress and changing diet. 

Gutai explained the device pumps 
insulin into the patient by electrolysis 
of a saline solution. 


Study finds cancer cells 
form protective cocoon

BOSTON (UPI) — Scientists have 
discovered cancerous tumors avoid 
detection by coating themselves with 
a “cocoon” and say the best treat- 
ment may be the body’s natural 
defense system. 

Cancer cells secrete a chemical 
which causes blood to clot around a 
growing tumor, doctors at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital 
report. 

If the cancer was treated with 
drugs that prevent the cocoon from 
forming, the body’s immunity system 
could destroy tumors before they 
spread, says Dr. Harold F. Dvorak, 
co-investigator of the three-year 
study appearing in the Journal of the 
National Cancer Institute. 

Growing inside its coat, a single 
malignant cell can establish itself 
without the threat of being attacked 
by the hody’s natural defenses, 
Dvorak said. 

Cancer cells form a cocoon by caus- 
ing the blood vessels to leak “fibrin,” 


a protein involved in clotting. It forms 
a gel-like coating around the tumor. 

The body’s defense cells are unable 
to penetrate fibrin. But, Dvorak said 
the body could be immunized against 
specialized chemicals cancer cells 
need to build cocoons. 

“Where I see the hope of therapy is 
in making antibodies against these 
products and block the whole se- 
quence of events,” he said in an inter- 
view. 

Without the protective coat, tumors 
would be open to attack by the 
disease-fighting cells. 


The body’s immunity system is trig- 
gered by the presence of foreign 
substances. However, the fibrin coat 
keeps cancer cell proteins from being 
detected, Dvorak added. 

“The tumor also has an enzyme to 
dissolve the fibrin gel," he said. ‘‘As 
the tumor grows, it lays down more 
fibrin on the outside, while on the in- 
side — adjacent to the tumor — gel is 
being dissolved.”

The Answers: 

i) A nice easy one to start you off on 
the right foot. The famous asterisk in the 
record book. Yankee Roger Maris set a 
new home run record when he blasted 
his Gist of the season in the final game 
off Boston's Tracy Stallard. The year 
was 1961, the first season teams played 
162 games, eight more than in previous 
summers. Thus the asterisk. 


2) Walter “Big Train” Johnson struck 
out 3,508 batters over the course of his 21- 
year career with Washington. His 
lifetime record, incidently, was 416-279 
(599). 

3) One of the trick shots. Ty Cobb's .367 
lifetime batting average over 24 years is 
a record that will never be broken unless 
there is a radical change in rules or 
equipment. His 4,191 hits figures to be 
pretty safe, too. 

4) Nolan Ryan struck out 383 hitters 
during the 1973 campaign, eclipsing 
Dodger Sandy Koufax's major league 
mark set in 1965 by one. The California 
Angels’ ace did it while pitching 326 inn- 
ings, thus averaging an incredible 10.57 
K's per nine innings.

5) And while we're on the subject of 
strikeouts, 1,710 is how many times 
Mickey Mantle fanned during his 18 
years with the Yankees, still a major 
league record. 


6) An easy one. Joe DiMaggio’s 56- 
game hitting streak took place in 1941 
and was ultimately stopped by the 
Cleveland pitching tandem of Al Smith 
and Jim Bagby. During the famous tear, 
the Yankee Clipper batted .408 with 91 
hits, 15 homers, and 55 RBI. He would hit 
.397 that season, finishing well behind in 
the race for the American League bat- 
ting title. If, perchance, you'd forgotten 
that one, 50 is also the National League 
home run record, set by Hack Wilson in 
1930, which is being threatened this 
season by Philadelphia's Mike Schmidt 
and Chicago’ Dave Kingman. 


7) Speaking of Wilson, he piled up an 
awesome 190 RBI that same season with 
the Cubs. Yankee Lou Gehrig would 
come within six of that record total a 
year later. 

8) Gehrig’s consecutive game streak 
of 2,130 is another record that will never 
fall. Sadly, 25 months after the streak 
ended Gehrig died at 37, a victim of a 
rare disease, amyotrophic lateral 
schlerosis. 

9) Another easy one. Yankee Babe 
Ruth hit 60 homers in 1927. For the avid 
trivia expert, Old Hoss Radborn won 60 
games for Providence in 1884 in the old 
National League while pitching 75 
games and 679 innings in a 112-game 
season. 

10) A familiar one, though slightly 
tricky. Boston's Ted Williams hit .406 in 
1941, the year of DiMaggio's hitting 
streak, and remains the last man to hit 
over .400. In case you hadn't set your 
sights back that far, Jim Rice banged 
out 406 total bases last year, the first 
man to accomplish that feat in 19 years. 


11) Hoyt Wilhelm appeared in 1,070 
games as a pitcher, principly with the 
New York Giants. The relief ace 
parlayed the easy-on-the-arm 
knuckleball into an extended career that 
lasted until he was 49. He didn’t break in 
with the Giants until he was 28. You 
might remember that he was a full-time 
starter with the Baltimore Orioles 20 
years ago. 

12) Ruth hit 714 career home runs, a 
record that stood for 39 years. The 
Sultan of Swat hit 49 of those for the Red 
Sox before being traded to the Yankees 
after the 1919 season. 

13) Cy Young holds the record of 508 
career victories which should stand the

A love affair 
with Newton

NEWTON CENTRE—"I came 
here with my husband and my 9- 
month-old baby right after World 
War II,” says Irene Bickelman, 
“and I've been having a love affair 
with Newton ever since.” 

During her 32 years in Newton, 
Mrs. Bickelman has helped found 
the Newton Arts Center, the 
Cultural Affairs Commission which 
stages the annual Springfest 
celebration, . the Creative Arts 
Committee of the PTA Council, two 
nursery schools, and several 
career education programs in the 
schools. 

A career education counselor in 
the junior and senior high schools 
for 17 years, she has helped 
thousands of children explore the 
world of work through work-study 
placements in every conceivable 
type of career. 

Mrs. Bickelman and her husband 
Alfred will be leaving Newton 
Thursday for a new home in 
Oakland, Maine. 

“Irene Bickelman was the kind 
of person you could call in the mid- 
dle of the night if a kid had a pro- 
blem,” says Newton Juvenile Of- 
ficer Robert Braceland. ‘She 
helped a lot of kids with a lot of pro- 
blems. I’m going to miss her and 
the kids are going to miss her. They 
don’t come any finer."” 

Mrs. Bickelman has_ helped 
children through all kinds of pro- 
blems — broken homes, truancy, 
alcohol and drug abuse and delin- 
quency — but she feels strongly 
that counseling programs should 
not be aimed exclusively at 
“troubled”’ children. 

“IT don’t know what a ‘troubled’ 
kid is,’’ she says. ‘‘All kids have 
problems, even the ones going to 
Harvard or Radcliffe or Yale. I 
know a girl with two 
psychoanalysts for parents and 
she’s just as troubled as any other 
kid.”” 

“It's important to be concerned 
with people's needs. It’s important 
not to lump them into categories — 
handicapped and non- 
handicapped; college-bound and 
non-college-bound.” 

Along with Dr. Rachel Chaffey 
and Emilie Larson, Mrs. 
Bickelman started Operation 
Upstart cited by the Mass. Depart- 
ment of Education as a model 
junior high program. 

The program takes eighth 
graders on visits to hospitals, cour- 
trooms, nursing homes, City Hall, 
the police station, professional of- 
fices — anywhere a person might 
want to work. 

Ninth graders are then placed in 
work-study positions where they 
work one afternoon each week. 

“Kids are given a chance to ex- 
plore what their future could be,” 
Mrs. Bickelman says. ‘‘Going into 
the adult world really means 
something to the kids. It builds 
their self esteem.” 

She says that the job placements 
gave the program leaders a focus 
for their counseling with the 
children. ‘The kids didn't want to 
go downstairs to the ‘shrink’ in 
guidance,” she says, “but we could 
really talk to them about their 


jobs.” 

She says she found children 
would open up while driving 
around job hunting. ‘There's 
something about driving in a car 
with someone. A lot of truth comes 
out.”” 

In a case which typifies the pro- 
gram, a_ student interested in 
astronomy was placed at the Har- 
vard observatory where she helped 
discover a small star. 

“Things really changed for her 
after she discovered that star.” 

Mrs. Bickelman notes with 
regret that despite the ac- 
complishments of Operation 
Upstart, which include the 
organization of the Upstart Bus 
recently funded by the city, the 
program has not really been ac- 
cepted by the school system as a 
whole. She cites the case of a stu- 
dent working at a computer center 
whose father complained that he 
was missing one period of math a 
week, 

For the past two years Mrs. 
Bickelman has been working on a 
program which pairs a handicap- 
ped students with non-handicapped 
students in job exploration and 
work-study placements. This 
enables the handicapped students 
to go where they might not other- 
wise be able to go, and sensitizes 
the non-handicapped students to 
the special needs of the handicap- 
ped. 

Mrs. Bickelman says her work 
with the children of Newton has 
shown her that a lot of “‘big city’ 
problems exist here despite 
Newton’s image as the ‘‘All- 
American City.” 

“Everyone thinks of Newton as a 
rich upper class neighborhood, but 
I've seen things here which could 
match anything in the inner city. 
The division between the ‘haves’ 
and the ‘have-nots’ is something 
which exists in this city to an extent 
you wouldn't believe.” 

She says alcohol abuse among 
children is a real problem here, 
although it involves only a small 
percentage of the children, 
because those children can affect 
others. 


She says the problems usually 
arise when a child’s parents are 
alcoholics, when a lot of alcohol is 
available in the home and when 
parents are not around for long 
periods of time. 

Another source of problems is 
broken homes which she says are 
“disastrous” for children age 7 to 
18. 

As an advocate and counselor for 
the children, Mrs. Bickelman has 
patiently and diligently sought 
them out when they failed to come 
to school and gained their trust in 
discussing their problems. 


“I've always believed what a kid 
told me. It might not be the truth, 
but to them it’s the truth, so I 
believe it.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Bickelman will live 
in their Maine home during the 
summer, and will live on Cape Cod 
during the winter. 

Mrs. Bickelman says she plans to 
“consult with school systems, 
travel with my husband and com- 
mune with the chipmunks."

NEWTON — “Newton's property 
tax rate will compare favorably with 
the last fiscal year’s performance,” 
Mayor Theodore Mann said this week, 
giving hope of only a small tax-rate 
increase in FY80. 

The good news that the city has a 
record surplus of $4.9 million — 
almost double the surplus of last year 
at this time — gave rise to speculation 
that a large chunk will be allocated 
toward holding the increase in the tax 
rate down. 

Farlier this year, mayoral assistant 
Jane Pitt had cautioned against spen- 
ding too much of the surplus funds 
because of the 4 percent tax cap, 





which is to be in effect next year as 
well as this year, Pitt believes that the 
city will have expenses next year that 
must be provided for by conserving 
this year’s surplus. 

Mann would not estimate how much 
of that surplus might be used against 
a tax increase until the city receives 
the “cherry sheet’ from the state, 
which is expected in about two weeks. 

The cherry sheet details what finan- 
cial aid is coming from the state and 
what the city owes the state. 

When the new state aid is con- 
sidered — $1,087,000 — Newton is sure 
to come out in the black when the 
debits and credits are figured.

Mann aide resigns 


Jane Pitt, ‘deputy mayor” of 
Newtonfor more than three years, has 
resigned effective Sept. 7, Mayor 
Theodore Mann announced Monday. 

Ms. Pitt, who came to work for the 
city of Newton in January 1974 as 
director of the Department of Human 
Services, will assume the duties of 
deputy associate commissioner of the 
state Department of Mental Health 
Sept. 17. 

She will be second in command to 
the associate commissioner of ad- 
ministration of the department and 
will be assisting in supervision of all 
operations, business and finance, per- 
sonnel management, budget, for- 
mulation of policy, purchasing, 
engineering, and facilities. 

Mayor Mann said he has advertised 
for applicants to fill Ms. Pitt's posi- 
tion, which is technically called 
“chief administrative officer’ but 


often referred to by the mayor as 
“deputy mayor.” 

Until the position is filled, Mann 
said, Chief Budget Officer Albert

previously were a $5 hike. But those 
estimates were based on the city's 
surplus position estimated in May at 
the end of budget deliberations. 

At that time the surplus funds were 
estimated for F Y80 at $2.8 million, $2 
million less than the city actually has 
now. 

The city cannot spend all the 
surplus. It can spend what the state 
certifies as ‘‘free cash,”’ a portion of 
the whatich has averaged out about 
$1.5 million less than the total surplus. 

Part of the reason for the unex- 
pectedly large surplus was the turn- 
back of unexpended funds from the ci- 
ty’s operating departments, which 
amounted to approximately $1.5 
million. 


DiGregorio and Comptroller 
Lawrence Marino will fill the gap. 

The mayor said of Ms. Pitt, ‘Jane 
Pitt over these past five years has 
grown in stature, and her per- 
formance and commitment have been 
of the highest order. The city of 
Newton is, indeed, a better place in 
which to live because of the service 
she has rendered, and her very 
careful plenning in her ad- 
ministrative capacity leaves the city 
inexcellent condition.” 

Ms. Pitt, in a letter to the mayor, 
said, “I leave with mixed feelings, 
knowing that while the position I 
assume with the Department of Men- 
tal Health will take me away from 
close friends, it will enhance my 
career and provide greater financial 
security for myself and my son.””

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Chief among the turnbacks were 
those from the Public Works Depart- 
ment ($400,000) and the School 
Department ($300,000). 


Local receipts increased $565,000, 
the mayor said. In addition to increas- 
ed fees for licenses and permits, the 
city received about $100,000 more in 
automobile excise taxes because of 
stepped-up collection efforts. 

The $1.1 million in new state aid will 
mean about $2.50 on the tax rate — 
that is, a decrease of $2.50 in the ex- 
pected increase. Every $400,000 of 
surplus used to offset a tax increase 
means another $1 less on the tax rate. 

The tax rate is usually set in early 
September.

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Sales of surplus city buildings hung up 


NEWTON — Sale of the former 
Peabody School on Oak Hill for con- 
version to condominiums was saved 
by a reconsideration motion at a 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
Monday night, but another recon- 
sideration motion has delayed 
disposition of the former Claflin Hall 
in Newtonville. 

A petition for rezoning of the 
Peabody School land failed to be ap- 
proved because not enough aldermen 
were present to approve it. A rezoning 
requires a two-thirds vote of the 
Board, and by 1 a.m. only 17 of the 24 
aldermen were left. 

The school has been awarded to Ed- 
ward Leventhal for $400,000. Leven- 
thal will convert the rambling 
building to 20 condominiums and two 
apartments for low-income families, 
and needs the 12 acres rezoned to 
Residence E. 


Ald. Caro] Ann Shea moved recon- 
sideration, which may come before 
the Board again at special meeting 
tentatively set for Monday, Aug. 20. 

The rezoning will without doubt be 
approved. Monday night’s vote show- 
ed only two aldermen, Cynthia Creem 
and Robert Stiller, opposed to the 
rezoning’ and 14 aldermen in favor. 
Shea voted ‘‘no,” but only as a 
maneuver to be able to move recon- 
sideration. 

Disposition of Claflin Hall, a 
building of the now defunct Newton 
Junior College in Newtonville, will not 
be so easy. 

At a meeting of the Finance Com- 
mittee Aug. 1, the minimum price of 
$110,000, set by a previous Finance 
Committee more than a year ago, ran 
into strong opposition. Finance Com- 
mittee Chairman Edward Richmond 
wanted to at least double the asking 


price for the property. 

The $110,000 was based on a 
previous plan to renovate the building 
for mixed residential and office use, 
with townhouses to be built behind the 
building. 

The Board of Aldermen changed its 
requirement of potential developers 
and decided to request proposals bas- 
ed on all-residential reuse of the 
building. 

During a meeting of the Finance 
Committee Monday night, the 
minimum sale price was increased to 
$175,000. 

After a vote of 12 in favor, one op- 
posed, Ald. Joseph McDonnell moved 
reconsideration because, he said, he 
believes that a two-thirds vote of the 
Board is necessary to authorize sale 
of city land. This question has never 
been raised before. 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk said 


Tuesday he is researching that point, 
which is more complicated than first 
appears. The law referred to by 
McDonnell apparently applies only to 
land acquired by eminent domain 
landtaking by the city, and no one 
knows right now how the Claflin Hall 
land was obtained. 

When the vote on the minimum sale 
price is resolved, there still remains 
the choice of developer to be made by 
the mayor. 

All developers whose proposals 
have been found in compliance with 
requests issued by the Planning 
Department are being considered. 


_ The mayor is responsible for selec- 
ting the developer with advice from 
the Planning Director.

Wood stoves attract Newton buyers

NEWTON-— While most of us enjoy 
the splendor of the summer season, a 
few conscientious people have have 
anticipated the reality of next 
winter's energy starved situation. 

Here in Newton more than 40 
families have received permits for 
the installation of .wood-burning 
stoves. Just in the month of June, 22 
permits were issued by Newton's 
Building Department. How can 
anyone think of the winter in June? 

One Newton resident, Larry Katz, 
said he thought about a wood stove 
last December and realized it was too 
late to do anything , so he did his 
“homework” this past acquisition. 
His duplex has winter for his seen the 
intitia] installment finished; he will 
be prepared for this upcoming cold 
season. 

He and his wife have bought a con- 
vertible wood stove, which serves as 
an efficient air-tight heater and opens 
up as an artificial fireplace. Katz said 
the stove will handle one-half of his 
heating needs working with an oil 
heater. Though he will buy delivered 
cords of wood, he said he knows he 
will have to split and cut his wood into 
smaller pieces. It will be “a lot of 
work,”’ he said. 

Despite the fact wood is more ex- 
pensive, Katz said, there will still be 
wood when the oil supply runs out. 

Where can you buy a wood stove in 
Newton? Through a check of more 
than 25 businesses, stores, dealers, 
and contractors, only two places sell 
stoves and ony only one of the two in- 
stalls them. 

Harney Hardware in West Newton 
has four to five wood stoves in stock 
and they're not moving according to 


one salesman. Harney’s has either a 
Ben Franklin or a pot-bellied style. 

North Atlantic Engineering also of 
West Newton installs and sells wood 
stoves, although it has not much of a 
demand, said president Brad Keyes. 

“We're not big in this, but we plan 
to expand,” said Keyes. 

Keyes said there 15 to 20 stoves in 
different were styles in stock. Calls 
have increase asking about wood 
stoves, Keyes said. 

Owner Stanley Keyes, Brad’s 
father, said stoves can cost as low as 
$50 and as high as $1,000. “If you get a 
wood stove,” said the senior Keyes, ‘‘ 
you get two advantages. You can get 
enjoyment and efficiency.” 

How much wood does a household 
need for a mild climate? Estimates 
range from two to five regular cords 
depending on the stove's capacity and 
the house. A cord is a tight bundle of 
wood measuring four feet by four feet 
by eight feet 

for a total of 128 cubic feet and an 
approximate weight of one to two 
tons. The cost of a regular cord for 
next winter has been estimated 
anywhere from $95 to $150. 

Comparatively, $100 worth of wood, 
based on a low estimate of a cord, 
equals about 13 to 27 million 


BTUs(British thermaél units), ac-' 


cording to the Massachusetts Energy 
Office; while, based on White Fuel 
Company of South Boston's 
estimates, $100 worth of oil, with a 
price of 76.2 cents a gallon, gets about 
18 million BTUs, These are just ap- 
proximates, but there is not much of 
difference between oil and wood, A lot 
depends on whose figures you use. 
Mike Kuklinsky, an energy inspec- 
tor for the City, said, in his opinion, 
wood stoves may not be economically 





feasible because of wood's expen- 
siveness you need a house in New 
Hampshire or a ‘‘stout, hardy peon” 
to cut down wood for you. If wood, he 
said, is used in tandem with an oil or 
gas furnace it could be financially 
worthwhile. 

Newton's Superintendent of 
orestry, Dick Metro, said, ‘‘I don't 
think one wood stove will take care of 
a six to eight room house." . Metro 
said he gets cals daily asking him on 
the availability of wood. 

The McNamaras of West Newton 
will use a wood stove for all their heat 


this winter. Eight rooms will be 
heated; they have stored away two to 
three regular chords of wood. Their 
chimney is placedin their dining 
room. The stove is an air-tight stove. 

The cost of wood stove bought by a 
Newton resident averages from $500- 
$700 with some as high as $1,000. The 
fee for a permit is $5. 

Wood stoves may not be the perfect 
energy alternative and solve the 
possible problems heating next 
winter. It is an attempt to ease a com- 
plex situation. Wood-chopping . could 
be the ‘‘in thing” to do next winter. 
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The City Ladies Country Quartet performs at the 
Jackson Homestead.

Funds here for home upgrading

UPPER FALLS — Residents of the 
Newton Upper Falls Historic District 
are eligiblt for federal grants of up to 
$6000 to renovate the exteriors of their 
homes. 

Members of the Newton Upper 
Falls Historic District Commission 
announced the availability of the 
funds at a meeting last week. 

Bruce Beck, a member ot the city 
planning staff and administrator of 
the historic district funding program 
for the city, said the funds will be 
“limited to exterior features, so we 
could help declining houses from slip- 
ping into oblivion."’ He noted that the 
amount of each grant will depend on 
the income of the resident as well as 
the apparent ‘‘architectural 
significance” of his house. 

Homeowners interested in receiv- 
ing the grants were urged to apply for 
them. The commission members 
noted that a meeting has been 
scheduled for Wednesday at 7:30 p.m. 
at the Newton Upper Falls Methodist 
Church on Summer Street, where the 
program and its guidelines will be ex- 
plained. 

Maximilian Fero, a preservationist 


for a firm in Natick and consultant to 
the commission, will deliver a lecture 
on the program. He will discuss pro- 
gram guidelines, eligibility re- 
quirements, home restoration and 
repair guidelines, and program 
operations. 

Applications for the grants will be 
available at the meeting, and may 
also be obtained on Wednesdays from 
3to6 p.m. at the Upper Falls Library. 

The commission agreed to hire an 
architect to assist in restorations of 
homes with ‘‘special historical 
significance.’ His fees will come 
from the $75,000 grant. 

The special nature of homes in the 
district is noted in a booklet prepared 
for the program under another Com- 
munity Development grant. The 
booklet states: ‘‘Twentieth century 
standardization fortunately has not 
stolen the special sense of place found 
in Newton Upper Falls. Though some 
landmarks have been lost, it is easy to 
see how and why the place came to be 
as itis.” 

“In Newton Upper Falls, the sur- 
vival of houses and stores, churches, 
mills, mansions, and workers’ cot- 
tages from the 18th century and 19th 
century growth periods has left the

village with a strong sense of place,"’ 
the booklet says. 

In other business, the commission 
appointed member Sigmund T. 
Romas as acting chairman. Romas, 
who has been on the commission for 
more than two years, temporarily 
replaces William Whitney, whose 
resignation from the post was effec- 
tive Aug. 1. . 


Whitney said his business com- 
mitments no longer permit him the 
time to function as chairman. Romas 
said he does not want to be a perma- 
nent chairman and will serve in the 
position until a new chairman is 
found. 


At present, the commission has 
vacancies for one full-time member 
(who would be the chairman) and one 
alternate. Commission members 
agreed to contact the Upper Falls Im- 
provement Association (a 
neighborhood organization) to find a 
new chairman.

fence creates stir|CAPE

NEWTON — Norwood Ave. residents are losing sleep this sum- | 


mer due to callous late night swimmers and partiers in a private 
section of Crystal Lake. Now because of the nuisance created 
from litter and noise, a fence may be erected to ward off 
trespassers much to the chagrin of some neighbors. 

On Norwood Ave. there is a parcel of shorefront land which ex- 
tends about 125 feet long between a residence and the Crystal 
Lake Condominiums on the waters of Crystal Lake. The land, 
owned by the condominiums, is a small, grassy knoll. 

For years residents have sat by the waters or swam there, even 


though the land is privately owned. This summer has marked a i 
season of disturbances for the tenants of the condominium com- 


plex and the homeowners on Norwood Ave. The tenants, who are 


mostly elderly, have their private beach on the lake and have fac- | 


ed some difficulties. 

People wanting to swim in the private beach area have dashed 
into the halls of the condominiums and undressed into their 
bathing suits, thus upsetting the tenants. 


Two homeowners on Norwood Ave., Willard Johnson and John | 
Shields, do not like the possibility of a fence for it would obscure | 


their view of the lake. 


Willard Johnson said the view “‘is important to the character of t 
the neighborhood.” He said the trespassers come from outside of | 


the area and they were teenagers arriving after midnight. 

The trouble, he said, is drinking, smoking, and littering. He ad- 
ded, ‘I doubt a fence would stop that. It’s pleasant to see the lake 
unencumbered. We expect the condominium's owners would ap- 
preciate that.” 

A temporary fence would meet approval from Johnson's 
neighbor, John Shields of 56 Norwood Ave. This fence would be 
put up in the summer and taken down in the fall. 

“It keeps us up at night,” said Shields. He said Johnson and 
him have policed the area by picking up litter and reminding non- 
residents of the private property. An attempt by Shields to buy 
the plot from the owners failed. The matter, he said, will be work- 
ed out ina ‘‘friendly fashion.”’ Shields cited the shorefront land as 
where missionary John Eliot baptized Indians. 


“That view,” said Shields, ‘‘means a great difference to me | 


and we will fight it.” 

A former resident of Shields’ house, Father Phillip McConville, 
wrote the people of the condominiums emphasizing the historic 
significance and the tradition of the land. 

McConville said residents have enjoyed the pleasures of the 
water for more than 50 years. Before the condominium was built, 
originally an apartment complex, there used to be an ice house 
and there was no problem as it exists now, McConville said. 

“The narrow swath,” concluded the Green Harbor priest, ‘‘of 
which I write means so much more to your neighbors than it ever 


can to most of you that I ask you to consider the charitable act of | 


working withem to arrive at equitable solutions to the problem 
which exists."’ 

James Poland, an owner of the condominiums and a member of 
its Board of Trustees, said a fence is ‘‘under consideration.” The 
fence, he said, would be a three-foot chain link with some bushes 
in front of it. 

“We're not trying to cause a rumpus," said Poland. The police, 
he said, recommended a fence as a deterrent to the problem. 
Poland said outsiders have caused the hassles for the tenants. 
Also he said he does not speak for the trustees; any action can on- 
ly be taken through a board meeting. 

“We haven't complained; we're trying to cooperate,” said 
Poland. ‘We're not trying to get anyone out of here unless they're 
hostile. Respect the fact the place is private property.” 

He has done a lot of maintenance on the grounds and has met 
with unruly responses from teenagers when asked to observe 
care for the property, Poland said.

Inflation’s effects 


Inflation is increasingly our most 
serious national problem. Its effect is ex- 
tensive. 


It now takes an income of $25,000 for a 
family of four to equal the purchasing 
power of a family with only $13,200 income 
in 1970. One result has been the increase in 
two-income families. 


In 1971 40.8% of working women were 
married. In 1978 the percentage had risen 
to 47.6 and is still growing. And while the 
income after taxes in 1960 dollars remain- 
ed between $5,000 and $6,500 the actual in- 
come had jumped from $5,620 to $18,800. Of 
course taxes were taking a bigger bite but 
the real culprit was inflation. 


However, the need to earn more money 
for families to live as they are accustomed 
isn’t the only reason why more wives work 
outside the home. In a way, a career has 
become a status symbol. Legislation and 
court decisions have also eased the way. 


During World War I, many women 
replaced men in the labor force but the 
majority went back to the home when the 
war was over. Sexual discrimination on 
pay and promotion wes ignored. But after 
World War II, things began to change. The 
Equal Pay Act of 1963 and the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964 made equal pay mandatory on 
the federal scene. An amended Title VII of 
the latter act prohibited discrimination of 
pregnant women. Insurance plans extend- 
ed coverage for the temporary disability of 
late pregnancy and childbirth. Pregnancy- 
related programs have not been complete- 
ly clarified because of the United States 
Supreme Court’s lack of consensus on the 
issue. 


There continues to be plenty of criticism 
of the two-income families. ‘‘They are part 
of the instant-gratification, self-indulgent 
Me decade, which has a taste for high- 
priced. gadgets and little interest in self- 
denial,’’ according to Time Magazine. 
Families generally are smaller. Wives 
want to he. ‘‘fulfilled’’ and volunteer ac- 
tivities don’t do it. Aside from the need to 
earn money for luxuries or frills, there is 
the havd fact of the high rate of divorce. 
Women who have spent all their adult lives 
in the home find it difficult to find employ- 
ment if a marriage breaks up. There is 
a'so the pressure of advertising — for ex- 
pensive gadgets, foreign travel, higher 
education. The women’s liberation move- 
ment has emphasized the rieed of women 
tc find careers outside of tne home. Polls 
indicate that the happiestmarriages today 
are when both husbands and wives have in- 
dependent careers.

Chrysler case has a warning 


Commentary by Joseph Kraft 


Bad management undoubtedly played 
a part in making the Chrysler Corp. a 
basket case. But items of public policy 
Iran and inflation as well as government 
regulation — also did their bit. 

So the Chrysler case carries a general 
warning. Public policies need to be 
reshaped in ways that minimize the 
danger of more Chryslers — ways that 
promote the reindustrialization of 
America. 

Several bad decisions by the high 
command at Chrysler are readily iden- 
tifiable. For most of this decade the com- 
pany has maintained a product mix that 
put heavy emphasis on trucks, vans and 
intermediate cars. Chrysler was thus 
especially vulnerable to the switch 
toward more fuel-efficient cars promp- 
ted by the oil embargo of 1974 and the 
gasoline shortages of early 1979. 


In the third quarter of 1974 and the 
fourth quarter of 1978, moreover, 
Chrysler built up paper profits by 
pushing cars out to dealers even though 
sales lagged. Each time the dealets ac- 
cumulated huge inventories. To stay 
above water, Chryslerehas had to cut 
back production in this country and sell 
off profitable foreign subsidiarits. * 

In consequence, Chrysler's share of 
the American market has dropped irom 
16 percent in 1974 to undeg, 10 percent 
now. Dealers have dropped out. Resale 
values*have detlined. Servicing has. 
rbecome harder.‘ There has been 
generated a vortex of forces puiling 
Chrysler down toward bankruptcy. * 


Saving the compariy in these condi- + 


tions is very hard. Contributions from 

® the banks, the auto workers, the dealers 

and tke government will all be required. 
Some goverpment officials estimate 
the fegeral contribution will have to be 
closer to $2 bilon than'the $) billioirthe 
company..and the, union are asking... 
Other officials believe it would be better 
to let the company go ‘bust, and then 
allow private interests — presumably 
Germah or Japanese auto makers — to

~ But if saving Chrysler, at this stage, is 
difficult, preventing fyture*Chryslers is 


not. For the elements of public policy in- 
volved in the Chrysler debacle are easy 
to identify. Government regulation is an 
obvious factor. The feds impose the 
same standards for safety, emissions 
and fuel economy on all the auto makers. 
But because of economies of scale, the 
cost of the changes per car is more ex-

pensive for Chrysler than for Ford, and 
much more expensive for Chrysler than 
for General Motors. 

Re-equipment and retooling is forced 
upon the auto makers partly by new 
government regulations and partly by 
the consumer preference for cars that 
eat less gasoline. But inflation has

driven the costs out of sight. Total in- 
vestment in new plant and equipment for 
the Big Three auto companies jumped 
from $1.8 billion in 1976 to $4.6 billion in 
1978 and an estimated $5.3 billion this 
year. General Motors has been able to 
foot the bills. Ford has kept apace, 
thanks largely to earnings abroad. 


But Chrysler has lagged further and 
further behind. In 1965 it spent 22 percent 
of what GM spent on new plant and 
equipment. Last year only 12 percent. 


The gasoline shortage of the past few 
months has perhaps dealt Chrysler its 
death blow. The company is way behind 
GN and Ford in moving toward a new 
front-wheel compact. But as John Ric- 
cardo, the chairman of Chrysler, asked 
in a recent interview with me, ‘“Why 
should we be blamed for not predicting 
the fall of the shah?” 


The point of this is not to undo 
manifestly desirable government 
regulations. Nor to build sympathy for a 
bail-out of poor, little Chrysler. 

But the fact is that the general climate 
for all American industry has changed 
for the worse. Government regulations 
do affect competitive conditions. Infla- 
tion diminishes the incentive for invest- 
ment. Foreign competition — often from 
firms subsidizied in one way or another 
— is heavy. The basic American infra- 
structure, particularly in railroads but 
also in highway s been run down. 

So public policies need to be adjusted 
accordingly. Faster tax write-offs are 
required to stimulate investment in pro- 
ductivity. Anti-trust laws ought not to 
complicate compliance with other 
governinent regulations. The highway 
and railroad systems should be built up 
again. Institutional means should be 
developed to save companies in trouble 
before they become basket cases. 

For the U.S. cannot afford to become a 
pure service economy. On the contrary, 
if this country is to maintain industrial 
jobs, save its major cities and sustain its 
traditional role in high technology and 
international security, it needs to for- 
mulate over the next few years an ex- 
plicit policy for the re-industrialization 
of America.

WASHINGTON — In thle annals ‘of 
federal boondogglery, in sheer absolute 
dollars — as etthep a percentage of the 
gross national product or the national 
budget — the way the Army Department 
has_run the Hale Koa Hotel at Fort 
DeRussy on Waikiki Beach, Hawaii, will 
rate little more than a footnote. But, 
measured qualitatively, the hotel has 
demonstrated management in- 
cpmpetence ‘and inefficiency which the 
House Armed Services Investigations 
Subcommittee says, in one of the great 
understatements of this century, is 
“probably unparalleled.” 

Constructed entirely from so-called 
unappropriated funds — the profits from 
facilities patronized by military person- 
nel in Vietnam — the 416-room luxury 
hotel was built at a cost of $20.5 million. 
Its primary purpose was to provide 
suitable housing for combat troops on 
rest and recuperation leave from Viet- 
nam. It was also supposed to provide a 
first-class recreational facility for men 
and women of all the armed forces, both 
active and retired, and their dependents. 
The Ariny Department estimated that 
an occupancy rate of 40 percent would be 
required for the hotel to be self- 


° 


«sufficient. Things have not worked out 
thjs way, not by a long shot. 

So what went wrong’? The answer: 
everything that could go wrong. 

— During its first three years of opera- 
tion, from October 1975 through 
September 1978, despite the fact that it 
paid no taxes and paid nothing for its 
uitlities, the hotel required an infusion of 
$3,691,589 in appropriated tax dollars. 

— Between October 1975 and 
September 1978, the hotel would have in- 
curred a loss of $4,010,481 but for the ap- 
propriated fund support it received. 

— As the appropriated fund support 
level became the subject of increasing 
high-level concern within the Army, the 
hotel management had no means for 
systematic indentification and analysis 
of these funds. 

— In spite of a 98 percent average oc- 
cupancy rate at the Hale Koa Hotel, 
room rental rates, which were 43 percent 
blow the prevailing rates at other 
Waikiki Beach hotels, were insufficient 
to support operation of the hotel. On a 
scale of one to 10, the hotel's manage- 
inent was rated a three by Army 
auditors. 

The Army Audit Agency estimated 
that, for the 12-month period ending in 
January 1978, the hotel's food service 
operation suffered a net loss of about 
$120,575. The agency estimated that ap- 
proximately $126,000 annually in dining 
room and kitchen labor or related 


«troops. Since then just about everything has

payroll costs could be saved if this ser- 
vice was terminated. This suggestion 
was ignored by the Army’s Support 
Command Hawaii, which had super- 
visory responsibility for the hotel. 

Another cost-reduction proposal put 
forth by Army auditors was a reduced 
schedule for Pele's Cauldron, one of four 
cocktail lounges operated by the hotel 
and termination of a promotional “free” 
drink program offered by the lounge. 
During a sample period, the auditors 
found that this lounge operated at a loss 
of $239 a day. Again, the Army Support 
Pommmand rejected this recommenda- 
ion. 

Inadequate management control was. 
also evident in the hotel's excessive 
advertising and promotional expenses 
Advertising costs increased each year 
from $69,000 in fiscal year 1976 to 
$110,000 in fiscal 1977 and $120,000 in 
fiscal 1978. The hotel ran two separate 
full-page ads in the same issue of a 
Magazine at a cost of $2,000 per ad 
Advertisements were also placed in a 
magazine for local distribution in 
Hawaii at the same time ads were run in 
the publications of three local military 
wives’ clubs which circulated in the 
same area. The House Investigations 
Subcommittee notes: 

“Such expenditures might be justifie, 
if the hotel were Entei to uals 
its occupancy rate. But a hotel which has 
operated at an average occupancy rute 


The Hale Koa's promotion expen- 
ditures also increased from $120,000 in 
fiscal 1977 to $144,000 in fiscal 1978, These 
Promotions included such things as an 
“Aloha Breakfast” every morning, 
where guests were served “free” coffee 
and pastries, and “free” snacks offered 
to guests and “free” drinks passed out 
as door prizes during a twice-a-week 
celebrity hour. These two promotions 
alone cost $10,800 for a three-month 
period. Another promotional program 
which flopped was the offering of “free” 
drinks to induce guests to patronize one 
of the hotel's cocktail lounges. Says the 
Investigations Subcommittee: 

“Such largesse hardly seems 
necessary at a hotel which is furnishing 
its guests beach accomodations at 43 
Percent below the prevailing Waikiki 
rate,” 

Incredibly, after labor costs, the 
hotel’s entertainment costs represented 
the largest expense item. In fiscal 197 
the entertainment cost was $254,000 and 
in fiscal 1978 entertainment was 
budgeted at §300,000, an increase of 18.6 
percent. 

The federal government's operation 
of the Hale Koa Hotel, while an extreme 
example to be sure, is all too typical of 
the way government runs things. It is the 
rule rather than an exception. Keep this 
in mind the next time you hear 
Somebody saying the government ought 
to nationalize the oil companies.

State study gives profile of a vandal 


BOSTON — Vandals in 
Massachusetts are largely 17-25 years 
of age, according to a research study 
“Malicious Destruction of Property: 
1975-78" recently released by Proba- 
tion Commissioner Joseph P. Foley. 

The study analyzed 122 randomly 
selected convictions (including 
juvenile cases) for malicious destruc- 
tion of property, as part of a larger 
sentencing study of 4,976 
Massachusetts convictions between 
1975 and 1978. 

According to Foley, ‘‘Nearly two- 
thirds of those convicted of Malicious 
Destruction of Property were 17-25 
years of age; 22.1 percent were older 
adults (26 plus years of age), Only 13.9 
percent of the adjudicated vandals 
were juveniles (seven-16 years old)."” 

These findings are contrary to the 
common belief that juveniles are 
responsible for the majority of van- 
dalism, Foley said. 

In the larger sentencing study of 
4,976 Massachusetts convictions bet- 
ween 1975 and 1978, the office of the 
commissioner of probation found that 
54.2 percent of the convicted persons 
were 17-25 years of age; older adults 
represented 30.4 percent of the cases, 
and delinquent juveniles accounted 
for 15.3 percent. 

The study also found that females 
were underrepresented in this offense 
category. While 9.8 percent of the 
cases in the larger sentencing study 
were female, only 4.9 percent of those 
convicted of malicious destruction of 
property were female. 


Simultaneous offenses 

The probation research study also 
found a high incidence of serious 
simultaneous offenses. Nearly half 
(44.3 percent) of the convicted van- 
dals were also charged with breaking 
and entering; 24.6 percent were also 
charged with assault and battery; 27 
percent were charged with larceny; 
2.4 percent were charged with arson. 

Twenty-one percent of the van- 
dalism cases were heard in Superior 
Court; 79 percent of the vandalism 
cases were heard in the District 
Court. 


Prior histories 
The convicted vandals showed a 
high incidence (81.1 percent) of prior 
convictions, particularly for property 
crimes such as larceny and breaking 


and entering. Among the adults con- 
victed of malicious destruction of pro- 
perty, 60.9 percent had previously 
been convicted of at least one proper- 
ty crime. Those with juvenile records 
showed 83.3 percent with one or more 
prior property crimes. 

Among those with prior property 
convictions or delinquencies, 60 per- 
cent showed one-three prior offenses, 
18 percent had four-six prior convic- 
tions, and 22 percent had seven or 
more previous convictions. 

Sentencing patterns 

Analysis of the vandalism cases in 
the probation sentencing study found 
that 13.9 percent of these convicted 
persons were incarcerated, compared 
to a 21.1 percent incarceration rate in 
the larger study of sentencing convic- 
tions in Massachusetts. 

While Massachusetts law cites im- 
prisonment in a state prison for not 
more than 10 years, or a fine, as the 
punishment options for malicious 
destruction of property, none of the 
cases in the sample reflected a 10- 
year prison term. Ninety-four percent 
of those persons who received 
sentences of incarceration were sent 
to houses of correction, with the terms 
ranging from one month to two years. 
Only one person was sent to a state 
prison, for three-five years. 

Convicted vandals received a 
suspended sentence most frequently 
(37.7 percent), and 21.3 percent 
received formal probation, with pro- 
bation supervision ranging from 
seven-36 months. Eighteen percent of 
the malicious destruction of property 
cases were either ‘‘continued without 
a finding" or ‘‘filed.’’ The remainder 
largely resulted in fines. 

Vandalism cases heard in the local 
District Courts showed only 10.4 per- 
cent were given sentences of in- 
carceration. However, cases heard in 
the Superior Court sittings across the 
state reflected a 26.9 percent rate of 
incarceration. According to Commis- 
sioner Foley, ‘‘This may be attributed 
to the incidence of serious 
simultaneous offenses.” 

The office of the commissioner of 
probation is analyzing sentencing 
data on other specific crimes, and the 
findings will be released shortly.

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Tenants benefit from 


Housing overcharge

NEWTON — Despite claims in a 
state audit report that the Depart- 
ment of Housing Services overcharg- 
ed tenants in the state leased housing 
program, the Housing Services Com- 
mission learned last week most 
tenants benefited by the department's 
calculation errors. 

The report states that miscalcula- 
tions were made in fiscal year 1978. 
The department did not give the five 
percent family deduction before 
calculating incomes, according to the 
report. 

While this error was made, said 
Newton Housing Services (NHS) Ex- 
ecutive Director Frank Quinn, the 
department deducted for utilities in 
unheated units as is 9 done in the 
federal leased housing program. 
Under this method, NHS calculates 25 
percent of each tenant's income, less 
$300 per dependent. It then subtracts 
a utility allowance to determine a te- 
nant’s rent. 


Inthe state program, five percent is 
deducted off the top of the income and 
then the $300 allowance per depen- 
dent. Then for unheated units the te- 
nant pays 20 percent of the adjusted 
income. 


Because of the generosity of the 
utility allowance, Quinn said, most 
tenants in the project actually paid 
less rent than they would have under 
the state’s method of calculation. 
There may be a problem for the few — 
if any — tenants renting apartments 
which include the cost of heat’ Quinn 
admitted. If such is the case, he said, 
those tenants will be reimbursed. In 
fiscal year 1979, which just ended in 
June, NHS corrected its method of 
calculation, Quinn said. 


In other matters, the commission 
reelected its slate of officers. Once 
again Stephen Buchbinder is chair- 
man, Leo Karas is vice chairman, 
Henry Wilson is treasurer, Donald 
Ferreri is assistant treasurer, and 
Frank Quinn is secretary. 


Cambridge architects backed 
for Newtonville projects 


NEWTONVILLE — The Newton- 
ville Advisory Committee on com- 
munity development voted last week 
to recommend a Cambridge architec- 
tural firm as a consultant on Newton- 
ville improvements. 


The committee is working to im- 
prove business facades, the Walnut 
St. bridge, and traffic problems in 
Newtonville Square. 


The committee recommends the 
consultant to the Planning Depart- 
ment, which approves or disapproves 


the firm, then the mayor makes the 
final decision. 

At their last meeting the committee 
listened to four firms present their 
proposals for Newtonville. Applying 
for possible consultants were Carr, 
Lynch of Cambridge, Moore-Heder 
Associates of Boston. 

Moore-Heder Associates of Cam- 
bridge won the committee’s recom- 
mendation with Carr, Lynch the alter- 
nate choice. All planner Dale Silin. 

A decision by the Planning Depart- 
ment is expected soon.

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Trash Talk

Recycling questions of the week: 


What changes are planned for the Newton 
Recycling Program in September? Why are these 
changes being made? 


Starting in September, there will be two major 
changes in the recycling program. One change in- 
volves the frequency of collection of glass and cans; 
the other deals with the kinds of paper that will be 
accepted for recycling. 

Glass and cans will be collected twice each 
month. One pickup will be for clear glass and cans; 
the other will be colored glass and cans. Half of 
Newton's households will have glass and cans col- 
lected for recycling on the first and third weeks of 
the month (odd weeks) on regular trash day; the 
other half will be on a second and fourth week 
(even) schedule. Calendars delivered to each 
household will explain the schedules in detail. 

Paper recycling is also undergoing change. 
Paper will continue to be collected on trash day for 
recycling; however only newspapers will be ac- 
cepted for recycling. This means magazines, paper 
bags and phone books can no longer be recycled. 
Since paper bags cannot be recycled, newspapers 
cannot be placed in bags for recycling, but must 
tied in bundles. 

Collection costs and market factors have made 
alterations in the recycling program unavoidable. 

Glass and can recycling has been costly since its 
inception, and although collection costs have been 
reduced due to improvements in the program and 
increased participation, the market value for the 
materials has dropped. In addition, some 
shipments of glass and cans have been rejected 
because of improper mixing of colors and con- 
tamination with ceramics, plates, etc. and this has

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Changes inrecycling 


meant a loss of revenues. Since the volume of glass 
collected does not justify two trucks collecting this 
material, the solution was obvious — eliminate one 
truck and save the program $25,000 in costs, and at 
the same time, increase revenues by collecting 
clear glass and colored glass on different weeks and 
thereby minimize the likelihood of mixed colors. 
The service of curbside collection of glass and cans 
is maintained; yet costs are greatly reduced. 

The elimination of magazines, paper bags and 
phone books from paper recycling was dictated by 
the market. There is no market value at present for 
paper as it has been collected in Newton. The paper 
market is depressed, has been for more than a year 
and there is no immediate prospect for improve- 
ment. Only newsprint has value. If Newton were to 
continue collection of magazines, paper bags and 
phone books, we would only be able to receive $1 per 
ton, whereas pure newsprint fetches $5 per ton. At 
$1 per ton, paper recycling would cost Newton 
substantial money. Since most of the recycled 
paper is newsprint, elimination of a small percen- 
tage of paper for an increase of $4 per ton is sensible 
decision. 

We must all change our recycling habits slightly 
to adapt to the program changes; however, it is 
worth the effort.

The elimination of magazines, paper bags and 
phone books represents a small fraction of paper 
recycled, and, as such, only a minor inconvenience. 

Newton’s commitment to recycling remains 
firm. With the support of our residents, the revised 
recycling program will be an economic as well as 
ecological benefit to our community.

Millions of records that invade your personal privacy 


Once there was a Duchess who told Alice: “Tis 
love that makes the world go round!" Alice said no. 
“It's done,” she said, “‘by everybody minding their 
own business!”’ Alice had her own Wonderland. I 
have mine. 

On or about 2:30 p.m., July 18, I stepped into it. 
My bank. I presented a savings withdrawal slip for 
$10,000 toa teller, 

“That's a lot of money,” he said, ‘Get an O.K.” 

I stood in line and in 20 minutes reached a young 
woman who looked at my passbook and withdrawal 
slip. She looked long and severely. She frowned. 
Merciful heavens, the thought passed my mind, 
she's going to ask why I want the money. She's go- 
ing to ask... 


“What are you going to do with it?” she asked 
sternly. 

“Put it in a better bank,” I replied, groping 
aghast. 

“There is no better bank," she said, 

The ensuing palaver took a lot out of me. I 
thought of saying I was going to give it to Richard 
M. Nixon for past favors or I was going to change it 
into Susan B. Anthony dollars and sprinkle it... 
never mind. The clerk went to higher authority. She 
returned with an0.K. 

She showed the documents to the clerk next to her 
and said: ‘He says he's going to put it in a better 
bank.” A shaken man, I finally got a cashier’s 
check and left, feeling maybe a great machine in 
the bank's bowels might now have me filed as ‘that 
man who says he's going to..." 

The clerk's question was a minor assault on one 
man's privacy — tiny indeed compared to what's 
been going on in past years in public and private in- 
stitutions. Granted, the question was crudely 
engineered, a passing irritant. Nevertheless, where 
do they get off asking me peremptorily “what are 
you going to do” with my own property? 

But the major assault on American personal 
privacy — a supreme irritant — lies in what one 
critic has called the trend toward a Dossier Society. 

President Carter has reported (it is not recorded 
whether he gulped when he first heard of this) that 
“the federal government holds almost four billion 
(4,000,000,000!) records on individuals, most of 
them stored in thousands (!) of computers; federal- 
ly funded projects have substantial additional 
files.” The government is said to maintain more 
than 8,000 data systems. 

The exclamation points are mine. The foregoing 
statistics are only a foothill to the mountain of com- 
puterized record-keeping systems kept by banks, 
credit bureaus, insurance firms, utilities, medical 
facilities, mail junkies, investigating outfits, and 
what have you. 

Carter pointed out that the federal records are 
needed to run its hundreds of undertakings and then 
said: ‘Modern technology, however, makes it 
possible to turn this storage into a dangerous 
surveillance system.” 

Sixty-three percent of the American public 
couldn't agree more. That is the Harris-poll finding 
on Americans who believe the use of digital com- 
puters should be sharply restricted in the future to 
preserve personal privacy. 

Once an item of info enters the computer's 
dossier, most often it is there in prepetuity. Lurk- 
ing? Well, let us see. Death by computer 


In upstate New York, Charles Weldner, 43, says 
he is still dead. Doornail dead he's been for a year, 
Consigned to eternity by errant megabits in a 
digital bog. Waiting to come alive by the grace of a 
computer that now has to be fed a lie in a govern- 
ment wheedle to resurrect him. 

“They told my lawyer that they have to lie to the 
computer to get me back alive,” Weldner said when 
I phoned him in late July. ‘They have to feed a lie 
into it. They are supposedly straightening my case 
out, but as far as I’m concerned it’s not straighten- 
ed out.” 

Weldner lives in Dryden, N.Y., has a wife and 
eight children, and a Social Security computer in- 
sists he drew his last breath Aug. 8, 1978. He laugh- 
ed when his monthly disability payments for a 1963 
accident began coming under his wife's name. 
Then, 10 days before Christmas, his wife was 
notified she was a beneficiary in his death. 


Then his Social Security benefits stopped. The 
Weldners stopped laughing. He was shunted from 
one Social Security office to another, and was told 
that a typist probably sent the wrong code, com- 
puter language for “deceased” instead of, say, an 
address change. Word of his dossier death got out 
when he phoned the UPI bureau in Rochester, 
N.Y: 

“I'm gone. I don’t exist anymore. I have to prove 
I'malive." 

He hired a lawyer, Anthony Dentino of Rochester, 
who found that the fail-safe computer system was 
programmed ‘‘so that if someone's dead, it’s hard 
to start the checks up again.” When I queried Den- 
tino as to what gives in this ‘‘lie” feeding, he said: 
“In essence they have to defraud the computer. 
They said they have to ‘beat the system.’ I'm pray- 
ing it's straightened out.” 

Some things never get straightened out, cradle to 
grave, And even if they're straight, where do 
government and private institutions get off putting 
them on file and swapping them around? That's 
what has the public steamed up, according to re- 
cent surveys. 

People don’t want their privacy invaded. But they 
insist on their right to know what's going on inside 
government, a right that entails invading a lot of 
other people's privacy. People want crime stamped 
out. But how can law enforcement agencies operate 
with informants who have stopped informing 
because criminals have the right to get the files that 
show who informed on them? The proper balance is 
astumper. Atrocious dataveillance slips 


Still, the polls show that most people want action 
now to stop what they consider a slide from sly 
surveillance to dotty dataveillance on the part of 
government, banks, insurance companies, 
employers, schools, and other aspects of Big 
Brotherism inputting its foot in it. t 

There are plenty of slips atrocious. The novelist 
Kay Boyle in San Francisco confirms that her 
government law-enforcement files, which she got 
under the Freedom of Information Act, contained a 
Notation that she'd had an amorous affair with the 
poet Ezra Pound before the first World War. She 
says she was 10 years old at the time (1913), never 
met Pound until many years later, and didn't like 
him then. 

There is the case of Edward I. Koch, now mayor 
of New York, who in 1946 was rejected for life in- 
surance because a neighbor in a spiteful and ab- 
solute lie told an investigator that Koch had had 
leukemia 10 years before. That turned Koch into a 
vigorous espouser of privacy legislation. It led to 
his co-sponsoring when he was a Congressman — 


along with Rep. Barry M. Goldwater Jr. — of the 
Privacy Act of 1974, the major privacy law. 

Arthur R. Miller of Harvard, a law professor and 
privacy expert, tells about a talented young woman 
who had a gallingly hard time getting a job when 
she got out of college. Employers were suspicious, 
it came out later, because of an entry in her univer- 
sity file: “Melinda's mother is emotionally 
unstable.” 

The comment had been made by the girl's sixth- 
@rade ‘teacher, who had met the mother only 
casually. That damaging remark had followed the 


girl for 15 years without challenge to its reliability 
or relevance. 


“That is a real story," Miller says. ‘It is now im- 
possible because of law. It goes back to the era 
when academic bosses could drop anything they 
wanted into a student’s file. 

“But your story about Weldner, the man who 
claims he's alive, is a sign of the times; once the 
great information machine starts getting cranked 
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up, there's no stopping it. You’re not talking about a 
little plece of information put away in a manila 
folder — you're talking about a system. 


“You're talking about a high-technology, 
mechanized system that has a life of its own. And 
indeed the words that Weldner used are absolutely 
typical of this phenomenon. He said the computer 
doesn’t know I'm alive. Well, the computer doesn’t 
know anything: it's people running the computer. 

“And it's this tendency to treat these information 
systems as if they were living, breathing animals 
that we owe respect to and we owe deference to, and 
in a sense we owe our futures to, that to me in a 
deep psychological sense is one of the most distress- 
ing aspects of computerized information. 


“And I happen to be a lover of computers and a 
believer that they provide the administrative tools 
for executing a policy like social security. We 
couldn't have a social security system without that 
technology. Hiding behind the computer 
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“But the notion that it’s a living, breathing, func- 
tioning, and controlling system is crazy. We owe it 
no deference. Our lives should not depend on it. We 
should be able to look it in the teeth and say: You've 
got wrong data — you've got improper data — 
you're talking to the wrong people. 

“Everybody hides behind it. It's marvelous — 
that guy in Social Security is hiding behind the com- 
puter. It'snotthe computer that 's wrong, it’s peo- 
ple.” 

Miller recalled the case of a bar association 
screening committee holding up the admission of a 
completely qualified applicant because their in- 
quiry showed a signature on a left-wing petition. It 
developed that the petition had been put together 
when the applicant was two years old. 

“So it obviously wasn't the same signature. But 
you get this constant name confusion, data ir- 
relevancy, recorded gossip. And very often the 
irony is that the agency doesn't even use its own in- 
formation sources to check the accuracy.

buses going up |

NEWTON — The school depart- 


ment, ready to call it quits with the 
Metropolitan Coach Co., could be pay- 


ing as much as $525,000 more for 
school busing in the coming year. 

In all likelihood, the additional cost 
for 34 daily buses will be about 


$445,000 if the city cancels the final 


year of its contract with Metropolitan 
and gives a new five-year pact to the 
Transportation Management Co. of 
Medford, presently the company bus- 
ing the city’s special education 
students, 

Part of the additional busing costs 
could be recouped by city takeover of 
land in Billericawhich was offered by 
Metropolitan in lieu of a performance 
bond. 

City and school officials are 


evaluating three bids, opened last 


week, which were sent from com- 
panies hoping to replace Metropolitan 
Coach as the daily buser of the city’s 
school children. 

Metropolitan Coach filed for 
bankruptcy early this year and has in- 
dicated to school officials it cannot 
complete the final year of its five-year 
contract. 

The city now pays Metropolitan 
about $350,000 per year for the regular 
school transportation, a figure deriv- 
ed from a daily per-bus cost of $57 for 
34 buses. 

The new contract, if accepted by the 
city, offers substantial increases, in 
some cases as the annual cost could 
rise from the present $350,000 to as 
much as $875,000 for the coming 
school year. 

The three bidders on the new con- 
tract are asking for daily bus prices of 
from $103 to $143, according to the ci- 
ty's purchasing agent, Blair Kanbar. 

Bidding on either one, three, four or 
five year contracts were Transporta- 
tion Mangement Co. of Medford 
(TMC), Vocell Bus Co. of Cambridge 
and Transit Bus Lines Inc. of Walpole. 

Based just on the listed figures, 
Vocell offers the best contract to the 
city with daily bus costs of $93 for the 
three-year contract. 

On a one-year contract, Vocell 
would charge $105 per bus per day; on 
a four-year contract, the daily bus fee 
would be $98 and on a five-year con- 
tract the cost would be $103. 

TMC offered a one-year contract 


fee of $139.70 per bus per day, $134.70 
for the three-year contract and $129.70 
for the five-year contract. 

Transit Bus Lines offered only a 
$143 daily bus fee on a three-year con- 
tract and a negotiable fee on a four-or 
five-year contract, figures show. 

Kanbar noted that although Vocell 

offered the lowest per-bus, per-day 
prices, the company also listed three 
pages of exceptions to the bid 
specifications. Such exceptions could 
affect the final determination of bid 
selection, Kanbar said. 
_ Aswith TMC and Transit Bus Lines, 
Vocell had a fuel escalator cost to 
have the city pickup a portion of addi- 
tional fuel costs. However, Vocell also 
sought city payment for increases to 
the minimum wage which are ordered 
during the term of the contract. 

But most disturbing to Kanbar was 
the lack of a performance bond from 
the Vocell bid. In lieu of the bond, 
Vocell would allow the city to withold 
10 percent of the contract payments 
up toa maximum of $40,000. 

That exception is probably unac- 
ceptable, Kanbar said, especially 
given the “problems we're facing 
now.” 

A sidelight to the bidding procedure 
is the fact that Vocell is operated by 
Paul Goodman, the son of Ben Good- 
man, the owner of Metropolitan 
Coach. 

Kanbar and city officials are 
analyzing the contract bids and will 
foward those ideas to the School Com- 
mittee which has scheduled a meeting 
on August 27 to discuss the contract 
problems. 

After the school board makes its 
recommendations, Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann will make the final deter- 
mination on the new contractor. 

Although Metropolitan still has a 
year remaining on its busing con- 
tract, it has informed city officials it 
will not continue the busing because 
of its financial problems. 

If that is the case, the city could 
seek a lien on the property which 
Metropolitan offered in lieu of a per- 
formance bond. 

That commercial property in 
Billerica was once valued at more 
than $100,000. 

The takeover of the land could help 
offset some of the additional cost the 
city will face with the new bus con- 
tractor.

Green Thumb 


Eggshells again: Peo- 
ple are eating more 
eggs today and as a 
result have more eg- 
gshells on hand. Are 
these any good for grow- 
ing plants? Eggshells 
consist of calcium, an 
important element for 
both plant and animal 
life. The calcium in the 
shells is not soluble 
(won't dissolve readily 
in water) so many 
gardeners run the shells 
through the blender 
which helps them 
dissolve faster. To add 
them to a potting soil, 
finely crush them in a 
blender and add to the 
soil mix, about one of 
two tablespoons to a 
quart of soil. Some 
gardeners add one eg- 
gshell to a quart of 
water in a blender and 
blend it for a few se- 
cond. The mixture is us- 
ed to water the plantS. 


Note; Since the shells 
are not complete in 
nutrients, you should 
also feed your plants a 
liquid plant food for a 
balanced diet. 

Aloe again: The so- 
called medicine plant 
(Aloe vera) is one of the 
most popular potted 
plants in our homes.

This plant, as everyone 
knows, has leaves that 
are juicy and tender, 
and can be used for 
poison ivy, mosquito 
bites and dozens of other 
ailments. Aloe (pro- 
nounced Al-low-EE ) has 
a bad habit of being wig- 
gly or lopsy, or as a 
reader puts it, ‘‘just 
won't be seated."’ That's 
the habit of growth of 
aloe, especially when 
the plant is large. Start 
new plants from off- 
shoots formed at the 
base of the plant. Take a 
knife and slice them off. 
Root in plain soil, perlite 
or sand. AlOe can also 
be started from seeds if 
you can get them. Under 
normal conditions, the 
spike-like racemes pro- 
duce tubular flowers 
(reddish) which form 
the seed. 


Check pear trees: 
We've received letters 
asking us what causes 
the black foliage on pear 
trees this time of year. 
This means fire blight, a 
bacterial disease that 
hits not only pears, ap- 
ples but also pyracantha 
(firethorn) and Moun- 
tain ash. Often a

WASHINGTEON (UPI) — Increas- 


’ ing pressure is being put on the tax 


writing House Way: and Means Com- 
mittee to consider some type of tax 
relief for renters when Congress 
returns from its August recess. 

Rep. William Green, R-N.Y., 
revealed Monday that at-least 108 con- 
gressmen — apoout one-fourth of the 
House membership — support 
various bills designed to bring some 
measure of equity into federal tax 
saws c’ ncerning renters. 


“The government provides $16 
billion in tax deductions for 
homeowners, yet provides nothing for 
the people — more than one-third:of 
our nation — who rent,"’ Green said. 


“Elderly home owners are often 
given property tax reductions, but our 
renting elderly are ignored,’ he said. 

Green made his comments in a let- 
ter signed by 74 other congressmen 
and sent to Ways and Means Chair- 
man A] Ullman, D-Ore. 


Green said 28 members have joined 
80 colleagues already sponsoring 16 
pending bills authorizing income tax 
relief for the property taxes tenants 
pay through their rents, ‘‘bringing the 
total active support to about one- 
fourth of the House.” 





“These bills cover the spectrum of 
aveiiues of relief for re.iters, and they 
share a common theme,” Green said. 
“The message implicit in all these 
bills is that the renters of our country 
deserve fairer tax treatment. 


“In past years, tenants tax justice, 


bills have been killed, but this trerr-en- 
dous support signals a change. 
Perhaps our time has arrived. 


“For years our government has 
allowed property owners (o deduct 
their payments of local and state pro- 
perty taxes from their taxable in- 
come However, the 35 percent of the 
households in this country tiat rer.t 
receive no such treatment.” 


A law recently passed by the New 
York State Legislature designed to 
deal with the situation has been re- 
jected by the Invernal Revenue Ser- 
vice, Green said. 


“Though the fact that a portion of a 
tenant's rent covers the property 
taxes for the apartment seems patent- 
ly obvious, the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice recently ruled this is not so," 
Green said. 

“In light of this ruling, it is evident 
that the Congress will have to take the 
lead if any relief for renters is to be 
achieved."

He cashes in on skates 


HARTFORD, Conn. (UPI) — Jack 
Schwartz coasts all the way to the 
bank these days because he’s in the 
roller skate business. And for him 
it's just a weekend proposition. 

He's cashing in on a craze that 
swept east in 1976 from the board- 
walk at Venice, Calif., and has 
taken over the sidewalks of New 
York and almost every other piece 
of pavement in America. 


Schwartz rents skates at §3 hour- 
ly from a van in Bushnell Park for 
the new outdoor trade and says he 
does a brisk business. He has 
similar outlets at the Boston 
Esplanade, Savin Rock in West 
Haven, Hull, Mass., and one in New 
York's Central Park. 

Sunday, once a day of rest, is his 
big day, he says. 


If the roller skating phenomenon 
is hard to get a handle on, then 
some of his rental transactions 
boggle the mind. One young man 
wanted to rent some skates from 
Schwartz, but didn’t have a 
driver's license to put up as securi- 
ty. He asked a friend to lend him 
his. 

“Supposing The Man stop me. 
I'm not giving up my license for 
any skates. If The Man stop me, 
what am I going to do, man ?” the 
friend said. 

“Pardon?” says Schwartz, 28, 
University of Connecticut, Class of 
1970, holder of a master's degree in 
business administration, former 
member of the U.S. Men's Olympic 
ski team, now a salesman for U.S. 
Surgical Supply in Stamford. 


Schwartz turns from a reporter 
and says, ‘‘You want to go driving, 
you mean?” “He want to go driv- 
ing,”’ the customer says, ‘‘I want to 
go roller skating, right? See, I don’t 
have a driver’s license.” 

“Do you have a $20 deposit and a 
credit card?” 

‘'Twenty dollars, a credit card?” 

“Nobody says you ain't coming 
back,"’ one of two boys helping 
Schwartz says quickly. 

The customer looks at his friend 
and says, as if there were a 
telephone in the van, ‘They stop 
you, you know, you just call here.” 

“Man, I'm not giving up my 
license for no skates. Buy a pair!"” 
At Schwartz's prices, $64 and up, 
they are not cheap, nor are they in- 
expensive anyplace else either. A 
$300 price tag is not uncommon. 

The customer rolls up his sleeve 
and says, ‘My name's Chuckie. 
Look at this tattoo, It says 
‘Chuckie,’ right? I ain't got a 
driver's license, but that’s who I 
am. What do you say?” 

A deal was struck, and what it 
showed was that almost everybody 
from ghetto kids to grandpas ure 
on skates these days. 

Koller skating’s popularity out- 
dvors as well as in the nation’s 1,575 
roller rinks, rolladiums, roller ran- 
ches, rollerdromes and so on ap- 
pears to be similar to Liberace’s. It 
tuok the entertainer 26 years to 


become an overnight success, he 
once said in an interview. 

“A lot of people think that it was 
a sport 10, 20, 30 years ago or 
whenever they were kids and it just 
died out. And now it’s a fad” says 
Arthur L. ‘‘Budd”’ Eversmann Jr., 
vice president of Sports Interna- 
tional, Inc. 

“The only thing new about it is 
that those people are rediscovering 
roller skating — it has been with us 
all along,’’ says Eversmann whose 
East Hartford firm, one of 35 in the 
nation, assembles and distributes 
skates. 

He believes roller skating has a 
new look, a new prestige. 

Layered maple floors in many of 
the new rinks alone often cost in ex- 
cess of $100,000, the wood dust and 
resin stains are relics of the past 
for today's costumed skaters. 

The rinks are heat and humidity 
controlled with gleaming snack 
bars. Disc jockeys cue the activity, 
sometimes ridding the rink of 
rowdies by changing a rock tape to 
® couples-only ballad. Some have 
organists. 


And roller skating was part of the 
Pan-Am games in Puerto Rico this 
year — and might be included in 
the 1980 Olympics, a prominence 
that would mean even millions 
more for the industry in a spinoff 
bonanza. 


Eversmann’s firm was started 10 
months ago to serve the market in 
the Boston-New York corridor. 
Eversmann expects to gross $2 
million the first year, and $3 
million to $4 million the second. 


He was a regional manager in 
Columbus, Ohio, for a company 
that ran a string of rinks, he 
prefers to call them ‘skating 
centers,’ but lapses occasionally. 
His associate is Kar! Wall, the com- 
pany president, whom he knew 
from Fort Wayne, Ind., where for 
the last nine years Wall ran his 
family’s skate supply business, 


His company is in the market's 
catbird seat because it operates a 
number of rinks, and it has a floor- 
ing subsidiary. These are the 
cushions for the distribution enter- 
prise which caters mainly to the 6- 
to-16 age group. When the current 
fad ends, they will still be there. 
Just the faces change. 


“We're into the outdoor market. 
Those people are getting into roller 
skating as an alternative to jogg- 
ing, bicycling or just as a new 
thing. It won't surprise me if in a 
few years it started dying out again 
because the peak that roller 
skating is riding is a fad," 
Eversmann said. 


The first “rocking skate” was 
devised by James Plimpton of 
Medfield, Mass., in 1863 -- the 
forerunner of the modern skate. 
His could go around curves and the 
skates were able to turn while still 
in contact with the ground.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The nation's 
motorists, with gasoline plentiful 
again, are reverting to their old ways, 
which could bring back another tight 
supply situation, the Automobile 
Association of America warns.

The AAA said its survey of 6,589 sta-

ample supplies. But the increased

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Look for changes at Longwood

At least Bud Collins will be there. 

This statement may be common 
among tennis fans looking for a 
familiar face this year at the 52nd an- 
nual U.S. Pro Tennis Championships 
to be played at the Longwood Cricket 
Club in Brookline from August 20-27. 

Aside from defending champion 
Manuel Orantes of Spain, many of the 
game’s top players have decided to 
pass up this prestigeous tournament 
in favor of a week of rest before the 
U.S. Open which begins August 28, in 
Flushing, New York. 

To say that this year's field is not 
the strongest ever to gather at 
Longwood is a vast understatement. 
Only two of the top 10 players in the 
world will be competing in the 64-man 
draw which gets underway this Mon- 
day. However, the tournament 
organizers have billed this Longwood 
as a rebuilding year for the tourna- 
ment, and are quick to stress that 
although many top name players 
have skipped the tourney, the 58 open- 
ings for touring pros have been filled 
by eager young stars who promise to 
make the action exciting and in- 
teresting to watch. Also, 64 young 
players will compete on the weekend 
prior to play to gain one of 8 qualify- 
ing positions in the tournament. 

Longwood spokesman Ed Hickey 
notes, ‘‘It was discouraging not to see 
the top players here.’ However, he 
added, ‘‘But if you notice, they’re not 
playing anywhere this: week before 
the U.S. Open. They prefer to take the 
week off to practice.” 

Hickey sees this year as a transition 
for Longwood. Although the top 
names aren't here, it’s not due to lack 
of effort by Hickey. The tournament 
organizers tried to have the date 
changed to the last week in July this 
year, but that change was impossible. 
Hickey says he ‘‘feels confident” that 
the tournament date will be changed 
to the last week in July next year. He 
further commented that Jimmy Con- 
nors, John McEnroe, and Guillermo 
Vilas have all assured him that they 
would be willing to play at Longwood 
in 1980 if the date were moved to any 
time before the week preceding the 
U.S. Open. 

The tournament organizers are still 
confident that this year’s tennis will 
be exciting to watch, despite the 
absence of eight of the world’s top 10 
tennis players. They see this as a year 
when tennis greats of the next 5-10 
years can begin to blossom. They are 
also quick to point out that a kid from 
Illinois named Connors was a virtual 
unknown until he beat Arthur Ashe in 
the 1973 Longwood final. 

The New England Merchants Bank 
is not sponsoring the U.S. Pro Tourna- 
ment for the first time since it was 
moved to Longwood 16 years ago. 
Last October it was announced that 
the tournament had become too big 
for the local bank, and that it was 
time for new sponsorship. In the time 
since The Merchants began sponsor- 
ing the tournament in 1964, the total 
prize money rose from $10,000 to a 
high of $200,000 last year. 

This year, a group of eight local 
sponsors have combined to post 
$175,000 in prize money. A spokesman 
for the New England Merchants 
stated that the sponsorship change 
was due largely to the tournament's 
increased size and the bank’s desire 
to spend its money in different areas.

However, some bank affiliates have 
implied that part of the reason for the 
cancellation of sponsorship was last 
year's adverse media publicity about 
the Longwood tournament and its 
fading quality of play. This ‘negative 
press’ may have combined with the 
fact that a last minute $25,000 in- 
crease in prize money attracted no 
additional big name stars.

The eight new sponsors who have 
combined to save the tournament are 
all local merchants. They are The 
Coca Cola Bottling Company of New 
England, The Fidelity Management 
Group, The Gillette Company, In- 
strumentation Laboratory, The 
Lionel Corp., Marshalls, The 
Shawmut Banks, and Spaulding and 
Slye Corp. 

Since fuss has been made again 
over who isn’t coming to Longwood 
this year, maybe it’s time to concen- 
trate on the players who will be in at- 
tendance. There are many good 
young players in this year’s draw who 
will be names to reckon with in the 
future. It wouldn’t be surprising to see 
one of these virtual unknowns go far 
in this year's tournament. 
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MANUEL ORANTES of Barcelona, 
Spain has dominated Longwood over 
the last two years, winning the title in 
1978 over American Eddie Dibbs and 
last year over Harold Solomon. In the 
last 4 years, this 30 year old clay court 
specialist has played in 17 matches at 
Longwood, winning 15 of them, in- 
cluding his last 12 in a row. Orantes is 
currently ranked in the top 10 players 
in the world. Last year he defeated 
Wojtek Fibak, Arthur Ashe, and 
Harold Solomon in the quarter-finals, 
semi-finals, and final respectively, 
without giving up a set to any of these 
three top stars. In fact, Orantes only 
lost one set in the entire tournament 
last year, in the first round to Chilean 
Belus Prejoux. He returns as the top 
seed and odds on favorite to capture

his third Longwood crown. Only Bjorn 
Borg and Rod Laver have won at least 
three Longwood tournaments. 

JOSE HIGUERAS a fellow coun- 
tryman of Orantes is the 10th ranked 
tennis player in the world. He comes 
to Longwood much improved over 
last year, and ready to win a major ti- 
tle. Three weeks ago Higueras was 
defeated in the finals of the Volvo 
Tournament in New Hampshire by 
Harold Solomon in a third set tie- 
breaker. After losing in the first round 
here to Bob Lutz as an unseeded 
unknown, Higueras began to climb 
which has made him one of the most 
respected clay court players in the 
world. Last year he was Longwood's 
7th seed, and he advanced to the 
quarter-finals before being forced to 
retire with an injury in a controver- 
sial match against Italy's Corrado 
Barrazzutti. Higueras plays a slow, 
deliberate game and is often not 
thrilling to watch, although effective 
in wearing down opponents. 

JOSE-LUIS CLERC is a 20 year old 
Argentinian who has been hailed as 
the next Guillermo Vilas. He is now 
ranked 12th in the world, and has con- 
tinually improved since his debut in- 
ternationally last summer, Clerc was 
seeded 12th in his first U.S. Pro tour- 
nament last year. He pulled one of the 
tournament's big upsets by ousting 
2nd seeded Raul Ramirez in the third 
round in straight sets by scores of 6-3, 
6-2. The tennis world was astounded 
at the ease with which the unheralded 
Argentinian defeated the veteran 
Mexican. However, Clerc fell in the 
quarter-finals to veteran Arthur 
Ashe. Clerc has only matured in his 
game in the last year, and this 
superstar of the future would love to 
gain some exposure by winning a 
Longwood title. 

BALASZ TAROCZKY is the man to 
watch if your Hungarian is better 
than your Spanish. One of the most 
underrated players on the tour, 
Taroczy has already won two Grand 
Prix tournaments this summer and 
has played tough against many of ten- 
nis's top stars. Last year at 
Longwood, Taroczy came into the 
tournament as the 16th seed, but was 
upset in the second round by Austrian 
Peter Feigl by scores of 6-7, 6-0, 7-6. 
Taroczy returns to Longwood to 
avenge this upset and try to win his 
third tournament of the season. 

JOHN LLOYD of England has been 
known better lately for the company 


that he keeps than the tennis he plays. 
Lloyd is, of course, married to female 
tennis phenom Chris Evert. At 
Longwood, this is the only reputation 
that Lloyd has been able to attain. In 
two years of trying, Lloyd has been 
unable to survive even the first round 
of the U.S. Pro. In 1977 he fell to even- 
tual champion Manuel Orantes after 
winning the first set; and in his ap- 
pearance last year as 14th seed, Lloyd 
again was beaten in his opener, this 
time by Chris Lewis of New Zealand. 
It happens that this year’s Longwood 
final falls on Lloyd’s 25th birthday. A 
major title here on the clay would cer- 
tainly be a rewarding present. 


Although doubles has always taken 
a second seat to singles, possibly the 
most exciting tennis will be played 
this year by the twosomes. The South 
African team of Bob Hewitt and Frew 
McMillan are scheduled to appear. 
This team was ranked number one in 
the world off and on between 1967-72, 
dominating the world of doubles dur- 
ing this six year period. Other top 
teams competing will be the 
Australian pairs of Phil Dent and 
Ross Case and also Mark Edmondson 
and John Marks. Edmondson and 
Marks have been semi-finalists in the 
Longwood doubles the last two years 
and were quarter-finalists here three 
years ago. Also two brother teams 
will be in doubles competition. The 
Amritraj brothers from India will be 
joined by John and David Lloyd of 
Great Britain. Over all, the doubles 
here could well surpass the singles 
competition for pure viewer excite- 
ment. 


And finally, Bud Collins will be back 
to make even Balazs Taroczy sound 
like a phenom. 
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Is it possible for a car salesman 
from Newton Highlands to win the 
Champion Sparkplug Road Racing 
Classic in Atlanta, Ga., the highest 
amateur title as sanctioned by the 
Sports Car Club of America. Well, 
Bruce Kapsten thinks so, and after 
five years of competitive racing, he is 
beginning to realize his dream. 

First driving an Austin Healey 
Sprite, Kapsten placed third last year 
in the New England Regionals, and 
took second place honors in the 1977 
N.E. Road Racing Championship. 
Last Labor Day, Kapsten competed in 
the Mayor's Cup in Quebec, Canada, 
and placed fourth. 

Winning almost every race he 
entered, Kapsten decided he wanted 
greater competition, and began driv- 
ing a formula-V racecar. He won his 
last two races with the Sprite, then 
purchased a Caldwell D-13 formula- 
V. Kapsten completely disassembled 
his new vehicle, and rebuilt it to meet 
his own specifications. ‘ 

Kapsten, a resident of 60 Puritan 
Rd, Newton, has driven his 10-foot 
long Caldwell for nearly a year now, 
has made some progress, and has also 
suffered several accidents. 

At Watkins Glen this past June, 
Kapsten finished 11th in a field of 40 
cars in National competition, then 
placed 10th in the Kendall Cup Na- 
tionals in early July. 

But, along with the triumphs, go the 
heartaches. On Memorial Day, 
Kapsten was racing at the Bryar 
Motor Sport Park in Loudon, N.H., 
and was involved in a multi-car acci- 
dent at the start of the race. After get- 
ting untangled, Kapsten re-entered 
the race and finished 15th. 

Last weekend, Kapsten returned to 
New York to compete at Watkins 
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Glen. Half way through the Kapsten 
was involved in a five car battle for 
12th place. Kapsten nearly hit the car 
in front of him, touched his brakes, 
then sped off the track at 90 m.p.h. He 
went through three rows of catch 
Caldwell. fencing then flipped his 

“The Sprite was a heavier car, first 
of all, and it had fenders. If you 
bumped a car it was never critical. 
But, with the Caldwell there are no 
fenders to keep the wheels of co cars 
from eting colliding. In a tight race 
you are wheel to wheel. If these 
wheels touch, one car will be 
catapulted into the air,’’ said 
Kapsten. 

The car that Kapsten drives stands 
three and a half feet off the ground. 
Including the driver, the car must 
weigh at least 1000 pounds to compete. 
Formula-V cars are restricted to 
Volkswagon 1200cc engines. Each car 
has the same hardware, unlike the 
cars Kapsten competed against with 
his Sprite , where a difference in 
engine size would mean the race. 

“In this class of racing, experience 
is the key factor to success. You have 
to know when to use drafting, to use 
the car in front of yours to cut the 
wind for you. You have to know when 
to pull out and pass. With more ex- 
perience, you get to know the track, 
and your car,”’ Kapsten said. 


Kapsten, a salesman for an 
automobile dealer in Brookline, 
reflects on his last year of Formula-V 
racing as a learning experience. 


“To be a national contender, you 
really need a sponsor. The car goes 
through a set of tires at $250 every 
weekend, and to be able to compete, a 
second motor is a necessity,’’ said 
Kapsten. 


Raceware, Inc., and Motor Inc., 
both of Marblehead are Kapsten’s 
product sponsors. But, Kapsten is 
looking for a sponsor to purchase a se- 
cond motor, and to defray tire ex- 
penses. The tires are soft and ‘“‘scrub 
off” in the corners. ‘‘That is why they 
corner so well and so fast,’’ Kapsten 
added. 

At performing speeds, Kapsten's 
Caldwell travels 20 miles per gallon 
and has a maximum speed of 120 
m.p.h. Kapsten practically lies down 
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If Newton's Jimmy Corsi ever gets 
drafted by a professional baseball 
team, he’d better hope it’s one in the 
National League where he can also do 
his own batting. 


During his three-year stint at 
Newton North, there was never any 
question about his pitching. And, he 
swung a mean bat at times, chipping 
in with key hits during the season.

But, 
at the plate, he actually won his own 
game, driving in the Boys’ Club's first 
three runs on a pair of base hits to 
spark a 7-1 triumph over St. Ber- 
nard’s under the lights at Albemarle 
Field.

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Dog Obedience School— Wise Choice 


The family dog has enjoyed the 
children's company all summer long. 
With the return of the big yellow 
school bus, the canines are left behind 
to stare out the window with sad eyes 
and long faces. They must learn to ad- 
just to being left alone for long stret- 
ches. 


Boredom affects dogs who are not 
used to being left behind. A dog owner 
who leaves his pet alone, inside for 
long periods must expect, and not 
blame the animal for relieving 
himself in the house. The owner, not 
the dog, is at fault. 


There are several options available 
for the lonely dog. Get him a pet of his 
own, such as a kitten or a box turtle, 
or try leaving the television or radio 
on. 


If it were possible to ask your dog 
his preference, he would probably 
reply that he, also, would like to go to 
school. Dog obedience school is a wise 
option. A well adjusted pet is one that 
obeys, and receives positive rein- 
forcement for good behavious. 
Boredom is easily subdued when a 
dog is given a chance to perform, and 
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finds that praise and affection are his 
reward for obedience. 


The best approach to teaching dogs 
is to implement love, praise, and 
reward. This method is based on 
motivating the dog to work with, and 
to help the trainer. In order to suc- 
cessfully train your dog it is impor- 
tant to understand training from the 
dog's point of view. One of the most 
difficult things for a good trainer to 
achieve is a feeling in his human 
students of the dog’s personal involve- 
ment in the training program. The 
trainer should be absolutely certain 
that the dog connects the exact error 
with the punsihment. 


Treat a puppy nicely and the treat- 
ment will be reciprocated by the dog, 
which is an essential condition where 
children are involved. Never repri- 
mand a dog unless you are sure he 
knows what is expected of him. Teach 
the dog obedience without physical 
force. Wait until the dog performs 
naturally and then use spoken praise. 


The training of animals (teaching 
them to perform all sorts of entertain- 
ing tricks) is a task that requires 


perhaps a special talent on the part of 
the trainer. Leave guard dog training 
to the highly skilled professionals. 


For general training there are four 
options: 

1) Private training: A trainer 
comes to you and works with you and 
your dog in the home environment. 


2) Group Classes: Attractive 
because of low costs - twenty-five to 
fifty dollars, with from five lessons 
(one a week | to twelve lessons (two a 
week). 


3) Kennel Training: Owner and 
family do not participate. Convenient. 

4) By Book: A common complaint 
of this method is that the variety of 
methods border on chaos. 


The ways and means of professional 
trainers vary a great deal. However, 
there are some things you can be sure 
of: If you pay a fee, you can demand a 
realistic, humane teaching program 
with clear goals; if you follow the 
rules, you can look forward to positive 
results. Check credentials, quiz the 
trainer, challenge theories with good 
common sense and humanity.

Computers Will Help 
Students Plan Careers 


MIANI Senior high school 
students in the Dade County Public 
School system are using a computer 
to help shape their future. 

Using a terminal linked to the 
schoo! district's IBM System/370 
computer, students can identify and 
select career and education 
preferences, and evaluate their in- 
terests and goals. 

Using IBM’s ‘Discover’ career 
guidance program, students can ex- 
plore various occupations at their own 
pace and get information on jobs, 
training, colleges, vocational training 
and financial aid,’ says Alan Olkes, 
executive director of management in- 
formation services for the Dade Coun- 
ty Public Schools. 

But it is more than just a com- 
puterized library of career-related 
facts," he adds. 

“Discover is also a learning tool 
that helps students understand how to 
make decisions and how to evaluate 
alternatives,” 

The Discover program is divided in- 
to three basic sections. 

The first uses computer games and 
simulations designed to help students 
understand how decisions are made 
and lets them practice making deci- 
sions and lets them observe the conse- 
quences, 

“This section will be particularly 
helpful to younger students who are 
beyinning to think about what they'd 
like to be," says Olkes.

The second section of Discover 
enables the student to make decisions 
about his or her career, to narrow 
career choices and get specific in- 
formation on the benefits, limitations, 
duties and prospects in a chosen field. 

In the career-planning section, 
students can use the system to iden- 
tify specific training requirements 
and resources available, to prepare 
themselves to pursue their occupa- 
tion. 


“Whether they're looking for in- 
formation on colleges that have ma- 
jors in specific fields, how to get 
financial aid, where vocational pro- 
grams and apprenticeships are of- 
fered, what military training is 
available, or what continuing educa- 
tion programs might be helpful in a 
given profession, the student can get a 
good idea of how they'll reach their 
objectives,”’ Olkes says. 


According to Olkes, that informa- 
tion is also important to guidance 
counselors advising students on 
future plans. 


“We have one guidance counselor 
for every 450 students in the Dade 
County system, and with clerical and 
administrative responsibilities, that 
doesn’t leave as much time as we'd 
like for counseling. 

“With Discover, students have the 
opportunity to get information before 
seeing their counselors.

Tegulars, supported by tanks and armored 
cars, consolidated their hold cn the Beirut 
port today, ending four days of clashes with 
rightist Christian militiamen.

NEWTON — Swinging around from 
a position that the Weeks Junior High 
School building should be retained 
after the school is closed in 1981, the 
advisory group on Weeks reuse is 
leaning strongly toward recommen- 
ding demolition. 

Weeks Planning Advisory Group 
Chairman Robert Cohen said the sen- 
timent is at this point ‘‘overwhelming- 
ly” in favor of demolition of the 
Newton Centre school. 

The advisory group will hold its 
final meeting the week after Labor 
Day, Cohen said, after which it will 
submit its final recommendation to 
the mayor and the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Cohen said that at its inception, the 
group wanted at all costs to keep the 
building in use, but it has been unable 
to come up with a multiple use for the 
school. 

The building, which occupies 
113,000 square feet of the 169,000 feet 
of school grounds, could house 25-75 


apartments, according to the Plann- 
ing Department. 

The school grounds are exclusive of 
the 11.5 acres of playfields. 

Cohen said the group is in agree- 
ment that apartments would create 
traffic problems. Parking space 
would also be insufficient for more 
than 50 apartments. 

If the building is torn down, the land 
could accommodate 12 or 13 single- 
family, 10,000-foot house lots in 
Residence C district, the zone that 
surrounds the school. 

An opinion of some members of the 
Board of Aldermen is that the Newton 
Free Library should take over at least 
part of the Weeks building, putting the 
main library there and closing the 
Newton Highlands and Newton Centre 
branches. 

Library Director Virginia Tashjian 
and the Library Board of Trustees 
have all along resisted that sugges- 
tion for a variety of reasons, primari- 
ly location. 

Cohen says one use of the land oc- 
cupied by the building could be as 
part of a land exchange with land at 
the other end of the entire property, 
on Paul Street. 

Although there are technical pro- 
blems with transferring plans for a 43- 
unit apartment house for the elderly, 
proposed for Paul Street next to Cen- 
tre Street, to a different site because 
of design, Cohen has asked the Plann- 
ing Department to explore that 
possibility. 

Demolition would also allow an in- 
crease in parking for the playfields, 
Cohen said. One-third of the land 
could be turned over to additional 
parking and the rest could be 
developed with townhouses. 

The existing playfields may not be 
used as other than playground land 
without a special act of the 
Legislature. 

The recommendation of the ad-

China: The amazement

NEWTON — Don’t expect an or- 
dinary answer from Jeff Shapiro or 
Frances Rudnick when they are ask- 
ed about their summer vacations, 
because they are likely to tell you 
about Chinese culture, Romanian 
hospitality, and what Bob Hope looks 
like up close. 

While most college students were 
painting houses or working in 
restaurants on the Cape for the sum- 
mer, Jeff and Frances were touring 
China and Romania with the Brown 
University chorus, which in June 
became the first American collegiate 
chorus to tour the People’s Republic 
of China. Frances and Jeff, both 
juniors at Brown, were left with mix- 
ed impressions about the two-week 
singing tour of China. They were 
pleased with the courteous manner in 
which they were treated, although 
they felt that at times it was a bit too 
much. 

The students had been forewarned 
about the excessive attention that 
would be paid to them during their 
stay, but nonetheless they were un- 
prepared for the mob scenes that 
seemed to follow them wherever they 
went. 

“It was incredible in the stores,” 
said Jeff. ‘As soon as we went to pick 
something up to look at it, this huge 
crowd would form around us. I was 
trying on a pair of shoes one time and 
there were all of these Chinese peer- 


ing over each other's shoulders trying 
to see what I was doing. When I untied 
my shoelaces, the whole crowd 
started murmuring suddenly as 
though I had done something amaz- 
ing.” 

“The salespeople were very 
courteous to us, though,’’ said 
Frances. ‘‘They were eager to wait on 
us but they ignored the natives to do 
it.” 

The excessive accommodation to 
foreigners in China was evident at 
other times, also. The group stayed 
for a time in Canton, which is very hot 
and humid. As the group was leaving 
the hotel to return to Peking, they 
noticed rows of air conditioners still in 
cartons in the hallway, waiting to be 
installed. These kinds of Western- 
style conveniences are becoming 
more common in China due to the in- 
crease in tourism in that country in 
recent years. 

One incident particularly distressed 
Jeff and Frances, leaving them feel- 
ing somewhat guilty for the special 
treatment that they were receiving. 

The group was en route to Shenyang 
from Peking on a train and some of 
the students were making their way 
from the dining car to the sleeping car 
late one night. 

“We had the deluxe coach, which is 
only for foreigners,’ explained Jeff. 
“The natives aren't even allowed to 
see it. We were being led by a police 
officer and as we passed through the 
other cars he would hit the people 
with his stick to get them to move if 


they were hanging in the aisles the 
smallest bit. Some of them were 
sleeping, but they just woke up if he 
hit them, and stared at us as we pass- 
ed through. The really incredible 
thing about incidents like this is that 
they showed no resentment. We felt 
like apologizing.” 

“In Romania we probably would 
have been beaten up,” said Frances, 
remembering the first few days of 
their trip which they spent with pea- 
sant families in a Romanian village. 

“The people there seemed more 
aware of the differences in culture 
and they seemed to resent any special 
treatment that we received. On the 
plane ride over from the States, the 
Romanian stewardesses were very 
gruff, almost mean."’ 

During its two-week stint in China, 
the group gave formal concerts at the 
Central Conservatory in Peking, the 
Worker’s Cultural Palace in She- 
nyang, and at the Youth Palace and 
Conservatory in Shanghai. They were 
enthusiastically received by the 
Chinese audiences, but the chorus did 
not realize how enthusiastically until 
they went to see a ballet performed by 
a professional dancing troupe. 

“We learned that Chinese au- 
diences do not applaud!’’ marveled 
Frances. ‘‘At the ballet, we were the 
only ones who clapped. Also, the au- 
diences thought nothing of talking 
during the performance. They don’t 
seem accustomed to silence of that 
kind.” 

One of their concerts was taped and 


developed for the Housing and Com- 
munity Development Act of 1977. 

This act actually benefited Newton 
far better than its predecessor, the 
Housing and Community Develop- 
ment Act of 1974. In the first year of 
the 1974 program, Newton received 
only $655,000; it did not fare much bet- 
ter in the following two years, What 
made Newton's allocation shoot up to 
$2.1 million in the fourth year? 

Newton's abundant older homes 
were responsible for the increase, An- 
drews explained.

Local officials upset 


Aid formula ° 
blasted here

King administration news releases 
about the ‘‘cherry sheets'’ remind 
local officials of the first two acts of a 
three-act play. There is still more to 
come. 

One day after the state released aid 
distribution figures, Mayor Theodore 
Mann said he is not yet able to assess 
the impact of the receipts on local 
taxes. 


The reason? Missing from the 
preliminary figures are the county, 
water, sewer and_ transportation 
charges which will be assessed 
against the cities and towns. 

Increases in the Metropolitan 
District Commission (MDC), 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority (MBTA) and the Middlesex 
County budget could gobble up much 
of the additional state aid promised 


getting a 13 percent increase in state 
aid and Waltham getting a 23.6 per- 
cent increase in the aid. 


“It’s a favorite trick of the state," 
commented Waltham Mayor Arthur 
J. Clark of the release of information 
about the ‘‘cherry sheets’, so called 
because of the color of the paper upon 
which they're printed. 


But neither Mann nor Clark was 
ready to predict the effect of the 
assistance on local property tax rates. 

Mann suggested that the tax rate 
for the present fiscal year, FY 1980, 
would be ‘‘fairly close’’ to the city’s 
present levy of $170.40 per $1,000 
assessed value. 

“The City of Newton this year en- 
joys a very favorable free cash situa- 
tion because of effective department 
management and increased earnings 
from cash utilization.”

cherry sheet ledgers say, Newton will 
have a tax rate increase ‘‘less than 
the cost of living and that, in itself, is 
a commendable achievement.” 

Clark of Waltham said that 
“without the other figures, I can't tell 
what the tax rate will be.” 

Like Mann, Clark blasted the state 
distribution formulas which, both say, 
are unfair to the majority of cities and 
towns in the Conmonwealth. 

“Some communities picked up 


more than 40 percent (in receipts) 
while others received far less.” 


Right-on-red out for 
most intersections 


NEWTON — Only three intersec- 
tions in Newtou meet state re- 
quirements for right turns on red 
lights, according to Traffic Planner 
David Tannozzini. 

The state law allowing right turn on 
red goes into effect Jan. 1. 

There are 75 signalized intersec- 
tions with pedestrian phases, Tan- 
nozzini said. At such intersections 
state law now says there should not be 
right turn on red, and those intersec- 
tions will be posted against it. 

That means 300 signs will have to be 
put up, one at each corner of the 75 in- 
tersections.

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‘Boatpeople’ topic of concern 
at two-hour Drinan forum

NEWTONVILLE — Quoting Vice- 
President Walter Mondale, U.S. Rep. 
Robert F. Drinan won extended ap- 
plause from constituents Tuesday 
night when he told them: 

“History will not forgive us if we 
fail (to help the boatpeople), nor will 
it forget us if we succeed.” 

The Fourth District congressman, 
home from recent talks with Hanoi of- 
ficials, stirred questions from the au- 
dience regarding the plight of the boat 
people. Speaking at the Newton Arts 
Center, Drinan also commented on 
the nation's energy needs, as he open- 
ed the floor for questions during the 
two hour forum, 

Drinan aide Michael Shea 
evaluated the audience reaction to the 
Hanoi visit, as an open-minded search 
for insight on this complicated issue 
still very close to the American cons- 
cience. 

Shea said the congressman has 
received support in the district not on- 
ly for his efforts to aid these remain- 
ing victims of the war, but for his 
outspoken comments lambasting the 
Vietnamese government for the treat- 
ment meted out to its citizens, par- 
ticularly the ethnic Chinese. 

Drinan, one of the nine con- 
gressmen to visit the Southeast Asian 
country, was quoted during his 
travels as saying: 

“Hanoi's policy of forcing 
thousands of people to leave Vietnam 
is one of the worst violations of human 
rights in this century." Because of his 
remarks, the delegation almost was 
forbad the right to enter that country 

Shea said, however, that according 
to one of the journalists who was part 
of the mission, the Hanoi government 
only was looking for an excuse to pre- 
vent the visit. He said apparently a 
low level bureaucrat originally had 
approved the opening of the doers to 
the U.S., and subsequently, the upper 
ranks panicked, overturning the deci- 
sion when the controversial com- 
ments were made by the con- 
gressman. As demonstrated by the re- 
cent events, Hanoi eventually agreed 
to a sit-down session with the 
American representatives. 

As to how honest the Hanoi officials 
were about why the boatpeople feel 
they must flee Vietnam, Drinan said 
after the forum, ‘I think they were 
being honest from their point of view. 
They want to keep Russian aid...but 
they need us desperately.” Aide Shea 
said Hanoi officials indicated they 
chose Russian assistance out of a fear 
of an attack by neighboring China, 
and because the U.S. had closed its 
doors. 

Whether or not the Vietnamese 
government would follow through on 
its overtures to allow a U.S. consulate 
in Hanoi, Drinan felt remained to be 
seen. Also, from the U.S. perspective, 
Drinan said, 

“It’s not easy to give normalization 
when that country is still at war with a 
neutral nation.” 

Even if an official liaison office is 
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not established, Drinan said 
humanitarian efforts should be inten- 
sified through world agency auspices 
such as UNICEF and the Red Cross. 

The continuing emigration from 
that country may have peaked, 
Drinan added, since Hanoi Leaders 
claimed to have cracked down on 
lower level purge efforts. 

A final audience comment on the 
boat people indicated that some 
voters wre not happy with resettle- 
ment efforts made for the refugees. 
Though Drinan lauded religious 
groups for being on the forefront of 
rescue efforts, a constituent com- 


plained that contrary to popular 
belief, there were several refugees on 
welfare. A Newton area voter criticiz- 
ed the congressman's information 
that most refugees wpo had come to 
this country had jobs and were hard 
at work. Drinan stood behind his com- 
ments, saying that indeed the majori- 
ty which already had been resettled 
were employed. 


The questioner, who said she had 
been working in centers which provid- 
ed aid to the boatpeople, countered, 
that not enough was being done to 
help the refugees in this country. 


False IDs claimed 
in liquor violations 


NEWTON — The Highland 
Beverage Co., 9 Woodward St., 
Newton Highlands, had its license 
suspended Tuesday night for two 
weeks, effective Sept. 10-22, for viola- 
tions of sales of alcoholic beverages to 
persons less than 20 years old. 

The Board of License Commis- 
sioners also suspended the license of 
the Barron Beverage Co., 1142 Beacon 
St., Newton Highlands, for two days, 
Sept. 10 and 11, for the same violation. 

The three violations at the Highland 
Beverage store all involved false 
identification cards, according to 
testimony given at the hearing of the 
Licensing Board. 

On July 17, Police Officer Linda 


Glenn said she and another officer . 


stopped Richard Jensen of Needham 
after he had bought an alcoholic 
beverage because he seemed to the of- 
ficers not to be old enough. He 
presented unacceptable identification 
— a college JD — and later showed 
another ID with a picture of someone 
else on it. 

The salesman at the store, 
Theodore Parker, a wholesale liquor 
salesman who works there part-time, 
said at the hearing he thought the pic- 
ture like looked like the purchaser of 
the beer. The identification indicated 
that Jensen was 21 years old. 

On July 28, Paul Graham of 
Needham bought beer at the Highland 
Beverage. Questioned by Officer 
James Rogers, Jr., he showed a 
driver's license showing him to be 19 
years old. 

The salesman in the store, Paul 
Sheehan, a teacher in Marlboro, said 
the young man had showed different 
identification to him, but police did 
not find the alleged false identifica- 
tion. They searched Graham, Rogers 
said. 

Sumner Pearlman, proprietor of 
the liquor store, said he had asked to 
see identification himself after 
Sheehan had examined the license. A 
police car was parked across the 
street, he said. The so-called license 
seemed in order to him. 
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The third violation occurred Aug. 8, 
when Officer Gregory Wright sold a 
case of beer to John F. Delaney on the 
strength of having been shown 
Delaney’s Connecticut “license” the 
previous night. 

The salesman, again Parker, said 
he thought an out-of-state license was 
acceptable. The Connecticut docu- 
ment showed Delaney to be 20 years 
old. 

Officer Wright said the license pro- 
ved to be phony, but admitted that no 
one could tell who is not familiar with 
a Connecticut license. 

The store has had such problems 
with false identification that it has 
recently installed a camera to take 
pictures of all identification produc- 
ed. 

Asked recently about the extent of 
searches for false identification, 
Police Officer Paul Golden of police 
community services said a full search 
of person and automobile cannot be 
conducted unless a person has been 
placed under arrest. 

Whether or not to arrest a young 
person for buying beer is discre- 
tionary with police, Golden said, and 
police often do not want to arrest the 
young person if it is his first offense. 

Therefore, Golden said, it is possi- 
ble that a false ID may be disposed or 
hidden in a car without knowledge of 
the police.

$1.5m street work 
starting this week 


NEWTON — Street repairs and 
reconstruction will will be starting 
within days in several sections of the 
city, with most of the work concen- 
trated in the “target areas” of the 
federally funded community develop- 
ment program. 

Some $800,000 of community 
development funds have been 
allocated for street repair. and 
reconstruction .and installation of 
curbs and sidewalks on Charlesbank 
Road, St. James Street, Faxon Street, 
Jasset Street and Beech Street, and 
for sidewalks and curbs on Langley 
Road, Jackson Street, Daniels Street 
and some of Cypress Street in Newton 
Centre. 

In addition to community develop- 
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ment street repairs, the city is spen- 
ding $717,000 of city funds on major 
resurfacing jobs on Centre Street bet- 
ween Bellevue and Church streets, 
Lincoln Street between Walnut and 
Woodward streets, and Tremont 
Street for its whole length. 

The resurfacing jobs mean removal 
of the top layer of paving surface and 
laying of a new surface, not simply 
the filling of cracks. 

Lining of water mains is also being 
done, principally in Nonantum, at a 
cost of $$356,000. 

The street projects should be com- 
pleted during this construction 
season, Public Works Commissioner 
Charles Thomas said Tuesday. Some 
of the work has already started. 
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Newton is a co-applicant on the 
Waltham Arts Grant, so Mary is 
essentially ‘‘on loan” from Waltham 
to work on the mural. The Arts in the 
Parks program, which is part of the 
Newton Recreation Department, was 
also involved in the project, and Joan 
Pellegrini. director of the playground, 
organized the ‘‘painters,”’ all children 


from the area, to complete the mural 
after the initial work had been done. 


The entire mural is dedicated to the 
men from the area who lost their lives 
in the Korean and Vietnam wars. The 
45 names of the war dead will be sten- 
ciled on a section of the wall reserved 
for that purpoSe. 


Human services 
proposals sought 


NEWTON — Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann announced today that the 
Human Services Assistance Program 
FY80 funding applications are 
available. Deadline for proposal sum- 
maries is Sept. 4. 

The Human Services Assistance 
Program (HSAP) will offer $140,000 in 
grants to social services programs 
serving residents of designated Com- 
munity Development Neighborhood 
Strategy Areas (target areas). In- 
terested agencies will be invited to 
submit proposals in response to the 
Human Services Advisory Commit- 
tee’s guidelines. 

The Human Services Advisory 
Committee of the Newton Community 
Development Program has adopted a 
strategy for the delivery of social ser- 
vices which designates the priority 
program needs within each 
Neighborhood Strategy Area. In adop- 
ting the above strategy, the Human 
Services Advisory Committee took in- 
to account statistical population data, 
Neighborhood Strategy Area priority 
needs information provided by 
governmental agencies and human 
services advocacy organizations, and 
information on existing services. 

In addition, the committee solicited 
information from Neighborhood 
Strategy Area residents through 
meetings with neighborhood advisory 
committees, questionnaires 
distributed to members of 
neighborhood advisory committees, 
and human services testimony 
delivered at community development 
public hearings. 

Applicants must demonstrate that 
programs proposed for community 
development funding comply with 
federal eligibility and technical 


regulations. Key federal. re- 
quirements are: services primarily 
for residents of designated 
Neighborhood Strategy Areas, 
unavailability of other federal funds, 
and linkage with community develop- 
ment physical development ac- 
tivities. 

The Human Services Advisory 
Committee will be responsive to pro- 
grams which have potential for self— 
sufficiency, have potential for mat- 
ching funds or leveraging capability, 
provide linkages to other critical pro- 
grams, have demonstrated effective 
financial capabilities, devote funding 
to most critical needs, devote funding 
to meet needs identified by 
neighborhood advisory committees, 
give priority to direct services rather 
than enrichment programs, provide 
job training and job opportunities, 
and are cost-effective.

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Legion 
can buy 
city land 


NEWTON — American Legion Post 
440 on California Street, Nonantum, is 
finally going to be able to buy the land 
it thought it was going to get in 1975. 

The post, which has been using the 
32,000 square feet of land for parking 
for the past four years, made an offer 
to buy the land in 1975, and it was ac- 
cepted by the city. 

For unknown reasons, the sale was 
never consummated, and papers lay 
in the Law Department until 1978, 
when the matter came up in connec- 
tion with another piece of city-owned 
land the post would like to buy. 

One of the reasons for the sale’s not 
being completed was a need to obtain 
permission from the State 
Legislature. That was never re- 
quested. 

Since the introduction of the request 
to buy an additional 14,000 square feet 
of what used to be called Victory 
Field, the permission has been obtain- 
ed from the Legislature to sell the 
former playground land. 

The authorization of the Board of 
Aldermen in 1975 for the sale of the 
land was at 50 cents per square foot’ 
the same price the post is willing to 
pay for the new piece of land. 


The new parcel will be used partly 
for additional parking and for a small 
park and tot lot for use by the 
neighborhood. 

The park was a part of the plan for 
the original purchase, but did not 
materialize. 


Ald. Ernest Dietz, chairman of the 


Administration & Planning Commit- 


tee, said at a committee meeting 
Monday night that he wanted to res- 


cind the 1975 order of the Board of 


Aldermen and start all over again 
with the two pieces of land combined 
into one parcel. 


But Ald. Donald Budge was afraid 
that rescission would open the entire 
matter to tampering by the Board in 
contravention of the previous Board's 
intentions. It would certainly delay 
the final sale of the land for a year or 
more. 


Several amendments to the 1975 
order are necessary to make it reflect 
the Board’s intention and to ease the 
way for the sale of the addditional 
14,000 feet. 


A new site plan must be approved, 
showing the relocation of the park; a 
clause must be inserted that returns 
the property to the city should Post 
440 cease to exist; and a time limit for 
consummation of the sale will be add- 
ed. 


A rezoning and a special permit for 
parking in a residential zone will also 
be needed 


The committee voted 6-0 in favor of 
the amendments, with Ald. Robert 


Tennant excused. 


On the offer to buy the 14,000-foot 
parcel the committee voted 6-0 in 
favor of the proposed purchase and 5- 
0 in favor of a waiver of the need for 
an advisory committee to study the 
pyrchase, as required by a revised or- 
dinance governing the sale of city 
land. 


The Finance Committee must set 


the minimum price for the 14,000 feet. 


The post plans to improve the land 
with shrubbery and grass and pave 


the parking area.

Trash rules not specific 


NEWTON — Police complaints 
against residents who put out trash on 
weekends have been refused by 
Newton District Court, Public Works 
Commissioner Charles Thomas said 
Wednesday, and he has proposed to do 
something about it. 

At a meeting of the Public Facilities 
Committee, Thomas said Judge 
Monte Basbas has refused to accept 
complaints from police because the 
ordinance is not specific enough. 

Currently the ordinance says trash 
shall be put out for collection ‘‘on or 
before 7 a.m. of such days as may be 
designated” for collection. 


A throughly literal interpretation of 
that wording might imply that trash 
may be put out several days before 7 
a.m. of the day of collection. 


That’s exactly what happens, and 
Thomas want to make the ordinance 
enforceable, 


He has proposed that the ordinance 
allow trash to be put out after 8 p.m. 
the preceding. night and empty con- 
tainers taken off the street by 8 p.m. 
the day of collection. 


The proclivity many Newton 
residents and businesses have for put- 
ting their rubbish out too early makes 
the city unsightly on weekends and 
adds to the collection burden, Thomas 
said.

« Coletti loses first round 


with 6-1 committee vote 


NEWTON — A petition to legalize a 
third apartment built in an alder- 
man’s two-family house was denied . 
last week by the Land Use Committee * 
ona 6-0 vote. 

Ald. Pau! Coletti of Upper Falls said 
at the meeting that if his petition is 
denied by the full Board of Aldermen 
at its next meeting, Sept. 4, he will 
“inevitably” go to court on the mat- 
ter. 

The decision of the Land Use Com- 
mittee was based partially on the in- 
tent of a 1974 ordinance that allows 
conversion of large houses with large 
lots to use by more than one family, if 
the lot has enough square footage to 
provide for each unit the amount of 
land required for a single house in 
that zoning district. 

The ordinance applied originally 
only to Residence A and B districts 
but has since been amended to include 
Residence C and Private Residence 
districts. Coletti's two-family house is 
in Private Residence district at 34-36 
Columbia Ave., Upper Falls. 


Coletti admitted that he had made 
an error in having the basement of his 
two-family house converted to a 
“dwelling unit” without having a 
special permit from the Board of 
Aldermen. He also failed to obtain 
building permits from the Building 
Department for the plumbing, elec- 
trical, and construction work. 


Coletti has offered to agree to a con- 
dition that would allow the dwelling 
unit, consisting of two large rooms 
with closets, a full bathroom, and ful- 
ly equipped kitchen, to be legalized 
for use by himself and his family, with 
rental being specifically prohibited. 

Coletti lives on the second floor of 
the house. A tenant occupies the first 
floor. 

Coletti also said he was willing to 
have a condition imposed that would 
prevent his selling the house as a 
three-family house. 

If the Board of Aldermen sustains 
the Land Use Committee vote, Coletti

building-code violations, Building 
Commissioner Allan Fraser said at 
the meeting. 


If the petition is approved, the 
plumbing and wiring will have to be 
made accessible for inspection by 
building inspectors. 

The Land Use Committee also dwelt 
at length on whether the ‘‘public 
welfare and convenience” could be 
construed as being served by approv- 
ing Coletti’s petition. 

The public welfare and convenience 
being served is the first criterion for 
granting a special permit and is re- 
quired by the state zoning law. 

Coletti asserted that in his opinion 
the ordinance (Sec. 24-6-h) spells out a 
right to convert his house, and if the 
Land Use Committee is using other 
criteria than contained in the or- 
dinance they are not acting properly. 
cPD Chairman Terry Morris said the 
committee agreed that the intent of 
the amendment, written by Morris, 
was not to allow every conversion that 
is legally possible but to allow conver- 
sions of one- and two-family houses to 
occupancy by more families where 
there is some economic need, which is 
not the case with Coletti. 

Morris said the ‘‘thread of 
economic viability” runs through the 
original ordinance that applied only to 
large estates down through the later 
amendment that allowed conversion 
of smaller properties. 

The original amendment, called Or- 
dinance 30, was proposed specifically 
to save large, old houses that are in 
danger of being demolished because 
they are too large for single-family 
use and cannot be maintained. 

Coletti said his house is 
“uneconomic’’ because his taxes are 
higher than for other houses on his 
street. 

In answer to a question from Ald. 
David Cohen about what benefit 
allowing a third dwelling unit would 
be to the public, Coletti responded, ‘It 
would benefit my constituents and me 
as a Laxpayer." 

“Are you saying you can't carry out 
your duties as an alderman without 


this?" Cho Cohen asked, 

“Yes,” Coletti replied. He explain- 
ed that without the basement unit con- 
stituents and campaign workers will 
have to use the family bathroofh and 
kitchen. Coletti is a first-term alder- 
man. 

Ald. Mark White, not a Land Use 
Committee member, argued that the 
committee should not use the 
criterion of public welfare and conve- 
nience, since ‘very few petitions are 
for the convenience of the public — 
they're for the convenience of the 
petitioner.” 

Morris disagreed and gave ex- 
amples of the gain of open space, low- 
income housinW., and preservation of 
the architectural integrity of 
neighborhoods as reasons for gran- 
ting special permits. 


Ald. Robert Gaynor, the only alder- 
man voting against denial of the peti- 
tion, tried to get the committee to 
disregard the dwelling-unit aspect, 
since Coletti had already said he 
would abide by a condition that there 
could be no rental of the apartvent. 


After considerable discussion with 
Building Commissioner Allan Fraser 
about what constitutes a dwelling 
unit, the committee decided it would 
be authorizing another dwelling unit, 
making the house a three-family 
house, and did not want to do that. 
There are no three-family houses in 
the neighborhood. 

Discussion often erupted into per- 
sonal slurs against the press and 
some members of the committee by 
Coletti that were returned by some 
members. 

When the denial seemed imminent, 
Coletti said he had come to the Board 
because he did not wanv.to do 
anything ‘“‘underhanded” and had not 
“put pressure” on people in the 
neighborhood and gotten petitions 
because, he said, “I thought I had a 
fair chance.” 

The petition would need a vote of 16 
members of the Board of Aldermen to 
be approved. 5

Bottle bill, 
another try 


Supporters of the Bottle Bill are still ac- 
tive on Beacon Hill, but a victory for them 
is far down the road after their near-miss 
earlier this year. 

A proposal to outlaw no-deposit soft 
drink bottles and throw-away, flip-top cans 
was approved by both the State Senate and 
House of Representatives and sent to 
Governor Edward J. King. 

After a period of deliberation in which he 
listened to both sides in the controversy, 
Governor King vetoed the measure, and 
the frustrated Bottle Bill backers lost 
another round in their long fight. 

King will be sitting in the Governor's 
chair at least through 1982, and he ap- 
parently is committed to vetoing any 
similar Bottle Bill if enacted by the 
Legislature and sent to him for his accep- 
tance or rejection. 

The Governor could hardly veto a Bottle 
Bill in 1979 and sign one in 1980, 1981 or 
1982. Aides to Governor King say he was 
fearful that one or both of the two bottle 
manufacturing plants and the one com- 
pany making cans for beer and soft drinks 
might have moved out of the Bay State, 
causing a loss of jobs, if he had signed the 
Bottle Bill. 

Top supporters of the move to ban no- 
deposit bottles and cans say their ranks 
have increased substantially since 1976 
when an initiative petition seeking to pro- 
hibit the use of throw-away bottles and 
cans was defeated by less than six-tenths 
of one per cent. 

They are planning to place another in- 
itiative petition on the ballot, but under the 
Massachusetts Constitution cannot do so 
until 1982 since similar initiative petitions 
cannot appear on the ballot more often 
than every six years. 

To get an initiative petition on the ballot 
next year, its sponsors would be forced to 
revamp it drastically but the end result, a 
bottle bill, would make all their efforts 
worth while. 

Lawns and roadsides covered with 
broken bottles are a common sight and a 
tremendous expense both for private in- 
dividuals and town financed cleanups. 

We firmly believe a bottle bill would be 
most welcome. The sooner the better. 


Advantages 


Is the new Susan B. Anthony silver 
dollar a subtle sign of sexual discrimina- 
tion? 

It’s a lot smaller than either the Ken- 
nedy half dollar or the Eisenhower dollar. 
It doesn’t compare in silver content to the 
big silver dollars of earlier eras. It cost on- 
ly 3 cents to produce while the Eisenhower 
dollar cost 8 cents during a pre-inflation 
time. Like some foreign coins, it is not 
round which is just as well as its size is 
very close to that of the quarter. 

What are its advantages? 

Apologists claim it will last about fifteen 
years instead of the normal 18 months for 
paper dollars. They are easy to stack and 
don’t stick together like paper bills. They 
are hard to copy for would-be 
counterfeiters. They don’t ordinarily blow 
away. 

But it certainly hasn’t demonstrated any 
power for affirmative action. Nor does it 
show a political realization that women 
make up well over half the voting public. 
However, there is that woman on many 
United States coins which pre-dated Susan 
B. Anthony. Possibly the representation of 
liberty as female is more important than 
how much silver is inthe Anthony dollar.

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Tsongas to be Ted’s stalking horse?

BOSTON — “'Ham-handed” was U.S. 
Sen. Paul Tsongas’ cryptic desrciption 
this week of the White House's current 
arm-twisting with Massachusetts 
Democrats over the timing of their 
presidential primary. 

The matter has assumed all the pro- 
portions of a dry-run test of strength bet- 
ween a crippled President Carter and a 
disenchanted Bay State where Ted Ken- 
nedy is crown prince. 

It was in 1975 that the Democratic- 
dominated Legislature decided to move 
the date of Massachusetts presidential 
primaries from late April to March 4, 
from well down in the pack of primaries 
to up near the head of the line. 

The purpose was to increase 
Massachusetts’ influence as an early 
bellwether in the presidential 
sweepstakes and in the process to steal 
some of the thunder and campaigning 
loot from neighboring New Hampshire 
with its always-first-in-the-nation 
primary. 

There was also talk of a regional 
primary to consolidate New England's 
attitude into a composite picture, com- 
ing early enough in the season to 
dissipate the unreality of rock-ribbed 
conservative New Hampshire and get 
some liberal input to the scene. Only 
Connecticut and Vermont showed any in- 
terest. 

As it turned out, Jimmy Carter in 1976 
seized on the existing primary schedule 


to capitalize on the stretched-out 
primaries and caucuses, to outlast the 
pack and to go on to become President. 

At the 1976 Democratic convention 
that nominated him, it was decided to 
hame a commission to explore ways of 
shortening such a gruelling campaign 
race. One proposal was to compact the 
primaries into a tighter time frame, into 
a ‘‘window”’ from March 1/ to June 11. 

But such a foreshortening would close 
to others the long-march route Carter 
himself used to slog his way to victory. It 
would lessen the likelihood of any Carter 
challenger developing momentum in 
early primaries. It would water down 
the impact of another Massachusetts 
defeat for Carter (he came in fourth in 
1976, just about his poorest per- 
formance). 

The Democratic National Committee 
cannot dictate when any state will hold 
its primary, but the next best thing is its 
authority to refuse to seat 1980 conven- 
tion delegates chosen at primaries that 
are ‘‘in non-compliance”. 

These ‘‘reforms"' were adopted by the 
DNC last December at the Memphis 
mid-term convention, then ratified in 
January in Washington, over the objec- 
tions of various Massachusetts national 
committeemen and women. 

Soon the DNC zeroed in on the 
Massachusetts primary irreverence and 
lowered the boom. On July 26, it dispat- 
ched a letter declaring the 
Massachusetts delegate selection plan 
“in technical non-compliance”. 

The gauntlet was flung down. 


Massachusetts Democratic spines bristl- 
ed. The issue quickly mushroomed into 
an eyeball-to-eyeball confrontation bet- 
ween the White House and its puppet, the 
DNC, and the Massachusetts 
Democratic party otherwise known as 
Kennedy Country. 

In the circumstances, the White House 
figured it needed only to contact good 
buddy Tom McGee to get the date swit- 
ched and the state into compliance. 

But the astute House speaker, 
whatever his personal feelings, quickly 
realized he couldn't push his House col- 
leagues through any hoop held by Jim- 
my Carter, so he demurred. 

Time was running out, especially for 
State Committee Chairman Chet Atkins 
who doubles as Senate chairman of 
Ways and Means. Last week, on the eve 
of the five-week legislative break and 
after hearing from Kennedy, Atkins trot- 
ted out of his W&M a bill moving the 
primary to June 3. 

That Wednesday night in the Senate 
when the bill was debated was 
something to behold. Talk about blue 
smoke and mirrors! Though “‘carrying" 
the measure, Atkins argued that no self- 
respecting Democrat should support it 
because the DNC was treating 
Massachusetts differently, holding us to 
the window" but exempting others like 
N.H., lowa and Minnesota. 

There was great levity that night as 
senators proceeded to clobber the bill, 1 
to 25. Still, on paper, the action 
represented the “provable positive 
step"’ the DNC rules demand for a state 





to try to comply. 

Next move is for the state committee, 
by Aug. 31, to draft its carefully phrased 
reply to the DNC's July 26 non- 
compliance missive, then for the DNC's 
Compliance Review Committee to meet 
and respond. 

Reports differ on how the CRC will 
react. Some claim the DNC will 
downplay the fuss and take the line that 
because other states have been exemp- 
ted, Massachusetts will be too. Such a 
stance would take the heat out of a 
media-hyped confrontation with Ken- 
nedy on the latter's home turf. 

One source warns the White House is 
keeping its powder dry awaiting an up- 
turn in the President's popularity and a 
better chance to stick it to 
Massachusetts for good. One ploy, if 
Ma husetts won't budge is to move 
other states up to March 4 and so water 
down the Bay State primary. 

Meanwhile Sen. Tsongas says he's 

thinking of running on March 4 ballots as 
a favorite son to hold Kennedy votes. 
“No,” he said this week in an interview. 
“T haven't talked with Kennedy about 
this.” (Sophisticated politicians don't 
need to “talk"’ about such matters; they 
know what to do instinctively. ) 

“T'll take another look around the first 
of October and decide what to do then,” 
Tsongas said. “You know, the trouble 
with the Carter people is that they cam- 
paigned for the presidency as outsiders 

and they're STILL outsiders, They 
never developed political friends out 
there all around the country."’ 












Honest justice under a Bell

Griffin Bell, the courtly judge who has 
just stepped down as attorney general, 
brought to government the best the 
Carter administration has to offer. In 
running the Justice Department, he has 
been honest, humane and non-political 
with a vengeance. 

By leaning over backwards to be non- 
political, however, Judge Bell left power 
in the hands of political activists lower 
down in the department. So his record 
charts the limits of morality in govern- 
ment, and provides an insight into the 
systematic weaknesses of the Carter ad- 
ministration. 

The good-guy approach finds its chief 
virtue in appointments. Probably the 
outstanding achievement of Judge Bell's 
service as attorney general was the 
designation of a new director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

William Webster, the fellow judge 
whom Bell selected for the post, is an un- 
doubted success. By reorganizing the 
bureau and writing rules of behavior into 
a proposed new statute, he has moved 
far away from the excesses associated 
with J, Edgar Hoover. But Judge 
Webster has managed the transition 
without any loss of professional exper- 
tise or morale. Witness the cracking by 
the FBI last year of a Soviet spy ring at 
the United Nations. 

Probably the blackest chapter in the 
story of Judge Bell’s tenure at Justice in- 
volved the maneuvers which led to the 
ouster of David Marston, the Republican 
holdover as U.S. attorney in 
Philadelphia. But that action was in- 
itiated by President Carter on behalf of a 
powerful Democratic congressman. The 
attorney general was just being a good 
soldier, not acting on his own bat. 

When Judge Bell did act on his own, we 
worked religiously to undo the dirty 
reputation given to the Justice Depart- 
ment by the unabashed meddling of John 
Mitchell and Richard Kleindienst in the 
Nixon administration. He took a non- 
Political stance across the board — and 
with similar results in every case. 
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A notable example in the criminal 
field was the prosecution of Smith 
Bagley, they Reynolds Tobacco heir, on 
charges of fraud. Mr. Bagley had been 
an early financial backer of the Carter 
campaign for the presidency. In order to 
avoid any suspicion of political in- 
terference, Judge Bell and the assistant 
attorney general, Philip Heymann, both 
kept their distances from the case. 

The gung-ho professionals in the 
Criminal Division took over, and 


brought, with much applause from the 
press, a prosecution. It turned out to be 
an exceedingly weak case. The judge 
complained repeatedly about lack of 
evidence, and the 12 jurors eventually all 
voted for acquittal, 

In the anti-trust field, the biggest thing 
going has been a case, instituted by the 
Johnson administration and carried for- 
ward by the Nixon and Ford administra- 
tions, against IBM. That unending case 
involving millions of documents. of a 






highly technical nature, has raised ques- 
tions as to whether litigation is the right 
way to settle issues of industrial policy. 
Judge Bell clearly does not believe it is, 
and in his last days as attorney general, 
he said that if he had not disqualified 
himself from the IBM suit, he would 
have settled with the company. 

But he did disqualify himself — on the 
not very material grounds that his Atlan- 
ta law firm had once Tepresented IBM in 
an unrelated case. He left anti-trust mat- 
ters in the hands of an eager assistant at- 
torney, John Shenefield. Mr. Shenefield 
Is prosecuting the case with a 
vengeance. 

In the civil rights field, there has come 
most recently the case against Mayor 
Frank Rizzo of Philadelphia, and 19 
Members of the city’s Police depart- 
ment, on charges Browing out of brutal 
treatment of minorities, The case cannot 
possibly be brought to trial for months. 
By that time there will have been elected 
one of three candidates in the 
Philadelphia mayoralty election. All are 
Rizzo opponents pledged to reform the 
police. In the interim what the case does

But the case was dear to Assistant At- 
torney General Drew Days III and the 
activists in the Civil Rights Division. 
Judge Bell could not deny them without 
Seeming to be against civil rights. So he 
signed the complaint. 

What these three examples describe is 
the inner history of the whole Carter ad- 
ministration. The president and his men 
Came to office determined to be good 
but without any strategy for governing, 
In the absence of their own strategy they 
had to take the ready-made program of 
the activists who dominate the sub- 
cabinet posts in the administration. That 
Program, in foreign and in domestic 
matters, is essentially the program the 
Country repudiated when it voted 
agolnst George McGovern in 1972, It is

First aid tips wrong

A youngster who swallows poison 
should indeed be rushed to hospital, 
but vomiting should not be induced, 
unless it is known what has been in- 
gested. A caustic substance which can 
burn the esophagus on the way down 
can do the same damage a second 
time if vomiting is induced. The 
substance must be neutralized in the 
stomach before more harm is done. 

A child who is choking should not be 
held head downward and on no ac- 
count should attempts be made to 


dislodge the object with the fingers. 
This only serves to push it further 
down. 

The Heimlich maneuver should be 
performed in all cases of choking. 
This is done by standing behind the 
victim, making a fist with one hand 
and placing it against the victim's ab- 
domen, slightly above the navel. The 
fist should then be grasped with the 
other hand and quick upward thrusts 
should be repeated several times to 
dislodge the object. 

In the case of a younger child or in- 
fant, the maneuver should be 
modified: the child should be placed 
on his back and the upward thrusts 
performed with the fingers of both 
hands instead of the fist.

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Illiteracy caused Benson to hide for last 36 years 


SHADY POINT, Okla, (UPI) — 
D.B. Benson, a 22-year-old country 
boy with a third-grade education, had 
little trouble joining the old Army Air 
Corps in 1942, despite his inability to 
read or write. 

But Benson says illiteracy — not 
considered rare among World War II 
soldiers — was the most important 
factor that caused him to hide for 36 
years in the Kiamichi Mountains of 
eastern Oklahoma. 

The ex-private, now 57, said he 
never returned to the Air Corps from 
a weekend pass because he believed 
he would be shot as a deserter. He 
said he only recently taught himself to 
read from discarded schoolbooks, 
“and I haven't done too good at that.” 

Benson walked out of the wooded 
mountains of southeast Oklahoma 
last week after surviving for more 
than three decades on edible plants, 
small game and occasional stores of 


food from a few select friends, He 
says he should have come out of the 
hills sooner and does not plan to 
return there to live. 

The problem of illiteracy in the 
military may have changed since 
Benson's day, but a civilian specialist 
in armed force legal matters says 
lack of education remains the top 
cause of discipline problems, troops 
being declared Absent Without Leave 
and subsequent bad discharges. 

David Addlestone, director of the 
Veterans Law Center in Washington, 
says more than 75 percent of 
Vietnam-era veterans with bad 
discharges did not have a high school 
diploma. 

“In this day and age, it's a lot more 
difficult to survive without reading 
skills than when Benson enlisted,” 
Addlestone said. “I'd say he has a 
pretty good chance for an upgraded 
discharge if he asks for it.”” 


Benson says he left the Army Air 
Corps, then part of the Army but later 
transformed into the Air Force, 
because his sergeant at Amarillo Air 
Force Base in Texas told him to go 
home. 

The sergeant arranged a weekend 
pass for Benson, gave him a pat on the 
back and told him to go home and wait 
for his discharge, Benson has told 
family members. He kept the pass as 
a memento of his war days. 

But Benson couldn't read the pass 
— neither could most of his family liv- 
ing in the foothills of the Kiamichi 
Mountains — and he was not com- 
pletely familiar with military rules. 
He never returned to Amarillo. 

It was at least a year, Benson says, 
before he realized he had illegally left 
the Army Air Corps. 

Whether or not there was a 
misunderstanding, Benson also says 
the unidentified sergeant told him he 








Nurse forms 
study group 


HIGHLAND PARK, Ill. (UPI) -- Five years ago 
one of nurse Vivian Meehan’s young relatives came 
home from her first semester in college some 25 
pounds lighter than when she left. 

“T was horrified,’ Mrs. Meehan recalled. ‘‘She 
looked terribly skinny. Here was a girl who had 
been slightly overweight — she was about 124 
pounds and 5 feet, 1 inch tall — and had said she 
wanted to diet a little. But now she was less than 100 
pounds and all bony."” 

By the next vacation, three months later, the 
girl's weight had dropped to less than 90 pounds. 

“She said the food wasn't really good, but I 
thought she was even trying to lose more,” Mrs. 
Meehan said. ‘‘She looked like a concentration 
camp victim.” 

The college student was sent to a doctor, who 
diagnosed her affliction as anorexia nervosa — a 
mysterious disorder, considered by many to be an 
emotional problem, that causes its victims to vir- 
tually starve themselves and sometimes later go on 
eating-and-vomiting binges. 

The usually sociable girl began spending most of 
her time alone. She started a vigorous bicycling 
regimen. And eventually she dropped out of college. 
She went to psychological therapy sessions for help, 
but continued her meager eating habits. 

“She just wouldn't eat much — she rarely ate at 
the table, '’ Mrs. Meehan said. ‘‘At her lowest she 
dropped to 70 pounds or so. But she still had energy. 
Once she admitted only eating half an apple a day.” 

The woman eventually got off her starvation 
vigil, but then started gorging herself and vomiting 
condition called bulimia. 

“Combination locks tad to be put on the 
refrigerator and cupboards so others in the family 
could have food,” Mrs. Meehan said. “She would 
eat the equivalent of several persons — once she ate 
10 pounds of hamburger in two and a half days."" 

The young woman is still afflicted with bulimia, 
though her weight has crept back up, Mrs. Meehan 
said. She is trying to conquer the disorder through a 
self-control regimen. 

Mrs. Mechan said her family found the ex- 
perience a bewildering, harrowing tragedy. 

“The whole thing is so frustrating and perplexing 
for the families,"* Mrs. Meehan said. ‘The families 
of anoretics really don’t know where to turn. Most 
of the counseling is done on a one-on-one basis with 
the anoretic and the psychologist. The family is just 
left out in the cold."’ 

So Mrs. Meehan, a nursing superviser at 
Highland Park Hospital near Chicago, formed a 
resource support group — called Anorexia Nervosa 
and Associated Disorders Inc. — to spread 
knowledge and promote research about the 
disorder. 


Green plague 
over in England 


LONDON (UPI) — Members of Parliament, 
basking on their broad terrace overlooking the 
Thames, fled indoors to the safety of the cocktail 
lounges as the green plague struck. All over East 
Anglia women flailed at the airborne invaders in 
what might be described as hand to hand fighting. 

The manager of a frozen food factory in 
Lowestoft had to send his workers home. The open- 
ing ceremony for an oil rig in Great Yarmouth was 
disrupted as a greenish tinge began to cover 
everything in sight there as in many other places on 
a broad front. : 

This was the science fiction opening of an infesta- 
tion of aphids that provided an irritating end to the 
month of July and gave British entemologists an in- 
Kling of what is possible when the enemy is an 
insect. ’ 

The aphid is harmless to humans, though it can 
be a considerable nuisance, but it takes only a little 
imagination to envision the disaster if it had been a 
more aggressive species. 5 

As it happened, the plague had been detected in 
its earliest stages in late May by a team from the 
Cranfield Institute of Technology, using novel 
techniques of radar combined with electro-optics 
plus weather monitoring and field studies of insect 
population. They reported in the magazine New 
Scientist on what they said was ‘a rare 
phenomenon.” 

Taking advantage of favorable weather and the 
absence of the usual large numbers of its most 
dangerous predator, the ladybird, the aphids began 
producing a new generation every 8 to 12 days and 
in only eight weeks had reached the colossal 
number of 800 trillion — 200,000 times larger than 
the entire human population of the Earth, 

Aphids weigh in at thousands to the ounce (gram) 
but the aggregate of its vast numbers led the Cran- 
field team to calculate the weight of the entire 
swarm at more than 200,000 tons and to suggest that 
the insects consumed approximately the same 
Weight of sugar and amino acids from leaf fluids 
every day. 

The effects on the harvest are yet to be 
determined. 

“The public,” they said, “has only become aware 
of this awesome phenomenon by the prodigious out- 
put of the winged form ( of aphid) this year.” 


In the light winds that prevailed they estimated 
one trillion aphids about 1000 tons — in the 
airspace at any one time. 
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would be ‘‘used for cannon fodder"’ at 
the battle front because that’s all men 
who couldn't read maps and charts 
were good for. 

The ex-private's nephew, Will 
Stacy, who convinced Benson he 
would not be shot if he came in from 
the wildnerness, blames the Army Air 
Corps for accepting Benson.

Addlestone said he was not surpris- 
ed the Stacy family had numerous 
problems dealing with depths of the 
miilitary bureaucracy. He said all 
three military branches gave ‘‘a hell 
of a lot” of bad discharges in the 
1940s. World War II veterans could 
not get upgraded discharges, he said, 
due to a 15-year deadline but Congress 
this ycar suspended the statute of 
limitations. 

For this year only, because of the 
congressional action, World War II 
veterans can obtain upgraded 
discharge papers. 

‘Most of the veterans from the ‘40s 
don’t even know they can apply to 
have an upgrade,” Addlestone said. 

“For some reason, we've found kids 
from rural areas with the most per 
capita bad discharges,’’ Addlestone 
said. He speculated that recruits from 
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rural areas may have had problems 
with strict military discipline. 

Other than his inability to read, 
Benson says he had nv trouble in the 
Army Air Corps. He said most of his 
trouble was while he was on the run 
from the military. 

He never married, never held a full- 
time job and allowed most of his 
relatives, who lived within a few 
miles of his mountain hideaways, to 
believe he was dead.

WESTON—From fighting a televi- 
sion station and a foreign government 
to forecasting the weather and father- 
ing six daughters, Weston resident 
Dr. Fred Ward Jr., has a penchant for 
predicaments. 

Ward comes into our homes on the 
weekends when he forecasts the 
weather on Channel 7. He used to 
come into our homes every 
weeknight. The fact that he no longer 
does is the reason he has filed an age 
discrimination suit with the 
Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination | MCAD). 

The 49-year-old Ward charges that 
the station is trying to edge him out of 
the shows because he is too old ac- 
cording to the standards of the sta- 
tion's parent corporation, WRKO. 

This is the second time Ward has fil- 
ed against the company In 1975, he 
also charged age discrimination. Stu 
Siroka was being preened by the sta- 
tion as the new meteorologist, ac- 
cording to Ward. Ward was asked to 
resume the weeknight forecasting 
when Siroka was relieved and the suit 
became a moot one. 

However, within the last year and a 
half, Ward says, Harvey Leonard has 
gradually been given Ward's nights 
and Ward has decided to fight age 
discrimination again. 

“I'm insulted by their stupidity, 1 
think it’s unfair and it’s partly 
because I'm ornery,”’ Ward, sitting in 
his Concord Road kitchen. explains to 
The News-Tribune, as his feelings 
behind the suit. ! ‘‘I think they're gon- 
na lose it in the end but it's going to 
take a long time. It could get very nas- 
ty too but I've got as thick a skin as 
anyone around and I think I can take 
it,’” he says. 

Ward is not alone in his fight. 
Another Channel 7 employee, Ken 
Wayne who covered the State House 
for the show, has also filed an age 
discrimination suit with the MCAD. 
Wayne has recently been replaced on 
the air by a younger reporter. 

Noting that many people in the 
television news racket will be facing 
the same kind of disposal methods, 
Ward says his co-workers are behind 
him but adds, *‘How far?" 

“I think the others at the station 
would like to see this case won but 
they're not going to stick their necks 
out. 

“Everyone calls me about this—I 
end up spending half my time as an 
age discrimination counselor,’ he 
says goodnaturedly. 

Even though he has his hands in 
severa] pockets through consulting 
services and developing a new 
business in Bedford called Weather 
Service International, Ward makes a 
strong point for pursuing the case. 

“When my connection with Channel 
7 is severed, I have to say it that way 
because I don’t know how this will 
work out, I can say there will be no 
other job on TV for me. If I didn't 
have my other job to turn to, I could 
end up on welfare,"’ Ward says. 

One of Ward's consulting jobs once 
had him a prisoner of the Venezuelan 
military government. Nesspaper 
headlines carried the government's 
allegationa that Ward was a C.I.A. 
agent. 

“I was down there with another 
fellow for a Baltimore firm, TCOM. 
We were supposed to check out an 
area where the company wanted to 
put up weather balloons under con- 
tract for the Venezuelan government. 
We were in a spot that could only be 
reached by boat or plane,” says 
Ward, recalling the incident. 

“We had a very young interpreter 
A lack of communication with the 
government and no introductions to 
the people in the village made them 
suspicious. We were picked up and 
thrown into a military jail first, they 
charged, for being C.I.A. agents and 
when that fell through, for having 
tourist visas instead of work visas. 

“We were transported éo Caracas lu 
another jail where friends finally got 
us out after a week,” Ward saya. "We 
were treated well but I finally started 
telling them “that I was angry about 
being there because | had better 
things to do with ny time.” 

Ward recently retired from his job 
with the Air Force Geophysics 
Laboratory at Hanacom Air Force 
Base after 27 years. I$itially he 
moonlighted as a TV weatherman

Doctor Fred Ward 
weathers the storm

EAST GREENWICH, R.I, — Out- 
side, the air is laced with the smell of 
salts water and seafood being 
prepared. 

The water is choppy because of the 
high winds. Sailboats and yachts rock 
with the waves. 

Motorboats pull up to the dock, and 
one or two men jump out to pull 
wheelbarrows over to the side of the 
boat. 

And then the action begins. 

Quickly, gunnysacks are heaved in- 
to carts and wheeled into Finn Enter- 


prises by men half-clad in black div- 
ing suits and still smelling of ocean 
waters. 

Once inside, the sacks are loaded 
onto an oversized shovel-shaped 
scale, They are loaded with quahogs. 

(Pronounced ‘‘ko-hogs,"’ it is an In- 
dian, and commonly accepted Rhode 
Island, word for the hardshell, edible 
clams harvested from Narragansett 
Bay.) 

“That's 61 on the necks," Andrew L. 
Gastrow calls out. Bruce Cooley jots 
down the nuntber. 

The quahoggers stand by waiting 
for their catch to be weighed and the 
payoff calculated. Meanwhile, 


Gastrow useds a large hose to wash 


off the clams and bag them. 

“They (quahoggers) won't tell you 
how much they make, But many of 
them make as much as $100 a day,” 
Cooley said. 

Warren B. Finn Jr., owner of the 
$2.5 million a year business, or- 
chestrates the operation like a 
maestro conducting a symphony. 

He barks out all that is needed to fill 
the orders as they come in, then wat- 
ches to make sure the 60-pound bags 
of clams and the larger quahogs are 
correctly loaded onto waiting trucks. 

At times, water is still dripping 
from the bulging bags as they are car- 
ried out. 

Finn has owned the business for 35 


Even clamming business has middle-man 


years. In all, Finn and his father have 
been shellfish wholesalers for 50 
years. 


His operation supplies shellfish to 
restaurants and markets throughout 
New England as well as to individual 
customers who walk in off the street. 

The quahoggers are secretive about 
how much they earn and places they 
dive and rake for clams. But when it 
comes to talking about Finn, they 
can't seem to praise him enough. 


“T've been here in the quahogging 
business for four years now and I've 
always done business with Finn,"’ one 
man said, cautiously retaining his 
anonymity. 











because, he says, “‘It’s difficult to live 
on a government salary with six kids 
in Weston.” 

Although he was a poor student in 
high school, he managed to get a full 
scholarship to the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. He took up 
because it was the only program of 
study which did not require courses in 
mechanical drawing and chemical 
engineering.

Public Schools. 

“He fought our with all of 
teachers,"’ says 21-year-old Janet as 
her father's blue eyes and television 
snile light up. Janet also confides that 
she does not watch her dad on TV. ‘I 
watch Channel 4, I like it better,"’ she 
says. 

A proud father, Ward says he 
pushes the girls to excel in school and 
go to college.

But so far I’ve 
gotten away without them. | 

“It’s an article of faith,’ Ward ex- 
plains about the station's attitude | 
toward older newscasters. . ‘‘They 
want to get the younger audience. 
They xant to attract females aged 18 
to 35 and everything is aimed at 
them.” 

Ward says many people call him up 
when they do not like the forecast he 
has given’ particularly shop owners in 
tourist towns who say business drops 
off if Ward predicts inclement 
weather. 

He also says people want him to 
change the forecast when it is bad. 
“Basically people think that we make 
the weather. They really like to think 
that we can change it’ Ward says. 

One woman, according to Ward, did 
think Ward has omnipotent control 
over the weather. 

“She called me up because her 
daughter was getting married in 
three weeks and she wanted me to 
make sure the weather xould be good. | 
I told her that wasn't really in my 
power but she insisted it was so I told 
her I would try. 

“That Saturday came and it just 
happened to be a nice day. She called 
me back and thanked me," Ward 
says. 

‘There have been many highs and 
tmuny lows for “Dr. Fred," as the 
friendly character on the TV is called. 
When he weathers his latest predica-

Not long ago anyone who wanted to 
cook authentic ethnic food needed to 
find the side street food stores that 
sold the ingredients. If supermarkets 
carried any of them, they usually 
were relegated to a small ‘‘gourmet”’ 
shelf. 

Today Americans are buying 450 
million pounds a year of that exotic 
Mid-Eastern specialty, yogurt. Pita 
bread, flour tortillas, fresh bean 
sprouts and canned green chilis are 
available nearly everywhere. 

From supermarket sales to cooking 
schools to tableservice restaurants 
where Italian cooking ranks next to 
steak and seafood, ethnic eating and 
cooking are at the height of populari- 
ty.

3 tablespoons sliced green onions 
with tops 

Y% cup catsup 

% teaspoon salt 

% teaspoon curry powder 

Dash pepper 

1 small tomato, chopped 

legg, slightly beaten 

In 10-inch skillet, brown ground 
beef; drain. Stir in bambo shoots, 
green onions, catsup, salt, curry 
powder and pepper. Simmer un- 
covered over medium heat for 5 
minutes, stirring frequently.

Broiled Fish with Deviled Cheese 

Glamorize fish with a great topper. 

2 pounds fish fillets 

Butter, melted 

1 cup (4 oz.) shredded Cheddar cheese 

2 tablespoons chili sauce 

1 tablespoon prepared mustard 

1% teaspoons prepared horseradish 

Place fish on buttered broiler pan. Brush fillets 
with butter. Broil 8 to 10 minutes or until fish 
flakes easily with fork. Combine remaining in- 
gredients; mix well. Spoon on fish. Broil 2 to 4 
minutes or until cheese begins to melt and 
browns lightly. 8 servings. 

Halibut Parmesan 

Lemon, yogurt and Parmesan provide the top- 
ping. 

2 to 2% pounds halibut steaks, cut 1-inch thick 

2 tablespoons all-purpose flour 

1 carton (8 oz.) plain yogurt 

1 can (10% oz.) condensed tomato soup 

% cup grated Parmesan cheese 

1 teaspoon grated lemon peel 

4% teaspoon salt 

Place fish in a 3-quart shallow baking dish; set 
aside. Stir flour into 's cup yogurt. Stir in re- 
maining yogurt, soup, cheese, lemon peel and 
salt.

Rate hike tightens money 


By DONALD H. MAY 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Federal Reserve, seeking to curb in- 
flation, is tightening money and credit 
another notch. 

Thursday it raised the discount rate 
— the interest it charges on loans to 
its member banks — from 10 percent 
to an all-time record 10.5 percent ef- 
fective today. 

It was the second such rise this 

year, and it prompted immediate con- 
troversy. 
- Rudy Oswald, an AFL-CIO 
economist, said in an interview the 
move will aggravate the current 
recession by raising interest rates 
generally, making it more expensive 
to get a mortgage and for busincss to 
borrow money to finance production. 


Higher interest rates, Oswald 
argued, may well add to the infla- 
tionary spiral, instead of decreasing 
it 


Since early 1978, he noted, the dis- 
count rate already has been raised 
from 6.5 percent to 10 percent. 

“During that period,” Oswald said, 
“inflation didn’t go down at all. It ac- 
celerated.”” 

But David M. Jones, an economist 
with the New York firm of Aubrey G. 
Lanston Co., favors the move. 

“In view of the excessive money 
growth, high inflation and the continu- 
ing weakness of the dollar, thé 
board's action is entirely ap- 
propriate,” he said. 

The Treasury called the action 
“understandable.”

given me $5,000 to find a 
quarterback,"’ the elder 
Elway said, ‘‘and every 
morning I sit across the 
breakfast table from the 
quarterback who's go- 
ing to beat me for the 
next four years." 

Jack Elway knows he 
created his own 
monster. 

Since John was a tod- 
dler, Jack would take 
him along to football 
games. He taught his 
son to throw a football 


and encouraged him to 
become a quarterback. 
John took the cue and 


soared to enormous 
heights. 
As a junior at 


Granada Hills, Calif., 
High School, Elway 
passed for 3,039 yards. 
He missed five games 
as a senior and passed 
for 1,837 yards. In those 
two years he completed 
422 of 723 pass attempts. 
He was named an All- 
America in three dif- 


ferent polls and was 
named Southern 
California Athlete of the 
Year. 

Last Saturday night, 
in the Southern Califor- 
nia High School All-Star 
Game, Elway fired four 
touchdown passes and 
completed 23 of 37 pass 
attempts to break the 
record set by Vince Fer- 
ragamo, now of the Los 
Angeles Rams. Elway’s 
363 yards passing was 
one short of Fer- 


ragamo’s record for the 
game. 

The reason he missed 
five games as a senior is 
a story in itself. Elway 
injured his right knee 
playing varsity basket- 
ball and reinjured it 
playing baseball, which 
many scouts said is his 
best sport. He batted 
.951 and .491 in his last 
two high school seasons, 
was named Los Angeles 
Player of the Year and 
drafted in the 18th round 


by the Kansas City 


Royals. 
But the 19-year-old 
Elway, who said he 


hopes to be drafted by 
both the NFL and major 
league baseball when he 
graduates from Stan- 
ford, made up his mind 
to play college football 
and has set lofty goals 
for his Stanford career. 

“I'm not planning on 
being the starter im- 
mediately,’ he said, 
“but I'd like to start 


halfway through this 
season. If I don’t get the 
job my first year, I 
definitely will be the 
starter next season.” 
Elway, who received 
scholarship offers from 
countless schools, con- 
sidered San Jose State, 
but only because his 
father was the coach. 
Long ago he decided the 
Pacific-10 Conference 
was to be his 
showground, and_ his 
father’s unintended in- 


fluence did not change 
his decision. 


“It was a hard deci- 
sion,” he said. ‘There 
would be a lot of pro- 
blems playing for my 
Dad but alsoa lot of high 
points. 


“T just decided I 
wanted to play in the 
Pac-10. I had considered 
USC and Washington, 
but the offense Stanford 
utilizes and the educa- 
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tion it offers made the 
difference. 


Stanford's second 
regular season game 
this year is against San 
Jose State. The younger 
Elway may not be a fac- 
tor that early in his col- 
lege career. But Elway 
the coach knows that 
someday he will have to 
attempt to stop Elway 
the quarterback. 


“We're both tough 
competitors," he said.

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Maine hires St.Clair to 
fight Indian land claims 


AUGUSTA, Maine 
(UPI) — The Maine at- 
torney general's office 
has hired former Presi- 
dent Nixon's Watergate 
attorney, James St. 
Clair, to defend the state 
against a 12.5-million- 
acre Indian land claim 
suit in the event the case 
goes to trial. 

The announcement, 
made Wednesday by At- 
torney General Richard 
S. Cohen, immediately 
hightened concern that 
the state and the two In- 
dian tribes may be 
unable to reach an out- 
of-court settlement. 

Before leaving office, 
former U.S. Attorney 
General Griffin Bell 
said if the Maine case 
ever went to trial, it 
would be the most corn- 
plicated and drawn-out 
legal matter ever 
litigated in the United 
States and could take up 
to 20 years to resolve. 

The case has already 
clouded land titles 
across much of the state 
and legal experts have 
said a trial could jeopar- 
dize all real estate tran- 
sactions in the disputed 
area. 

A trial could also pit 
St. Clair against Ar- 
chibald Cox, the former 


special Watergate pro- 
Secutor before being 
dismissed in the 1973, 
saturday Night 
Massacre," who is now 
co-counsel for the 
Indians. 

The Penobscot and 
Passamaquoddy tribes 
filed suit in federal 
court in 1974, claiming 
12.5 million acres — 
roughly the northern 
two-thirds of Maine — 
were taken from them 
without congressional 
approval in violation of 
federal law more than 
190 years ago. 

A proposed out-of- 
court agreement drawn 
up by former Sen. 
William D. Hathaway, 
D-Maine, was tentative- 
ly accepted by 
negotiators last fall. It 
called for a settlement 
of $62 million to be paid 
the Indians from the 
federal government, but 
tribal representatives 
recently asked to have 
the settlement increas- 
ed to as much as $8 
million. 

Cohen announced 
Wednesday he hired St. 
Clair — with Gov. 
Joseph E. Brennan's ap- 


proval — because of his 
experience in Indian 
law.

Green Thumb

African Violet woes: 
Here are some pro- 
blems reported to us 
concerning America's 
No. 1. house plant, the 
African violet. (1) Scor- 
ching and yellowing of 
leaf edges. Due to tOo 
much direct sun in sum- 
mer, Filter the light 
with a curtain or move 
the plants to a less 
bright spot. (2) Yellow- 
ing of entire foliage. 
Due to lack of humidity, 
excess fertilizer or over- 
watering. Clay pots will 
build up salts. Knock the 
soil ball out of pot and 
drench it a few seconds 
under a faucet. Repot in 
fresh soil mixture. Feed 
plants less often—abvut 
half the amount stated 
on the label. Grow 
plants on a tray of peb- 
bles or perlite, with a lit- 
tle water in the bottom. 
(3) Spots, colored mark- 
ings, yellowed leaves 
are all signs of unwater- 
ing. Remove dainaged 
foliage and pour water 
over the entire soil sur- 
face slowly until excess 
water drains out of holes 
in the bottom. Allow soil 


surface to dry before 
another thorough. 

Centipedes, etc.: 
We've been asked to 
comment on two pests 
that are found in 
basements of our 
homes’ centipedes and 
millipeds, The 
‘‘thousand-legged 
worms'’ are called 
millipedes, easily iden- 
tified by their many 
legs. They are about | to 
| and a-half inches long, 
have a rounded edge, 
and are slow moving. 
These can build up in 
potted plants, feeding on 
plant parts. More fre- 
quently, they feed on 
decaying Organic mat- 
ter. They can be a 
nuisance in large 
numbers. No, they do 
not bite. 

The other pest, Cen- 
tipede or ‘‘Hundred- 
legged worm" also has 
many legs, being flat, 
brownish and very 
fasting moving. They 
are about a quarter to 
two inches long. These 
animals are not plant 
pests, but do feed on 
many insects and insect 
relatives, thus are

Newton telephones join 
‘Super Switcher’ network 


NEWTONVILLE — A new ‘Super 
Switcher’’, capable of routing huge 
volumes of long distance calls at 
velocities approaching the speed of 
light, is now serving telephone users 
in the Newton area as well as 
throughout eastern and central 
Massachusetts. 

The new equipment, which recently 
went into service, also has the poten- 
tial for providing a variety of new 
communications services. 

Known as the Number 4 Electronic 
Switching System, the equipment is 
located at 250 Bent St., Cambridge. 
Owned by AT&T Long Lines, the Bell 
System unit for interstate and inter- 
national communications, it is the 
first such system to be installed in 
Massachusetts. 

Plans call for another in Springfield 
in 1980. Together, they will handle 
most of Massachusetts’ interstate 
Jong distance calling. 

The 4ESS has been nicknamed the 
“Super Switcher" because of its in- 
credible speed. It can connect 150 
calls every second, about 550,000 an 
hour, which is four times the capacity 
of the most advanced long distance 
switching equipment previously in 
use. 


One of the largest and most com- 
plex projects ever undertaken by 
private industry, the Bell System’s 
development of the equipment, at a 
cost of $400 million, is a step toward 
the telephone network of tomorrow. A 
total of 115 such systems are to be in- 
stalled nationwide by 1985. 

The ‘‘Super Switcher” will be an in- 
tegral part of a computer-based, pro- 
grammable telecommunications net- 
work. It will help usher in a new era in 
communications, where customers in 
homes and offices will access com- 
munications services unheard of a 
decade ago. 

By the mid-1980's, special services 
for residential customers may include 
the ability to program certain 
numbers to produce a distinctive ring 
on telephone calls, identifying them 
as priority calls. Telephones also 
could be “‘instructed"’ to accept cer- 
tain collect calls without the help of an 
operator, Other planned features in- 
clude automatic re-dialing of long 
distance calls when numbers are busy 
and a ‘‘do-not disturb” feature that 
would automatically record and store 
calls during certain periods. 

Ultimately, the network could pave 
the way for home communications

For businesses, the all-electronic 
network will be the key to providing 
the “office of the future,’ where 
voice, data, and video communica- 
tions are by a single communications 
system. 

In addition to helping the Bell 
System hold down future long 
distance rates, the system also is an 
energy saver. When operating at full 
capacity, Super Switchers, compared 
to its electromechanical 
predecessors, will save enough 
energy annually to supply the elec- 
trical needs of 2,000 average homes 
for a year. 

It also requires only one-fifth the 
space and one-third the maintenance 
cost of older machines handling the 
same volume of calls. 

The new switching system was 
designed by Bell Laboratories and 
manufactured by Western Electric. It 
is one of a family of electronic swit- 
ching systems designed to handle 
both local and long distance calls.

Anyone can suffer 


‘swimmer’s ear’ 


BOSTON — You don’t have to be 
Mark Spitz or Buster Crabbe or 
Esther Williams or Diana Nyad to be 
a victim. You don’t even have to like 
the water very much, 


Many people who never go near the 
ocean or the neighbor's backyard pool 
still suffer from “‘swimmer's ear.” 


External otitis, or ‘‘swimmer’s 
ear,” is an infection of the skin of the 
outer ear canal. It is most often caus- 
ed by excessive moisture in the ear 
canal, and is not necessarily con- 
tracted after swimming. 

Dr. Gerald Healy, otolaryngologist- 
in-chief at Children’s Hospital 
Medical Center in Boston, said that 
some people have a predisposition to 
the condition because their ears do 
not produce enough cerumen (ear 
wax) to keep the ear canal properly 
lubricated. In these people, “the skin 
of the external ear canal becomes too 
dry, and flakes — like dandruff,” says 
Healy, ‘‘and the skin can become in- 
fected from accumulation of the 
debris."” 


What most often happens in exter- 
nal otitis, however, according to Hea- 
ly, is that “too much moisture pro- 
duces changes in the thin skin of the 
ear canal, making it susceptible to in- 
fection by bacteria or fungus.” 

Symptoms of ‘‘swimmer's ear”’ are, 
says Healy, ‘ear pain — which is in- 
tensified by tugging on the ear 


redness in the ear canal, and 
discharge from the ear."’ 

Healy says that the first step in 
treating the condition is to ‘‘avoid get- 
ting water in the ear until the infec- 
tion is completely gone.” 

He suggests that, when taking a 
shower or washing hair, it is impor- 
tant to place a piece of cotton in the 
ear and cover the cotton with vaseline 
to make the entrance to the ear canal 
water-tight. 

“This assures that the external ear 
canal will stay dry,”’ he said. If infec- 
tion occurs, Healy advocates the use 
of medicated ear drops, which contain 
antibiotics and cortisone to clear up 
the infection and relieve ear pain. 

For most people, preventing exter- 
nal otitis is simply a matter of keep- 
ing the ear canal dry. Those who 
regularly get water in their ears, 
especially swimmers in chlorinated 
pools, should wear ear plugs. 

“A drop or two of rubbing alcohol 
introduced into the ear after swimm- 
ing helps dry up any excess moisture; 
it is also a mild antiseptic, and helps 
keep the canal clean," says Healy. 

A further preventive measure for 
protection aguinst external otitis is 

“periodic flushing out of the ear canal 
with an acetic acid solution."’ Healy 
says this is often recommended for 
those predisposed to the condition. 

Swimmer's ear is not contagious, 


but should be treated promptly and | 


thoroughly.

Sports physicals in 
Newt ‘nscheduled 


As the month of 4 nears an 
end, signs of baw school, 
homework and football guines begin 
to appear. 

To help make the transition from 
summer into fall a safe one, the 
Newton Health Department will offer 
physicals to all Newton high school 
students who have not had their 
sports physicals from their family 
physician. During the last week of 
August, physicians from the com- 
munity will join the school nurses of 
the Health Department at Newton 
North and South High School and 
Newton Catholic High School to give 
the physicals. 

The sports physical, mandated by 
Massachusetts law, serves two func- 
tions. The physician and nurse can 
assess the current health status of the 
student as well as learn about 
previous injuries and health problems 
which may be affected by the stu- 
dent's participation in sports. 

The staff will be particularly con- 
cerned about orthopedic injuries, 
heart problems and diabetes. Treat- 
ment by the family physician will be 
recommended if any such problems 
are detected. 

Each student is asked to bring a 
consent form signed by a parent or 
parents, to the examination. The con- 
sent forms are available from the 
Health Department or the coaches at 
each high school. All reports will have 
to be on file with the nurse before the 
student can participate in practice. 

The schedule for sports physicals is 
as follows: Newton South students at 
Newton South High School, August 24, 


8;30-11:30 a.m.; Newton North 
students at Claflin School, August 27, 
29, 8-11 a.m.; Newton Catholic 
students at Newton Catholic High 
School, August 30, 8-10 a.m. 


Physicals for junior high students 
will be done during the first and se- 
cond weeks of September.

BOSTON — The Children’s Hospital 
Medical Center has announced that it 
will establish a Birth Defects and 
Genetic Counseling Center to provide 
services to families and patients with 
genetically influenced or genetically 
determined diseases. 

The program will also provide in- 
formation and educational services 
for area physicians and for the lay 
public 

The new center will coordinate a 
complete range of genetic services at 
the hospital, using the resources of 
the Division of Clinical Genetics at 
Children’s Hospital. Working with 
practicing physicians, community 
hospitals, neighborhood health 
centers, and other health-related 
facilities, the new center plans to in- 
augurate an outreach network to pro- 
vide a wide range of genetic services 
to the community, including genetic 
counseling and educational courses. 
This community-oriented approach 
will “use a combination of local 
resources supplemented when 
necessary by the additional support 
services of the Children’s Hospital 
Medical Center. 

Eventually, the service will be staf- 
fed by a team which will include 
physicians, geneticists, genetic 
associates, social workers, 
psychologists, nurses, and other 
health care professionals specially 
trained to deal with patients and 
families having genetic concerns. 
People at risk for birth defects and 
other genetic disorders will receive 
counseling to guide them in making 
informed decisions based on what 
they determine to be the best course 
of action for themselves and their 
family.

ALBERT 
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Class action suit asks bill 


of rights for emotionally 
disturbed children 


BOSTON — The Juvenile Law 
Reform Project has brought suit in 
the U.S. District Court to assert a bill 
of rights for emotionally disturbed 
children, according to Russell Dunn- 
ing, Director of the Project, Attorney 
Paula Cosgrove, and Sen. Jack 
Backman, Chairman of the Human 
Services Committee. 

The class action brought on behalf 
of all emotionally disturbed children 
of Massachusetts was filed against 
Governor Edward J. King, Patricia 
R. Harris, U.S. Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare , Robert Okin, 
Commissioner of Mental Health, 
Gregory Anrig, Commissioner of 
Education and Charles F. Mahoney, 
Secretary of Human Services. 

Sen. Backman has requested the At- 
torney General of Massachusetts to 
assign counsel from his office to 
assert the rights of the children who 
have been deprived of their constitu- 
tional rights. 

Sen. Backman stated: ‘The abuse 
and neglect of innocent emotionally 
disturbed children is a crime against 
humanity. I receive complaints and 
pleas for assistance from judges, as 
well as parents, for children who are 
not receiving proper care for emo- 
tional problems from the Department 
of Education and the Department of 
Mental Health.” 

In a letter to Attorney General 
Francis X. Bellotti, Sen. Backman 
stated, ‘‘Without exception, every 
judge in Massachusetts dealing with 
children who have emotional pro- 
blems, knows that today there are not 
adequate facilities and programs in 
Massachusetts to treat these children 
who come before their court. Many 


judges in Massachusetts have told me 
that they cannot properly carry out 
their responsibilities to emotionally 
disturbed children in need of services. 

“The Chief Justice of the 
Massachusetts District Court should 
appoint a special committee of judges 
to file its report in the law suit. Under 
these circumstances, the Attorney 
General cannot assume the tradi- 
tional role of defending the establish- 
ment which has failed. The Attorney 
General must assign his best lawyers 
and investigators to protect the rights 
of helpless children whose constitu- 
tional right to care has been violated. 

“Psychiatrists have stated openly 
to me that if the mental health pro- 
grams and personnel were adequate, 
they would not have to handcuff 
children to beds or keep them in 24- 
hour seclusion for months. 

“Hundreds of children with severe 
emotional problems do not have an in- 
dividualized treatment program. 
Thousands of children do not have a 
treatment program that is being car- 
ried out. 

“Representatives of the Depart- 
ment of Mental Health, in Certificate 
of Need proceedings, publicly state 
that neither the Department of Men- 
tal Health nor the Department of 
Education at present have programs, 
capacity, personnel to treat children 
with severe emotional problems. 

“The tragedy of innocent emo- 
tionally disturbed children, who are in 
large part the result of a cruel en- 
vironment, being neglected, abused, 
rejected and warehoused by the 
Department of Mental Health and the 
Department of Education must be ad- 
dressed and ended,”’ Backman said.

Pneumonia vaccination 
advised for elderly 


The same group of people who are 
advised to take the flu vaccine this 
fall should also take the pneumonia 
vaccine, Dr. Grant V. Rodkey, presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Medical 


Society, said today. 


“Although we do not expect the 
winter of 1979-1980 to be a severe flu 
year, it is still important that certain 
people be vaccinated,” Dr. Rodkey 
continued. Among those citizens who 
are older or chronically ill, influenza 
often paves the way for respiratory 
invasion by other organisms that 
Cause penumonia, strep and staph in- 


fections. Therefore, the 


recommending that people in these 
categories take both flu and 
pneumonia vaccinations as early as 


possible this season.

Midwesterners 
apparently do not read polls 


By LAURENCE MCQUILLAN 
DAVENPORT, Iowa (UPI) — They line the 
river bank in the dead of night. They pass 
babies, head over head, for the president to 
clasp them. They roar a hearty Midwest 
greeting when President Carter turns the 
spotlight of the Delta Queen upon himself. 

Carter's ‘‘working vacation” cruise is turn- 
ing into a Mississippi River love-in. 

For most of five days, Carter has been sail- 
ing downriver on the old sternwheeler and 
each day the crowds in the river towns mount. 

These Midwesterners apparently do not 
read the polls. 

They turn out at any hour, day or night, rain 
or shine, to say howdy to the president. 

When the Delta Queen steamed past Clin- 
ton, lowa, between 1:30 and 2 o'clock Tuesday 
morning, the ship was not scheduled to stop 
and it did not. But Carter was awakened in his 
cabin and was told hundreds of people were 
lining the river bank. 

He dressed, came out on the bridge wing 
and grabbed the spotlight, turning its glare 
upon his face. He waved and, through a 
microphone, thanked the people on shore. 
They shouted back a welcome. 

As the ship passed Savanna, Ill., the 
response was even more electric. 

Once again, the Delta Queen did not dock. 


But there were 2,000 people on shore and 
television lights bathed the president. 

“Is this the greatest country on earth?” he 
yelled through the microphone. 

Aroar of assent came across the Mississippi 
waters. 

“Will you help with the energy program?” 
Another roar. 

Every time the Delta Queen docks — and 
many of its stops are not on its schedule — the 
president comes ashore and plunges into the 
crowds. Even his 11-year-old daughter, Amy, 
has taken to joining her father in working the 
fences and shaking hands. 

Every time the president comes ashore, of 
course, he is practically surrounded by Secret 
Service men. One always has his back to the 
president. He carries an attache case with the 
lock open. It reportedly carries an Israeli sub- 
machine gun, capable of firing 40 rounds in 2 
seconds. 

The Midwesterners do not mind that, or are 
unaware of it. 

When Carter got to Davenport, he went on a 
radio talk show where listeners were invited 
to call him up. 

Oscar Peterson was one of them. 

“I believe in you,” he said. 

Then he choked up and could not continue. 

“That's good enough,” Carter said. 


New licenses issued 
to many baddrivers in B.I. 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPI) — Because of 
Gelays by the Division of Administrative Ad- 
judication, new licenses are issued to nearly 
10 percent of the state’s drivers whose 
licenses are supposed to be suspended, an 
audit said today. 

The report by Auditor General Anthony Pic- 
cirilli criticized slow or sloppy record-keeping 
by the AAD, created five years ago to handle 
most traffic offenses in the state. A 

The auditor's office looked at records of 4 
suspended licenses in a random check. In four 
cases, ‘‘due to late reporting suspensions were 
not enforced and licenses were renewed,” the 
auditor's report said. 

“Thus in almost 10 percent of the cases, 
delays in record-keeping prevented comple- 
tion of the suspension process and drivers 
received new licenses,” the report added. 

The auditor's report said AAD sometimes 
sends notice of license suspensions to the 
Department of Motor Vehicles one to five days 
after the suspension's effective date. The 
DMV often takes two or three more months to 
process the suspension, the audit said. 

A similar issue flared up in Massachusetts 
this year after a car accident killed four North 
Reading teen-agers. It was later learned the 
driver's license had been ordered suspended, 
but the actual suspension hadn't been enforc- 
ed because of clerical delays. ; 

The auditor also criticized AAD’S backlog of 
cases, whittled down to 3,000 now from 8,500 
last December. In some cases, the auditor 
said, a hearing is not held until up to 60 days 
after a violation. 

That backlog of 8,500 cases cost the state 
$150,000 a year in lost investment income. The 
auditor blamed the backlog on the AAD's le- 
niency in letting drivers reschedule their 
cases. 

The auditor also said: F 

—Slow computer processing of fines paid by 
mail means $75,000 to $100,000 in uncashed 
checks sits in unlocked “aging bins” waiting 
to be matched with cards listing the fine paid. 
The result is a loss of an estimated $6,000 a 
year in investment income. The audit said 


AAD is taking remedial steps. 

—A random look at 50 summonses found 
four were dismissed despite the driver's ad- 
mission of guilt, and 13 had clerical errors. 
The audit urged more detailed records on 
dismissed offenses. 

—The AAD is responsible for processing 
summonses voided by local or state police 


departments. But because of sloppy record- | 


keeping, 20 of 50 voided summonses included 
in a random check were not in adherence to 
AAD regulations. 


USDA defends 
figures on 
soil erosion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — In response to 
criticism of new Agriculture Department 
research on soil erosion, officials reviewed 
data and techniques used in the research and 
defended their conclusions. 

Officials in the department's Soil Conserva- 
tion Service also warned the debate over 
measuring soil erosion overshadowed impor- 
tant new findings reinforcing the belief crops 
should not be planted on poor land. 

The basic figure at issue was the study's 
conclusion that an average acre of soil in the 
United States is losing 4.8 tons of soil a year 
from surface erosion by water. 


Conservationists and conservation district 
officials feared the figure would mislead 
Americans into thinking that a grave soil ero- 
sion problem has gone away. They suggested 
the Agriculture Departinent made mistakes 
in obtaining and analyzing data. 

The 4.8-ton average was about haif as large 
as an earlier estimate and one ton less than 
the average loss reported by the Soil Conser- 
vation Service a decade ago.

Backman denounces 
King and death penalty 


BOSTON— Senator Jack Backman, 
(D. Brookline), chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Human Services and Elder- 
ly Affairs, has sharply criticized Gov. 
Edward King and the Legislature for 
enacting a death penalty bill. 

“It is shocking that the governor 
and the Legislature, Republicans and 
Democrats alike, would debase the 
judicial process by passing a law 
which the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court has twice held unconstitutional 
under the Massachusetts Bill of 
Rights and Constitution,” Backman 
stated. 


“When our chief executive and our 
Legislature fly in the face of the Con- 
stitution they have sworn to uphold, 


it's time for a change in leadership 
from the governor on down,”’ 
Backman continued. “This action 
reminds me of some southern 
legislatures which vainly attempted 
to ignore court decisions. Our 
Massachusetts Supreme Court has 
stated that any death penalty is un- 
constitutional, They have also made it 
clear that the Massachusetts Con- 
stitution, not the U.S. Constitution, 
governs use of this extreme penalty in 
the Commonwealth. While the U.S. 
Supreme Court has declared that a 
state might enact a death penalty, it is 
the clear opinion of the courts that a 
more restrictive state constitution 
governs whether a particular state 
may execute anyone.” 


Restitution program 
to start at district court 


Northeastern University, in con- 
junction with the Dedham, Newton, 
and Brookline District Courts, has an- 
nounced a new court-ordered Com- 
munity Service Restitution Program. 

The program is funded by a $207,941 
grant from the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration (LEAA) 
with additional funding committed by 
the Gardner Howland Shaw Founda- 
tion and the municipal governments 
of Newton and Brookline for a total of 
$231,046 for the project. 

While limited restitution sentences 
have been attempted by the judges of 
these courts on an ad hoc basis, the 
Community Service Restitution Pro- 
gram is the first systematic effort to 
use widescale restitution. 


The Community Service Restitution 
Program will aid existing court per- 
sonnel to develop community service 
restitution placement for offenders 
who have committed minor offenses 
and are seeking a ‘‘second chance.” 


Community service restitution 
means the working-off of an of- 
fender’s debt to society in a wor- 
thwhile public institution in lieu of 
receiving a jail sentence or other 
penalty. 


A total of nine individuals will be 
employed in the program to develop 
placement plans, supervise clients in 
the community, and create new place- 
ment opportunities for clients.

Broader role suggested 
for design review panel 


NEWTON — The Design Review 
Committee, little known to the public, 
has done such a good job in the opi- 
nion of some aldermen that it may be 
given the task of reviewing 
everything built by the city. 

A review of its duties and operation, 
called for by Ald. Robert Sandman 
before the Public Facilities Commit- 
tee, prompted Ald. Richard McGrath 
to suggest that all construction and 
changes to all city facilities be sub- 
mitted to the DRC. 

McGrath noted that he remember:, 
the establishment of the DRC in 1974 
as a reaction to the almost citywide 
displeasure with the design of the then 
new Newton North High School. 

Since the Design Review Commit- 
tee has been examining architectural 
plans and designs of city buildings be- 
ing built or remodeled, McGrath said, 
there has been nothing built that is 
badly or untastefully designed. 

Sandman had asked that DRC 
Chairman Sidney Shuman explain the 
workings of his voluntary committee, 


composed of experts in construction, 
engineering, and design, with an eye 
toward making some changes in the 
ordinance governing the DRC. 


The committee discussion never got 
to Sandman’s point, because work 
that is not reviewed by the DRC kept 
being brought up and Public 


Facilities Committee members began 
Saying it would be a good idea to have 
the DRC review parking lots, changes 
in streets and so on. 


The ordinance does not require that 
everything be reviewed by DRC, only 
work done by an architect hired by 
the city. Most of its work has been 
devoted to school buildings. 


The Board of Aldermen could have 
all along, if it had made itself familiar 
with the 1974 ordinance, referred 
many other projects to the Design 
Review Committee. The ordinance 
allows referral by the mayor, the 
Board, any or any other public agency 
or committee of the city.

According to police Pellegrini got 
out of one of the vehicles and began 
shouting obscenities at the officers, 
refusing to stop when told to do so. 

Pellegrini was arraigned in Newton 
District Court Monday and released 
on his own recognizance. Judge 
Monte Basbas set a trial date for Sept. 
14, 

A hearing on the assault complaint 
has been scheduled for Sept. 17 in the 
office of Court Clerk Henry Shultz. 


Health Department 
offers physical exams 


NEWTON — The Newton Health 
Department will offer physicals to all 
Newton high school students who 
have not had the sports physical from 
the family physician during the last 
week of August. 

The sports physical, mandated by 
Massachusetts law, serves two func- 
tions. The physician and nurse can 
assess the current health status of the 
student and can learn about previous 
injuries and health problems which 
may be affected by student's par- 
ticipation in sports. 

The staff will be particularly con- 
cerned about orthopedic injuries, 
heart problems and diabetes. Treat- 
ment by the family physican will be 
recommended if any such problems 
are detected. 

Each student is asked to bring to the 
examination a consent form signed by 


a parent or parents. The consent 
forms are available from the Health 
Department or the coaches at each 
high school. All reports will have to be 
on file with the nurse before the stu- 
dent can participate in practice.

NEWTON—There will be fewer 
students in the Newton schools this 
year, and more of them will be walk- 
ing. 

School officials estimate the enter- 
ing classes K-12 at 13,200, down 620 
from last year. 

A Schoo! Committee decision not to 
provide transportation to students 
who live within two miles of their 
schools will mean that over 300 
students who rode to school last year 
will now have to walk. 

The Emerson Elementary School 
was added to the list of surplus city 
buildings last spring and the Carr and 
Davis Schools will share the same 
fate at the end of this school year. 

The Metco program will send 415 
students to Newton this year, 15 more 
than last year, and the program has a 
new director here, Lyda Peters, who 
succeeds Ulysses Shelton. 

At Bigelow Junior High School 
Elizabeth Quinn is the new principal. 
She succeeds Robert Frost. Helen 
Herzog has replaced Roland Barth as 
principal of the Angier Elementary 
School and Thomas Ryan is the new 
housemaster of Bacon House at 
Newton North, replacing Helen Ryan. 

All elementary schools start classes 
the morning of Thursday, September 
Sept. 6, except Underwood and Coun- 
tryside, which start Monday, Sept. 10. 

Renovation work is holding up the 
Underwood opening and the Coun- 
tryside opening has been put off 
because of consolidation with Emer- 
son.

More pupils must walk 


NEWTON—More than 60 parents of 
secondary students attended the 
School Committee meeting Monday 
night to protest the extension of the 
bus service limit from one and a half 
to two miles. 


Many parents cited the safety 
hazards they say will result from the 
increased walking distances to 
schools and the hardship the hardship 
imposed on students during snow and 


The increase in the distance limit 
was passed by the Committee during 
budget sessions last winter and ac- 
cording to Support Services Director 
Roy Cornelius it will mean the 
elimination of 26 bus runs —about six 
buses at a savings of $22,000 each per 
year. 


On a motion by Committeeman 
Howard Spergel which passed 
unanimously, the Committee re- 
quested Cornelius to report back to 
them before the opening of school on 
adjustments in the busing plan based 
on mileage and safety, to report pro- 
blems with School Committee policy 
and to submit options and alter- 
natives. 


One specific alternative which Cor- 
nelius was asked to look into was the 
extension of service to those within 
the two-mile limit on a ‘‘user fee” 
basis, an expedient suggested by 
Committeeman Alvin Mandell. 

Cornelius will also be checking the 
exact mileage from students’ homes 
to secondary schools because many 
parents stated that the distance has 
not been correctly calculated in deter- 
mining the present bus schedules. 


Recycling pickup 
changes start

NEWTON — Next Tuesday, Sept. 4, 
the Newton Recycling Program will 
initiate a new system for collection of 
recyclables. Glass and cans will be 
collected twice each month and 
newspapers tied in bundles — no 
magazines, phone books or paper 
bags — will be recycled each week on 
trash day. 

Glass and can recycling will 
operate as follows: One pickup each 
month will be for clear glass and 
cans; the other will be colored glass 
and cans. 

Half of Newton's households will 
have glass and cans collected for 
recycling on the first and third full 
weeks of the month (odd weeks) on 
regular trash day; the other half will 
be on a second and fourth week (even) 
schedule. Calendars being delivered 
to each household explain the 
schedules in detail. 

Paper will continue to be collected 
weekly on trash day for recycling; 
however, only newspapers will be ac- 
cepted for recycling. This means 
magazines, paper bags and phone 
books can no longer be recycled. 
Since paper bags cannot be recycled, 


newspapers cannot be placed in bags, 


for recycling, but must be tied in 
bundles. 

This revised system will enable 
Newton to continue to provide curb- 
side recycling collection while at the 
same time reducing collection costs. 

Since few of us place our bottles and 
cans at the curb for recycling each 
week, scheduling pickups on a 
rotating basis will reduce the number 
of trucks and workers needed for this 
collection and will save Newton 
$25,000 in collection costs. 

Collection of newspapers without 
the inclusion of other kinds of paper 
will bring Newton additional revenue 
of appronimelely $8000, because the 
market value of newsprint is current- 
ly $4 per ton higher than that for mix- 
ed papers, 

Newton’s commitment to recycling 
remains unchanged. Recycling saves 
energy, natural resources, landfill 
space and, ultimately, money. Each 
ton recycled saves Newton $17 in haul- 
ing fees to an out-of-town dump. 

Participation {s essential to the suc- 
ceas of the revised Newton Recycling 
Program. The greater the participa- 
tion, the greater the revenues Newton 
receives for its recyclables.

Mann said Monday that the city has 
asked the court for a restraining 
order against the Pipefitters Associa- 
tion, and Praught has appealed for 
relief to the state Labor Relations 
Board.

‘Boat people’ find

NEWTON — The city of Newton will 
get $3.3 million more from the state 
than it will owe the state, according to 
a balance sheet from the state 
Department of Revenue. 

That news, coupled with a record 
amount of money in the surplus fund, 
raises the possibility of no tax in- 
crease this year. 

The ‘cherry sheet,”’ so called 
because it is printed on pink paper, 
was received by the Assessing 
Department Wednesday and is still 
being analyzed by Mayor Theodore 
Mann and his staff. 

Mayor Mann may announce the ef- 
fect of the good financial position of 
the city on the impending tax rate 
next week at a Sept. 4 meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

However, unless a supplemental 
cherry sheet is issued that assesses 
the city for overlooked or 
underassessed items, Newton owes 
the state $7.1 million and will get back 
in state aid and reimbursements $10.4 
million. 

The $10.4 million includes $1.1 
million in new state aid this year, ear- 
marked by Gov. Edward King for pro- 
perty tax reduction. 

Newton also has the greatest 
surplus in history — $4.9 million. Not 
all of that amount can be spent, 
however. The ‘‘free cash” certified by 
the state — the amount a municipality 
may use for emergencies or to keep 
tax increases down — has usually 
been about $1.5 million less than the 
surplus, according to Comptroller 
Lawrence Marino. 

The roughly $3 million increase in 
the FY80 budget over the FY79 
budget, which would mean an in- 
crease of $7.50 on the tax rate (cur- 
rently $170.40), could be offset by the 
use of the $1.1 million earmarked for 
property tax relief by the state and $2 
million of the city’s surplus funds.

“boat people,” reacted quite calmly 
to the commotion that surrounded 
their arrival this past weekend. Ex- 
cept for one of the youngest ones who 
cried quietly from fatigue rather than 
fright, the others—a 62-year old 
grandmother, her four children, five 
grandchildren, and a daughter-in-law 
— amiled serenely at the chattering 
crowd around them. 

The family arrived in the United 
States under the sponsorship of the 
Grace Episcopal Church, Eliot 
Church, and the United Presbyterian 
Church, all in Newton Corner. They 


had been in a refugee camp in‘ 


Thailand where families who are 
chosen for sponsorship are promised 
that they may leave 30 days after the 
sponsorship comes through. Families 
that are not vouched for by church 
and relief organizations within a cer- 
tain amount of time are shipped back 
to Vietnam by the Thais. 

Sponsors are allowed to choose the 
kind of family that they want, said An- 
dy Marshallof the Grace Episcopal 
Church. With help from the Boston 





Episcopal Diocese and the Presiding 
Bishop's Fund for World Relief, the 
group found the family through the 
Church World Service. 

“We asked them what kinds of 
families had the most problem 
relocating,” said Mrs. Marshall, ‘‘and 
we were told that extended families 
have the most problem, so we told 
them we'd take one.” The Te Chheng 
Heangs are an extended family, with 
its 12 members covering three 
generations. 

About 50 to 60 people in Newton 
were involved in the project, half of 
whom do not belong to any of the spon- 
soring churches. The group has been 
working since May on the project, col- 
lecting clothes, toys for the children, 
bicycles, and gift certificates from 
local merchants for food and clothing. 
Charlie Ricci and Jim Moran, who 
own the Moore and Moore Paint and 
Wallpaper Co., have rented a three- 
bedroom apartment in Newton Cor- 
ner for the family, although Mrs. 
Marshall said that they are going to 
try to get a larger apartment ‘‘depen- 
ding on the housing situation.” 


There have also been job offers for 
some members of the family, as a 
result of several interviews with 
Mayor Theodore Mann on WEEI and 
WCRB. Yet the real obstacle is 
language. None of the members of the 
Te Chheng family speak English or 
French, which makes finding a job 
very difficult. 

Efigenia Fernandez, of the Asian- 
American Service Center in

Mayor Mann has been cautious 
about estimating the impact of the

Bus cost 


NEWTON — The School Committee 
Monday night voted unanimously to 
recommend awarding a contract for 
school bus service to the Transporta- 
tion Management Corp., which now 
provides transportation for the city's 
special-needs students. 

The contract will cost the city 
$407,000 more than the current con- 
tract which cannot be fulfilled. 

In a separate vote, the Committee 
opted for a five-year contract by a 
margin of 6-1. Committeeman Alvin 
Mandell advocated a short-term con- 
tract so that the city would be free to 
arrange comprehensive bus service 
involving the schools, the city and the 
MBTA. 

Support Services Director Roy Cor- 
nelius recommended TMC as ‘‘the 
lowest responsible bidder"’ in a field 
of three. 

TMC will provide bus service to and 
from-school at a cost of $126.70 per bus 
per day, which will put the cost of the 
first year of the contract at $775,000. 
This means exceeding the amount 
budgeted for transportation by 
$407,000. Mayor Theodore Mann is ex- 
pected to make a request to the Board 
of Aldermen for a supplemental ap- 
propriation to cover the additional 
cost of the contract. 

The Committee rejected a bid from 
the Vocell Bus Co., Inc. for $97 per bus 
per day for a one-year contract and 
$86 per bus per day for a three-year

“local aid fund, additional 
assistance.” 

Another $32,000 was tossed for addi- 
tional “highway fund.”” 

School-related transportation got a 
$19,000 cut, but school-lunch 
assistance was given a $34,000 in- 
crease. 

The Metco program was funded at 
the same level as last year, even 
though the program has expanded. 


City officials are still double- 
checking the final city budget to make 
sure the $80 million is within the 
governor's 4 percent tax cap, as it ap- 
pears to be very close.

Joseph Connelly, president of Tran- 
sit Bus Line, Inc. presented the Com- 
mittee Monday night with an ‘“ex- 
planation” of his company’s bid 
which would have put it below TMC's 
by reducing the per bus cost by $24, 
but this reduction would be contingent 
on complete completing bus service in 
four hours rather than six. 

The Transit bid offered a savings of 
$12 per hour if a bus were not used for 
the full six hours, but Cornelius 
pointed out that a saving of one hour 
per day would be necessary to bring 
the Transit bid down to the price of- 
fered by TMC. He also pointed out 
that the Transit bid includes escala- 
tion clauses for labor and fuel, but the 
TMC bid has only a fuel escalation 
clause.

Fair housing plan for city 
will monitor and inform 


NEWTON — A “‘fair housing plan,” 
required after Newton had a brush 
with a federal agency in 1976 over the 
lack of a real affirmative action pro- 
gram, promises increased informa- 
tion on and monitoring of housing ac- 
tivities by the city, and action where 
necessary. ‘ 

The plan, released this week by 
Mayor Theodore Mann and Newton's 
affirmative action officer, Virgil 
Perez, was required by the 
Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination (MCAD) after its 
review of the city’s affirmative action 
plan for 1978. The affirmative action 
plan was ordered by the federal Office 
of Revenue Sharing. 

According to commitments made in 
the plan, Newton will undertake a 
large public information effort. 

Information to be provided to 
tenants, homeowners and landlords, 
and those looking for housing in 
Newton includes legal rights under 
state and federal law. 

A housing information and referral 
system will be created to help people 
find housing. 


Enforcement of housing codes will 
be stepped up, and rehabilitation, us- 
ing community development loans 
and grants, will be actively encourag- 
ed. 

The city will step up its monitoring 
of housing patterns in neighborhoods 
of Newton and will strengthen the 
complaint procedures about 
discrimination. 


The Human Rights Commission has 
a complaint process, which includes 
subpoena power’ but the commission 
is somewhat slow-acting and has very 
little money in its budget. 


According to 1970 federal census 
figures, there were in Newton 3162 
minority members, 34.5 percent of 
which were black, 42.2 percent 
Hispanié and 23.3 percent ‘other 
races.” 


There were seven census tracts 
(divisions) with a proportion of 
minority population greater than the 
city average. 

One of the difficulties encountered 
in correcting the deficiency of minori- 
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ty employees on the city payroll was 
the cost and scarcity of housing in 
Newton, especially for less than high- 
income persons. 


Rental housing accounts for only 29 
percent of the city’s housing units, ac- 
cording to the census figures. Rental 
units are concentrated in the north 
side of the city. 


There were 653 units of housing 
receiving some kind of state or 
federal subsidy, the plan says, as of 
June 1979, but only 234 of these were 
not for elderly. 


Oil dealers to 
meet with reps 


NEWTON — The Newton 
legislative delegation, Rep. David 
Cohen, Rep. Joseph DeNucci, Rep. 
David Mofenson and Senator Jack 
Backman, has invited home heating 
fuel dealers to a meeting which will 
focus on the pressing issue of alloca- 
tions to Newton dealers. 


The meeting will be held Thursday, 
Sept. 6, at 7:30 p.m. at the Grace 
Episcopal Church, 73 Eldredge St., in 
Newton. 


The meeting will also discuss the 
current credit squeeze that has caus- 
ed dealers to require payment on 
delivery because they are no long be- 
ing extended credit by suppliers. 


Rep. Cohen noted that because of 
the lack of credit being extended to 
dealers, as well as the decrease in 
allocations, dealers are being forced 


to make decisions as to who will- 


receive heating oil and who will not. 


“Obviously, a dealer will deliver to 
someone who can pay immediately if 
he knows his supplier is demanding 
cash on the barrelhead,’’ Cohen said. 
“When it becomes a choice between 
an elderly person who cannot pay now 
and a family of eight that needs an ex- 
tra month to pay, the dealers are forc- 
ed into making a decision in which no 
one is a winner.” 


“Hopefully, we will receive input 
from the. dealers that will help us in 
trying to solve their problems.and in 
making this coming winter easier for 
consumers,’’ Cohen said.

Highlands 
knock Rte 


NEWTON — State plans for the 
redesign of the Route 9-Eliot St.- 
Woodward St. intersection may be 
revised in light of criticism from 
Newton Highlands residents at a City 
Hall meeting last week. 

Engineers with the Massachusetts 
Department, of Public Works 
(MDPW) did not expect the opposi- 
tion to the design they characterized 
as ‘75 percent approved.”” 

The most vocal opponent of 
redesign was Leo Brown, a vice- 
president with Purity Supreme. The 
store is at the corner of Route 9 and 
Elliot St. and he said the traffic 
changes would have a disastrous 
economic impact on the supermarket. 

MDPW District Traffic Engineer 
Alfred Laing said his department has 
been working on the design of the 
safety improvements for two years, 
and the objections to the plan should 
have been voiced at earlier meetings. 

Several of the 10 residents at the 
meeting said they had offered similar 
suggestions at earlier meetings that 
state engineers had apparently 
disregarded. 

If there are to be changes, Laing 
said, a city agency should propose 
specific alternatives. 

The committee did not act on the 
state proposal. Acting committee 
Chairman Robert Sandman said there 
would be a public hearing on the in- 
tersection plan, but that the hearing 
should be delayed until the city can of- 
fer its own plan incorporating some of 
the suggestions from area residents. 

Criticism was not restricted to the 
plan’s effect on Purity Supreme, 
although the residents were clearly 
concerned the redesign might mean 
loss of the market, something Brown 
Suggested was a strong possibility. 


The market would lose curbcuts on 
Route 9 though the redesign, leaving 
entrances to the store parking lot on 
Elliot St. and Ramsdell Rd. 


But residents also objected to crea- 
tion of a one-way lane without signals 
to feed traffic from Elliot St. onto 
Route 9 in an eastbound direction. 


Laing said traffic entering at that 
point would have an acceleration 
lane, and that a conduit would be in- 
stalled under the road in case signals 
are needed later. 


Without signals, the one-way lane 
could be difficult for pedestrians to 
cross, residents argued, and question- 
ed the ease of turning left off Elliot St. 
across the lane.

Auto Workers union has declared 
unacceptable the initial contract 
offers irom the top two U.S.

round of hard-nosed, closed-door 
bargaining to renew contracts for 
750,000 U.S, auto workers. The 
agreements expire at midnight, 
Sept. 14. 

Both sides declined to disclose 
details of the contract .proposals 
from Ford Motor Co. and General

Also eliminated in the 
state plan is a cutoff from the west- 
bound lane of Route 9 into Elliot St. 


Laing said the state highway car- 
ries about 60,000 vehicles a day, and 
the Elliot-Woodward intersection has 
one of the highest accident rates all 
the intersections included in the state 
safety improvement program. 

The accidents are not cuased by the 
cut-off into the Purity Supreme park- 
ing lot, or by unprotected turns, 
residents said, but because drivers 
run red lights. 

By removing some of the island, a 
holding lane will be created for about 
13 cars turning left to Elliot St. 

Brown said ‘‘business today have to 
have volume sales or they close. The 
parking lot is inadequate now. If peo- 
ple can't get into the lot easily, they 
won't shop there.”’

_.'‘Passage of this legislation will mean 
an additional $20,000 annually in in- 
come for the City of Newton. This is 
equivalent to about one dollar on the 
tax rate. In this time of inflation and 
soaring property taxes it is important 
that state officals do whatever they 
can to ease the burden upon residen- 
tial property owners.”

[And he makes house calls

NEWTON-— The phone rings in the 
doctor’s office during the middle of 
the day. He answers it and greets the 
caller amicably and you find yourself 
listening in on his end of the conversa- 
tion, despite your initial impulse to 
sing Broadways hits to yourself in is 
your head while he on the phone. 

“Hello, there! What can I do for 
you?" he starts off. “You don’t think 
you feel well enough to come in? What 
seems to be the problem?” 

He sounds truly concerned and his 
brow is wrinkled as he concentrates 
on what the caller is saying. 

“T'll tell you what,” he continues. 
“You make yourself a cup of tea and 
I'll be come over to see you when I 
leave here this evening, 0.K.?” 

This may not seem believable to 
most of you, but the doctor js real, the 
patient is real, even the scene is real. 

Dr. Gus Laurenzi, Internist of the 
Year, and president-elect of the staff 
at Newton-Wellesley Hospital gets as 
many as 12 of these kinds of calls 
every week and he responds to all of 
them. Even though this is about 12 
times more response than some doc- 
tors will give, Laurenzi is very 
matter-of-fact about his atten- 
tiveness. 

“T have some patients who are just 
too sick to come in to see me,” he ex- 
plained one day in his office. “I also 
have patients on respirators in their 
homes so it’s better that I visit them. 
Of course, I can't understand the doc- 
tor who makes excessive house calls 
because there really isn't much that 
he can do. I would also be concerned 
about a doctor who says he does not go 
tosee his patients if itis better for him 
to do that. I am going to go see the 
woman who just called me because 
she is too sick to drive herself over 
here and I also know her well enough 
to be able to evaluate her problem 
during a house call.” Laurenzi's con- 
cern for his patients is reflected in the 
honors that have been bestowed upon 
hin in recent months. He was voted In- 
ternist of the Year by the 
Massachusetts Society of Internal 
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Medicine, and at the beginning of the 
year his patients created a living fund 
in his name which cited his ‘personal 
care, constant availability, and 
medical knowledge.’ He is also 
president-elect of the staff at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, where he is also 
chief of pulmonary medicine. 

“There is no greater personal 
tribute to a doctor than that which 
comes from his patients,” said 
Laurenzi, ‘‘and no greater profes- 
sional tribute than that which comes 
from his colleagues." Despite the fact 
that he is in the spotlight, he feels that 
it is more a tributeto the hospital than 
it is to him, and in the past years he 
has tried to make the public aware of 
the caliber of the medical treatment 
that is available to them at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. 

“In the past years the medical pro- 
fession has taken on a very cold- 
hearted treatment,” he said’ “‘but it is 
not that way in Newton. If | am 
honored for my services, then it 
honors the community. My colleagues 
live up to their obligation to the 
hospital and to the community. They 
are dedicated to what they are do- 
ing.” 

Laurenzi's own work is mainly in 
pulmonary medicine . His patients 
are those who have cancer or lung- 
related illnesses, although he also 
works in primary medicine which 
deals with a variety of problems. He 
enjoys the spectrum of experience 
that this area of medicine gives him 
because he is ‘able to answer the 
smallest needs of the patients and 
make difficult decisions.” 

All of this means that Dr. Laurenzi 
sees and talks to a great many pa- 
tients. He is never ‘‘off-duty’’ and will 
see the someone the same day if 
necessary. This has helped the doctor 
build up quite a rapport with his pa- 
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tients, which is why some of them call 
up from as far away as Holland to ask 
for his advice. 

“The relationship between a doctor 
and his patient is very important,” 
said Laurenzi. ‘‘The two can be warm 
and friendly with one another and this 
helps the process a great deal, yet 
there are some people who just can't 
establish that kind of relationship. 
The doctor should realize that this is a 
difficult time for the patient. He is 
sick and worried and sees things ina 8 
distorted way. The patient in turn 
should accept the fact that the doctor 
cannot have all the answers. It is 
hard, for example, to deal with the 
reality of cancer. How do you do 
that?” 


When Laurenzi is not making house 
calls or working at the hospital, he is 
at Tufts University in Medford, where 
he and several of his colleagues are 
professors of medicine. He has also 
taught at such veritable institutions 
as Columbia, Yale, Harvard, and the 
New Jersey College of Medicine. 


Taking care of patients is his first 
love, though, whether they are pa- 
tients at the hospital or not. Last year, 
at the request of an ethnic group in 
Newton, Laurenzi and two other doc- 
tors set up a clinic in order to treat 
about 90 people in the area. The prac- 
tice was dissolved after a year 
because the doctors had met the 
needs of the patients and the clinic 
was no longer necessary. 

“There is no better community care 
of patients in Boston than what goes 
on at this hospital,’’ he stresses. ‘‘We 
are a medical center to a community 
and we are also a teaching hospital, 
which a lot of people in Newton don’t 
realize. We have an affiliation with 
Tufts Medical School and a corps of 
our physicians have a professorial 
rank there.” 
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Alderman wants raise 


NEWTON — Ald. Joseph DePas- 
quale has introduced a measure 
before the Board of Aldermen to raise 
aldermanic salary from $1800 a year 
to $3600. 

Under the city ordinances, any pay 
raise approved in a municipal elec- 
tion year must be voted by Sept. 30 by 
the Board. 

DePasquale's measure, not yet 
heard by any committee, would need 
a two-thirds vote of the Board to 
bypass the committee procedure. If it 
does not, there is little chance of its 
Passage. 

The Board of Aldermen was unpaid 
until 1974" when a citizens’ committee 


appointed jointly by the mayor and 
the Board recommended $1200 a year. 
The Board kept that compensation un- 
til 1977, when another committee 
recommended an increase to $1800 for 
the Board and $37,500 for the mayor. 

A move by Ald. Ethel Sheehan and 
Robert Sandman in 1978 to cut the 
compensation in half — down to $900 
— was defeated. 

Ald. Mark White, a proponent of 
higher salary, said this week that 
Newton has the lowest-paid city coun- 
cil of any Massachusetts community. 
That was not true in 1977. 

The matter will be brought up at the 
Sept. 4 meeting of the full Board. 


Newton Centre bus 


will get ax 


NEWTON- The end of the line is near 
for MBTA bus service from Newton 
Centre to Forest Hills (via Chestnut 
Hill) and another bus run from the 
Dedham Mall to Watertown Square 
will soon be limited. 

The Newton to Forest Hills route is 
one of 11 runs slated for elimination. 
The Watertown Square-Dedham ser- 
vice cutback is one of 15 such moves 
throughout the 'T’ system. 

MBTA Chairman Robert Foster 
said the austerity move was promp- 
ted by a recent reduction in the 'T’ 
1979 supplementary budget. That 
budget was slashed by $15,700,000. 

The changes in service are set to go 
into effect Oct. 8. First, public hear- 
ings must be held on the cutbacks. 

Foster said the 11 routes to be 
eliminated are currently ‘extraor- 
dinarily expensive to operate,and 
have a very low revenue to cost ratio.’

Social Security 
in more trouble 


The Social Security System continues to 
slide into deep trouble. Joseph Califano, 
former Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare, reports that currently five 
working Americans are paying taxes for 
every one receiving benefits. But in the 
next couple of decades it will be a ratio of 
three to one. 


As almost everyone on payrolls must 
realize, the percentage of one’s pay being 
deducted has been rising. Benefits have 
also increased, up aimost 10 percent in the 
last year. Increases in payments are sup- 
posed to keep up with consumer price in- 
creases. 


But the problem is how to ease deduc- 
tions from young families and meet the in- 
creasing costs of the retired. Since 
everyone is being hit with inflation, there’s 
as big a burden upon the wage earner as 
upon the elderly. 


In reality the Social Security System is 
not an assured insurance policy. Congress 
could cut off the benefits at any time. 
Receiving those benefits depends upon 
continued payments by the next genera- 
tions. But can they afford them? 


There have been suggestions upon how 
to ease the burden. General tax revenues 
might be used. Some arrangement in 
which payroll taxes are credited against 
income taxes has also been proposed. 


The real question is how far the Social 
Security program can go and still be fair to 
both workers and the retired. 


Shah chuckling? 


Former Shah of Iran must be chuckling. 
It appears that all Iranians are not enthus- 
ed about their new government—whatever 
kind it is. 

There were some 2,000 supporters of the 
Ayatollah Khomeini taking part in a 
demonstration last Sunday. But there were 
also 190,000 protesters. The latter didn’t 
like the press censorship, the restrictions 
for women, the hard lines set down by Kho- 
meini on the use of alcohol, mixed com- 
pany entertainment and other strict 
Muslim prohibitions. They probably also 
wanted to hear some music again on Ira- 
nian radio stations. 


The new press code sets up fines and im- 
prisonment for anyone who criticizes any 
recognized religions in Iran. Newspaper 
publishers must be Iranian and ‘morally 
fit.” The new code is supposed to be 
“necessary to govern relations between 
the people and the press.” In other words, 
don’t let the people know what is going on. 


American authorities, still permitted in 
Iran, seem to be handling a difficult situa- 
tion with aplomb. There was a confronta- 
tion at the U.S. Embassy between Kho- 
meini’s Revolutionary Council and securi- 
ty men sent in by the government—ap- 
pointed by Khomeini. There appears to be 
some lack of coordination. In fact, there 
appears to be general chaos.

We also hope they keep their heads 
down. And where are all those Iranian 
students in the United States now who 
were campaigning against the former 
shah and in favor of civil and human 
rights?

Apartment-hunting jin Boston 


I recently had the pleasure of looking for an 
apartment in the Boston area, an experience that is 
not unlike looking for a needle in the proverbial 
haystack. I also made ‘the interesting discovery 
that the difficulty did not seem to be the result of 
any kind of housing shortage; rather, it stemmed 
from the fact that landlords do not like a lot of types 
of people. The people that they do not like comprise 
about 99 per cent of the population. 

Take, for example, students. Most landlords 
won't, which is why I had so much trouble finding a 
place to live. My future roommate will be a student 
at UMass-Boston this fall. This alone was enough to 
make the real estate agents that we approached 
look at us with pity and start shuffling through their 
listings in Roxbury, Mattapan, and the YWCA,

working long enough to know what my phone 
number was at my office, and the kinds of people 
that landlords like are those who have made their 
first million long ago.

The futile debate at the United Nations 
shows that the Carter administration's 
latest effort to engage the Palestine 
Liberation Organization never had a 
chance. But why did the president and 
all his advisers — including Robert 


Strauss — embark upon a policy 
foredoomed to failure? And what is the 
cost? 


The reason the initiative could not suc- 
ceed lies in the basic political scene in 
the Near East. That scene is now 
dominated by the Egyptian-Israeli 
peace treaty which has set in motion an 
ongoing process of political, diplomatic 
and commercial ties. 

To be sure, progress in one area — 
achieving autonomy for the Palestinian 
Arabs — has been slow. The Israelis and 
the Egyptians have not found it easy to 
define autonomy. The local Arabs, in 
keeping with the contention of the PLO 
that the treaty sells out their rights, have 
boycotted the negotiations. 

Still the talks continue. Some Palesti- 
nians might eventually join. An offer of 
territory on the West Bank might even- 
tually prompt King Hussein of Jordan to 
enter the negotiations as surrogate for 
the Palestinians. These possibilities de- 
pend less on Israel and Egypt than upon

Thus 
on Aug. 10 the PLO Central Commission 
met in Damascus and voted against any 
UN resolution that did not acknowledge 
the right to a Palestinian state. 

The tough stand of the PLO obliged the 
Israelis to resist the American effort. 
The Egyptians also had to refuse the 
gambit. Hence the U.S. found itself back- 
ing a maneuver rejected by the PLO and 
both Egypt and Israel. 

Part of the reason, no doubt, is that the 
president, Secretary of State Vance, the 
National Security Adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezinski and Ambassador Andrew 
Young have always believed in bringing 
the PLO into the diplomatic process. In 
addition there has been a misreading of 
conditions in Saudi Arabia. 

Early in July, as an Independence Day 
gift to President Carter, the Saudis rais- 
ed oil exports from 8.5 to 9.5 million bar- 
rels a day. That move was accompanied 
by Saudi urging that Washington make 
accommodations with the PLO, 

A realistic reading of that exhortation 
is that the Saudis wanted credit in Syria 
and Iraq and with the PLO for doing 
their bit for the cause. But the Carter ad- 
ministration, including Ambassador 
Strauss, took the Saudis at face value. As 
a means of currying favor in Riyadh,

know-how is unquestioned, the lieute- 
nant governor doubled the amount of 
federal dollars coming into the state.

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discuss the issue with O'Neill ‘when I 
bump into him on the elevator," an out- 
of-hand dismissal of the lieutenant 
governor's opinions. 

King recently relieved O'Neill of his 
duties as the state's liason with the New 
England Regional Commission, a move 
that cost O'Neill's office $25,000 in 
federal funds. 
_O'Neill struck back Thursday by secur- 
Ing a $300,000 grant from the Depart- 
ment of Energy to help city and town of- 
ficials plan energy conservation pro- 
grams and publicly declaring his in- 
dependence of the governor. 

Normally, such grants are channelled 
through the governor, but in this case the 
money was awarded directly to O'Neill's 
office. If he can continue to secure 
federal money that way, O'Neill will 
have considerably diminished King’s 
control over him. 

O'Neill went out his way several times 
Thursday to deny any personal ill feeling 
toward King, saying a number of times

To the Editor: 

While the proposed SALT II treaty 
has numerous questionable provi- 
sions, some facts of vital concern are 
not being openly discussed, and at 
least one section has strong potential 
for inviting nuclear attack on 
mainland USA, 

Article IX, subparagraph 1 (a) pro- 
vides that neither side will deploy 
long-range ballistic missiles at sea in 
other than submarines. This provision 
imposes a significant disadvantage on 
the USA with nuch less land on which 
to deploy weapons. 


The Soviet land area is about 8.6 
million miles, the U.S. only 3.6, which 
gives the Soviets a 2.4-1 superiority 
for nuclear missile deployment. To 
compensate for our lack of land- 
deployment area we must preserve 
our right to use the seas in our na- 
tional interest. . 


Any agreement with a superior land 
power to restrict our freedom to use 
the seas — whether banning nuclear 
weapons on the seabed, demilitariz- 
ing the Indian Ocean or barrieg 
ICBMs on ships at sea — sharpens 
and perpetuates the strategic im- 
portance of the Soviet superiority in 
land area. 


The deterrent MX or other ICBM on 
U.S. soil invites a Soviet first-strike 
attempt to wipe out our retaliatory 
power and, with fallout carried 
eastward, would also annihilate 
millions of civilians. Basing ICBMs at 
sea would separate military from 


civilian targets. SALT II as written 
restricts our historic freedom to use 
the seas for appropriate defensive 
purposes and would reduce the 
danger of a surprise attack on U.S. 
territory.

Rick Simmons has spent quite a lot 
of time around the water this summer 
like many other high school youths. 
But much of that time, on and around 
the Charles River, has been in the in- 
terest of scientific research. 

The 17 year old Noble and 
Greenough senior has been con- 
ducting a pilot project aimed at ex- 
ploring whether the waters of the 
Charles might one day again become 
an abundant source of food. 

Simmons, son of Dr. Richard Sim- 
mons of Otis Street, Newton, has 
spent up to seven hours a day 
monitoring the condition of catfish 
placed in the Charles and others 
maintained in an aquiculture tank 
within the school’s solar greenhouse. 

He didn’t mind giving his vacation 
time, he said, because of the op- 
portunity to learn about aquiculture 
and carry on the research. 

“I like doing the building, and the 
learning process, especially if it’s 
science,” he explained. 

The building was the constructing 
of the cage to contain the catfish in the 
river. With several friends, he, also, 
put together a parabolic reflector, a 
trough like collector with pipe runn- 
ing through its center, which is being 
used to heat water in the solar unit on 
a trial basis. 

Because of his deep interest in all 
kinds of science, the project has been 
fun, he remarked. 

Simmons’ experiment is part of an 
on going science program at the 
Dedham school. A year old solar addi- 
tion to an administration building, the 
umbilicus, has been utilized as a 
greenhouse and aquiculture tanks 
have been added. 

It is the purpose of the umbilicus 


Versatile grapes 


Grapes that go back to the beginn- 
ing of time go well today in new 
recipes that add interest to both fami- 
ly and guest menus.

Most grapes in the 
produce section of your local store 
will be in good condition, just temp- 
ting you to take them home! 

There's no need to be conservative 
in combining grapes with other foods 
for salads, puddings, pies, cakes, stuf-

project to demonstrate the possibility 
of providing vegetables and fish pro- 
tein with very little expenditure of 
energy. 

Umbilicus, explained Sculco, refers 
to the link between humans and the 
natural environment, ‘Our need for 
air, clean water and food links us to 
the environment, and it is important 
for us to recognize our dependency,” 
he said. 

This fall vegetables from the 
greenhouse will be used in the 
school’s lunch program. And a tank of 
Tilapia, an African warm water fish, 
is almost ready for consumption. 

The Tilapia, popular in many 
underdeveloped countries as a food 
source, is a vegetarian fish, which 
could be fed table scraps such as let- 
tuce. 

Sculco sees the umbilicus

Grapes are a real surprise in Grape 
Grower's Harvest Streusel because 
streusel traditionally is a topping for 
coffee cakes and rich breads. Think of 
the delight in the first bite — the com- 
bination of pleasing textures that you 
don't expect in this “grape” takeoff 
on old fashioned streusel. 


One classic treatment for fresh 
California grapes is a cool, pretty 
molded gelatin salad. Vintner's Citrus 
Salad is an easy, make-ahead mosaic 
of red and green grapes suspended in 


demonstrating the possiblity and a 
solar chamber attached to a home 
which could provide food, both 
vegetable and fish. 

The aquiculture tanks at Noble and 
Greenough operate on a closed filter 
system which mimics natural 
purification in a normal aquatic en- 
vironment. Water is warmed by the 
solar heat and circulates through the 
filter system. A variety of bacteria 
are added as necessary to simulate 
the natural purifying process. 

As a natural spin-off of the indoor 
project came the idea to transplant 
some of the fish to the nearby Charles 
River during the summer months, 
where they would be maintained 
without any expenditure of energy. 

After determining through tests 
that the quality of the river water was 
sufficient to maintain the umbilicus 
catfish, Simmons, under the direction 
of Sculco, constructed the cage and 
set out some of the fish. 

Others were kept in the solar tank 
for comparison. 

Each group is fed the same amount 
of fish food daily, three percent of its 
body weight, and an effort is made by 
Rick to maintain the tank fish under 
the same conditions as those in the 
river. 

At the end of the summer, 
sometime in late September, the river 
fish will be sent to a testing lab. Quali- 
ty and amount of fish flesh, presence 
of trace metals and other conditions 
will be noted. 

With these results and by compar- 
ing with the indoor controls, some 
idea of the quality of the Charles will 
be obtained. There will be some in- 
dication of how much the river water 
has improved lately and how far it has 
to go to become a viable food reser- 
voir. 

According to Sculco, aquiculture is 
fast developing in other sections of the 
country and is well established in 
other parts of the world as an answer 
to protein needs. 

In the South of this country, there is

a catfish industry and thousands of 
pounds of the fish are consumed euch 
year. Sculco says that catfish tastes 
somewhat like chicken. 

He sees the development of 
aquiculture resources in this part of 
the country as meeting a definite 
need. 

Even though the East Coast popula- 
tion centers are near the ocean, the 
supply of seafood is limited. Also, the 
expense of fuel for long fishing 
voyages pushes up the costs. 

On the other hand, these same 
centers are farthest from the 
agricultural sources of the Midwest 
and West. 

Therefore, it makes practical sense 
to attempt to reclaim our rivers and 
streams as potential food reservoirs. 

The science teacher, also, pointed 
out that fish is a much more efficient 
converter of food to flesh than other 
protein sources such as beef cattle. 
Two pounds of fish food converts to 
one pound of fish flesh. 

Sculco, also, sees the umbilicus pro- 
jects as helping to educate students to 
respond to food and energy needs and 
to prepare them as the next genera- 
tion of problem-solvers. 

For Rick Simmons the process has 
already begun. Aquiculture if only 
one of several scientific fields in 
which he has done research. 

He has set up a radiometer to 
measure the intensity of the sun's 
Tays on the umbilicus, has designed 
a mock-up of a solar heated house, 
and even adapted conservation 
methods to his Newton home. 

With his father’s permission, he at- 
tached piping to the roof of the house, 
which channels water into ground 
containers for garden irrigation. 

The high school student, also, did an 
energy audit of his home and convinc- 
ed his father to install a wood burning 
stove. 

For Simmons believes, ‘’conserva- 
tion is a very important part of life; 
you should conserve in any way you

Gold goes up ° 


LONDON (UPI) — Heavy demand pushed the 
price of gold to record highs today, reaching more 
than $316 an ounce in London and $315 in Zurich. 
The dollar made gains against major European 
currencies in both Tokyo and Europe. 

In London, where the markets were closed Mon- 
day for the Bank Holiday, gold opened at $315,875, 
its highest opening price ever. Hours later at the 
morning fixing gold was at $316.20 an ounce, 20 
cents above the record price set during trading Last 
Friday. 

Gold opened at $315.875 an ounce in Zurich, up 
from $314.125 at Monday’s close and $1.25 above the 
record set last Friday. 

A week ago gold was selling for about $299 an 
ounce on the London and Zurich bullion markets. 
ate price began moving up sharply last Wednes- 

lay. 

“The gold market is hectic with heavy buying de- 
mand from all over,” a Zurich dealer said. 

“Quite a lot of activity was seen in gold at the 
outset Tuesday,” a London dealer said. 

Another said, “Demand was coming from all 
quarters and with no sign of selling evident before 
the morning fixing, the market was contained.” 

“Gold was very active this morning though it has 
eased back a little now,” a dealer said in London. 

The dollar opened at 1.8305 marks in Frankfurt, 
up from 1.8300 at Monday’s close; in Paris at 4.2725 
French francs compared with 4.2690, and in Zurich 
at 1.6591 Swiss francs against 1.65865.

Chicago railroad 
clerks go on strike 


CHICAGO (UPI) — The railway clerks union 
struck the Rock Island railroad today, saying the 
railroad management ‘gave us no alternative.” 

The line's 1,700 railway clerks struck at 7 a.m. 
EDT, said Thomas Fitzgibbon, international vice 
president of the Brotherhood of Railway and Airline 
Clerks. 

Union President Fred Kroll sent out the strike 
order to the clerks Monday, three days after warn- 
ing that a walkout against the railroad was immi- 
nent. 

“We are on strike not because we wanted to strike 
but because Rock Island management gave us no 
alternative,” Fitzgibbon said. ‘The company refus- 
ed to negotiate realistically on the issues of pay for 
retroactivity, which are of essential importance to 
our members working on the Rock Island.” 

Fitzgibbon said he hopes the strike will be short 
so commuters and grain farmers will not be incon- 
vienenced. 

The Rock Island railroad hauls more than $3 
billion of grain yearly in the South, West, Southwest 
and Midwest, and the strike puts a new burden on 
America’s already troubled economy.

Washington: U.S. corporations took a beating in 
the second quarter of this year, with output, produc- 
tivity and profits all dropping, new government 
figures showed Monday.

Auto makers ready with contract offers

DETROIT (UPI) — With six weeks of 
preliminary bargaining behind them, General 
Motors Corp. and Ford Motor Co. are set to make 
contract offers to United Auto Workers union 
negotiators. 

Today's scheduled presentations will give the 
UAW a look at corporate money proposals two days 
before the union decides whether to pick Ford or 
GM as its strike target in talks to renew contracts 
for 750,000 U.S, auto workers, 

No details of the upcoming contract offers were 
disclosed. 

In a separate move, UAW Vice President Irving 
Bluestone called off threatened ‘‘mini-strikes" that 
could have sharply curtailed GM’s production of 
small cars — currently the staple of the auto in- 
dustry. 

The local strikes at two assembly and five parts 
plants around the country were authorized last 
week, ostensibly over local production standards. 
The action was unrelated to national bargaining, 
union officials said. 
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But it apparently was tied to a longstanding point 
of contention between GM and the UAW — union 
hiring at the company’s new southern plants. 

Asked about the local strikes last week, UAW 
President Douglas Fraser accused GM of violating 
agreements to give union members preferential 
hiring rights in the new plants. 

Bluestone said only, ‘‘as a result of satisfactory 
discussions with corporation officials, the union is 
calling off strikes scheduled to start Wednesday 
night over productions standards issues at seven 
General Motors plants.” 

Targeted were parts plants in Flint, Mich.; 
Mansfield, Ohio, and Rochester, N.Y., and 
assembly plants in Ypsilanti, Mich., and Lakewood, 
Ga. 

In past negotiations over the autoworkers’ con- 
tracts, company bargainers have said they believe 
there is room for an adequate settlement within the 
federal government's old 7 percent wage and price 
guidelines. 

They also have roundly criticized the union for 
what they called its failure to join the anti-inflation 
fight by restraining its demands.

ALL PERFECT! 
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How to recognize and deal 
with ‘school phobia’ 


As the opening of school draws 
near, children begin to look forward 
to seeing friends and meeting new 
teachers. But for some children, the 
very suggestion of entering a 
classroom brings on great anxiety. 
Once in school, these children often 
suffer from headaches and abdominal 
pains which force parents to keep 
them out of school and at home. 

According to Timothy Rivinus, 
M.D., assistant in psychiatry and 
clinical director of the Psychosomatic 
Unit at Children's Hospital Medical 
Center, these children are suffering 
from “schoo! phobia,’ perhaps more 
accurately called ‘school refusal.” 


Unlike the school truant, the child 
- with school phobia is usually at home 
with a parent. Physical complaints 
are often present and occur in the 
morning before school or upon arrival 

at school.

Reluctance to leave home is a com- 
mon, normal phenomenon among 
children entering school for the first 
time. Subsequent school phobia can 
be triggered by a variety of stresses, 
such as entering adolescence, going 
into junior or senior high, a death in 
the family, or a child's chronic illness. 


Rivinus believes school phobia may 
be directly related to school trouble. 
“The child may have learning 
disabilities or academic difficulties, 
or problems with peers, There may 
even be a message from the parents 
that the particular school, or schooi 
itself, is not good.” 


The other aspect of school phobia is 
revealed by the child who is having 
trouble separating from the home and 
the family, and as a result has strong 
anxieties when away from home. 
“Many such children profess to love 
school,"’ says Rivinus, ‘“‘but are 
unable to make the break from home. 
What may surface as a school pro- 
blem or an illness can hide the true 
cause — the child and parents may 
together be fostering the child's 
overdependence.”’ 

A child particularly vulnerable to 
this form of school phobia, according 
to David Waller, M.D., pediatrician 
and staff psychiatrist at Children’s, is 
one who is recovering from an illness 
or has a chronic disease. ‘‘When a

child is sick, normal bonding between 
parents and child is intensified,” says 
Waller. “It is appropriate in order to 
help the child get well again. Often, 
however, a child with an illness is ab- 
sent from school out of proportion to 
the medical problem. The child and 
parents assume that the child is simp- 
ly too sick. What is a contributing fac- 
tor is that parent and child are having 
trouble separating.” 

Waller feels that school attendance 
should be looked at in every sick 
child. “Though a child may be 
recovering from an illness or have a 
serious chronic disease, the child may 
still be able to go to school. Yet parent 
and child may be hesistant, and the 
physician will need to encourage the 
return, perhaps with the school 
schedule adjusted.” 

Rivinus recommends that parents 
of children who have symptoms of 
school phobia should consult with the 
pediatrician and the school first. 
“Pediatricians can help in deciding 
when a complaint is physically 


serious. Schools have strategies to get 
children with school phobia back into 
school. Sometimes, to ease the child 
back ina ‘face-saving’ manner, provi- 
sions can be made such as half-days 


at school in the beginning stages.

younger children to review the follow- 
ing with them. 

1. Point out the importance of 
crosswalks. 

2. Point out dangerous areas. 

3. Insist that children follow recom- 
mended routes. 

4. Teach children to observe 
dangers at every driveway. 

5. Teach children to observe 
dangers at blind corners. 

6. Instruct children to know and 
work with police officers and crossing 
guards. 

Parents who drive children to 
school or operate car pools should 
have children enter and leave cars 
from the right or passenger side of the 
car and pick up and discharge 


children in a safe area; avoid double 
parking or calling children across 
streets. 

Drivers should insist that children 
remain seated and use seatbelts if 
available and lock doors while in tran- 
sit. 

Avoid use of school parking lots for 
pick up, due to dangers of moving and 
backing cars, as most school parking 
lots are reserved for school personnel, 
Chief Quinn advises. 

When school buses stop with lights 
flashing, all traffic must stop in both 
directions. On rainy days in the vicini- 
ty of schools, parents should park only 
where legal and proper. If the pickup 
is normally unscheduled, have a 
prearranged spot agreed upon, or 
walk back to the school after having 
parked the car, to pick up the child. 

Parent of children taking buses 
should check the location of the bus 
stops. This year, fewer students will 
be riding due to the distance re- 
quirements established by the School 
Committee. 

Police have had complaints of 
shrubs and bushes growing out onto 
the sidewalk, forcing children into the 
roadway, and ask that all residents 
cut back any such growth. 

In conclusion, Chief Quinn said, ‘‘If 
we all observe common courtesy, the 
school regulations, and the direction 
of our police officers, our children can 
be much safer.”

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Moral Re-armament making a comeback 


LONDON (UPI) — Moral Re- 
armament, the ideological movement 
that flourished before and after World 
War II, is making a comeback. 

“There's more initiative than 
there's ever been,"’ says Gordon 
Wise, an Australian who is a 
spokesman for the British wing of 
MRA. “MRA is quietly but steadily 
expanding.” 

Under such leaders as Dr. Frank 
Buchman and Peter Howard, MRA 
enjoyed vast media coverage and was 
one of the most admired, 
misunderstood and controversial 
ideological movements of the 20th 
century. 

Buchman died in 1961, however, and 
Howard died in 1965. The deaths were 

traumatic for MRA and resulted in a 
lower profile for the organization. 
RA groups continue their efforts 
to transform men and governments in 


cooperating with one another through 
bonds of common commitment and by 
means of international assemblies. 

MRA in the United States sponsors 
community programs, keeps in con- 
tact with congressmen and State 
Department officials, sells books and 
distributes films. 

Its New York headquarters 
reported a 50 percent increase in the 
number of individuals contributing to 
MRA in 1978, but it did not disclose the 
actual number of contributors. Total 
U.S. contributions were $145,808, an 
increase of 20 percent over 1977. 

Buchman's centenary was 
celebrated in 1978, the 40th anniver- 
sary of the formation of the Moral Re- 
armament movement. In London, the 
million dollar Westminster Memorial 
Trust was set up to commemorate it. 

Buchman was born in Pennsburg, 
Pa. — Pennsylvania declared June 4, 


raised in Allentown. He prepared for 
the Lutheran ministry but resigned in 
1908. The next year he had what his 
followers describe as ‘‘a spiritual ex- 
perience" while listening to a sermon 
in a small church at Keswick in the 
lake district of Britain. 

As Garth Lean, another member of 
the British MRA council p::ts it, ‘He 
began tu help other men, not from a 
position of rectitude but from the ex- 
perience of his own sin met by grace.”” 

As a result of the “experience,” 
Buchman accepted four ‘‘absolutes”’ 
as a summary of the Sermon on the 
Mount — honesty, purity, 
unselfishness and love. Armed with 
these, he set about trying to change 
human nature, initially not by mass 
evangelism but by quiet person to per- 
son work. His aim, said Lean, was 
nothing less than ‘the remaking of 
the world.” 


presidents, became a familiar figure 
in newspapers, newsreels and on 
television. He was credited with winn- 
ing the appreciation of Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman for his work in 
strengthening Allied morale in World 
War II, with helping improve rela- 
tions between Japan and her former 
enemies, with aiding the coming of in- 
dependence in Morocco and many 
other intercessions in world affairs. 

Buchman did not discuss his own 
role in events; other participants did. 
His message struck a chord in pre- 
war days. More than 100,000 attended 
a meeting at Utrecht, the 
Netherlands, in 1937. 

Buchman did make one serious mis- 
judgement that plagued MRA for 
years. In an interview with a New 
York newspaper in 1936 he was quoted 
as “thanking heaven” for Adolf 
Hitler's “front-1 ine defense against 
the anti-Christ of communism.” The 


next paragraph qualified this with the 
need for the German dictator to 
change, but the harm was done and 
the label pro-Nazi stuck. MRA con- 
siders the judgement unfair since 
thousands in MRA fought for the 
Allies. 

In Buchman’s last years, the move- 
ment had become influential enough 
to attract statesmen, industralists 
and other important personages to its 
gatherings at various headquarters — 
Mackinac Island in Michigan, what 
had been the Caux Palace hotel in 
Caux, Switzerland, and elsewhere. 
Mackinac has been sold but MRA still 
has the Caux center. 

After Buchman’s death, Howard, 
long prepared for the role, smoothly 
continued the work. But his own death 
left MRA without an obvious leader. 

Garth Lean said strong per- 
sonalities in several important coun- 
tries then took the movement off at 
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goals, in the process resisting efforts 
to form a collective leadership. 


“Various newspapers issued 
premature obituaries,” he said. 

"Slowly, meanwhile, and not 
without pain, an informal interna- 
tional leadership has evolved which 
has not only been able to reestablish 
firm bases in the countries affected, 
but to consolidate elsewhere and to 
carry forward initiatives in such 
crisis points as India, southern 
Africa, the Sudan and Northern 
Ireland.” 


Emphasis of MRA's work is often in 
the areas of racial and labor- 
management reconciliation. The 
British wing believes that among its 
good points the new leadership has en- 
couraged those who depended too 
deeply on a single dominant per- 
sonality — Buchman — to turn in-

Ants get into the best of 
homes, so if you have 
them don't think it’s 
because of poor house 
keeping. Don’t think all 
ants are termites. 
There's an easy way to 
tell ants from termites. 
Ants have an hourglass 
figure. Termites have 
thick waistlines. Ter- 
mites have straight 
antennas, while ants 
have antennas with 
bends in them like 
elbows’ The wings of a 
termite are similar in 
shape, size or pattern 
and have many small 
veins. Wings of an ant 
are not alike in shape, 
size or pattern, and they 
have but few veins. 

The termites that eat 
wood are the workers. 
Ants don’t eat wood, 
though they may 
destroy some wood if 
they nest in decayed or 
rotting timber. 

Control: Diazinon 
sprayed along the foun- 
dation of homes will do 
an excellent job killing 
ants. We feel it is just as 
effective or even more 
so than chlordane, 
which has been 
restricted. If you're go- 
ing to use any pesticide 
in the kitchen, be sure to 
remove the food sources 
(jams, etc). Never 
spray spray where food 
is. Remove crumbs 
from floor, as these are 
what ants feed on. Some 
gardeners place some 
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and Spectracide (which 
contains diazinon). The 
sugar attracts the ants 
and the diazinon kills 
them. Look for cracks 
or holes in the founda- 
tion of your home and 
treat with diazinon. 

Ant hills in a lawn can 
be treated by punching 
a hole in the center with 
a crowbar and applying 
some Spectracide in it. 
Also apply same around 
the hole area. Often you 
will see a whole nest of 
ants in a hollow or a 
willow or other tree. 
Dispatch them with 
aerosol spray contain- 
ing Diazinon. This 
comes in an aerosol 
Spray can designed to 
squirt 8 feet or more. 
That’s ideal for bomb- 
ing a wasp or hornet's 
nest. Do the job in the 
evening and direct the 
spray into the opening. 

Green Thumb Clinic: 
“We have some used 
lumber ;scrap) with 
paint on it. Is it safe to 
use the ainted wood for 
starting fires in the 
fireplace?” 

Ans.: It probably 
wouldn't be a good idea 
to burn the painted wood 
as the ash may contain 
lead or other metals. 
It's good business to 
save wood ashes as they 
contain both 
phosphorous and 
potash. Never leave 
ashes to stand in the 
rain as their potash 
would quickly leach

N.H. town 
asks for 
disaster 
ruling 


NEWMARKET, N.H. 
(UPI) — President 
Carter has been asked 
to declare this small 
seacoast mill town a 
disaster area in the 
wake of a vicious sum- 
mer storm which caus- 
ed more than $2 million 
in damages. 

The brief storm, 
which packed winds up 
to 90 miles per hour, 
demolished four trailer 
homes, tore slate roofs 
off the library and fac- 
tory buildings, ripped 
down power lines and 
uprooted century-old 
trees. 

No serious injuries 
were reported. 

As insurance ad- 
justors poured into the 
town of 3,726 Tuesday to 
survey the damage, 
Sen. John Durkin and 
Rep. Norman D'Amours 
were drafing a letter to 
the White House, asking 
Carter to immediately 
declare the town a 
federal disaster area. 

“We urge you to take 
into consideration the 
urgent needs of the peo- 
ple of Newmarket who 
have suffered such a 
great loss, so sudden- 
ly,” they said. 

A National Weather 
Service meteorologist 
who surveyed the scene 
concluded the 10-minute 
storm Monday night 
was not technically a 
tornado, as originally 
reported by some 
weather service 
observers. 

“T would call it 
straight line wind 
damage,” said Joe Mc- 
Call. He estimated the 
winds were ‘‘in the 
neighborhood of 80 to 90 
miles per hour.”

After Labor Day, Cape Cod 
returns to the natives. All the 
New Yorkers and other fringe 
groups go back south for the 
winter, and the souvenir and T- 
shirt merchants (“I found it in 
P’Town”) pack up their wares 
and add up their bank balances. 
Calm is restored. The seaside 
towns return to the serenity that 
made them so popular to begin 
with, first with artists, then with 
artistic hangers-on and aesthetic 
well-wishers, then with tourists. 
No doubt about it, fall is the 
time to visit the Cape at its best. 
This year in Provincetown and 
South Truro and Wellfleet, said 
best is given extra panache by 
the Fall Arts Festival, Sep- 
tember 21 through 23, under the 
aegis of the Lower Cape Arts and 
Humanities Council. 

Three weeks away, the Fall 
Arts Festival is worth planning a 
long weekend around. It has a 
number of unusual features, 
chief among them exhibits of 
prints and drawings by abstract- 
expressionists Robert Mother- 
well (at the Long Point Gallery 
in Provincetown) and Jack 
Tworkov (at the Hudson D 
Walker Gallery at the Province- 
town Fine Arts Work Center). 
Both major figures in the art 
world, Motherwell and Tworkov 
rarely show locally. Also on tap: 
a retrospective view of works and 
memorabilia of Edward Hopper 
(1892-1967), whose paintings of 
American land- and cityscapes 
have enormous appeal for their 
uncompromising objectivity. 
Hopper moved to South Truro in 
1930 to paint in the luminous, 
islandlike light of the Cape. The 
Hopper Show will be at the Prov- 
incetown Art Association. 

And that, as they say, ain’t all. 
Dozens of local artists — in all 
media — will open their studios 
for public visits during the three 
days of the festival. This is a first 
for the Cape, a rare chance to see 
art and artists in creative situ. 
While most Lower Cape artists 
are not exactly household words, 
many have attained more than a 
measure of critical and profes-

sional recognition in fields where 
commercial success is rarely the 
surest indication of quality. 

Galleries from Provincetown 
to Wellfleet will be aglow with 
works of local artists, and there 
will be music, too, and symposia 
and theatre and dance, as the 
Lower Cape has its own “harvest 
home,” celebrating its special 
product: Art. The foresighted 
connoisseur can get a ticket, 
studio maps, and full schedule 
information by sending $5 to the 
Fall Arts Festival, in care of the 
Lower Cape Arts and Humani- 
ties, Box 229, Provincetown, MA 
02657.

Chick- and Fish-Kebabs 

Since lamb and beef are so 
costly, shish-kebab lovers can 
find satisfaction in a substitute 
kebab. Boned pieces of chicken 
marinated in a mixture of fresh 
lemon juice, olive oil, and fresh- 
pressed garlic can be skewered 
with cuts from a yellow onion 
and whole mushrooms. Substi- 
tute vermouth for lemon juice for 
a different, Frenchified taste. 

Chunks of monktail, also 
known as lotte and anglerfish, 
can be doused with salt and 
lemon juice and similarly 
skewered. This low-profile fish 
feeds on lobster and tastes a lot 
like lobster tail itself. It’s one of 
the few fillets that can survive 
the indelicacies of the grill and 
come out tasting fantastic. 
Don’t Spare the Ribs 
The price of pork has not sky- 
rocketed recently. And racks of 
ribs, one of the world’s true 
delights, can be bathed in any 
tangy barbecue sauce and serve 
hungry hordes for a reasonable 
sum. Ribs are properly accom- 
panied by cole slaw — and 
plenty of paper napkins. 

Even if you've been barbe- 
cuing all summer, the last bash 
should be perfect. No charred 
pieces of chicken. No dried-out 
hamburgers and no burned-up 
baked potatoes left in the coals 
too long. 

Some barbecue basics should 
ensure a successful last summer 
event. 

The Fire 

Charcoal briquettes from hard- 
wood are the most efficient fuel. 
Build them into a pyramid 
before you start the fire. Allow 
the charcoal to turn ash-white, 
and space the pieces out an inch 
apart. The closer together the 
hotter the cooking coals will be. 
Tools 

A basting brush, a two-pronged 
fork, a pair of tongs, and a

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spatula are the essentials. All 
should have sufficiently long 
handles. Inexpensive sets of tools 
are available, but beware of 
flimsy ones: The forks bend, and 
the tongs slip on the weight of-an 
ear of corn. 

Skewers for shish kebabs are 
helpful but not essential if you 
have a two-sided handgrill that 
can accommodate all the meat 
and vegetables. 

Keep a spray bottle nearby for 
flare-ups. Long-armed pot mitts 
are also helpful. 

Cooking 
For the best results use fat- 
trimmed meats. At the start, 


keep the meat or fish as far away 
from the coals as possible. Once 
the food begins to cook, move the 
grill closer to the flame to brown 
the outside. 

Hot dogs, sausages, fish, ham- 
burgers, and steaks need to be 
turned only once. Shish kebabs, 
racks of ribs, or other foods that 
require basting should be turned 
frequently and lubricated as 
often as possible. 

Baked potatoes should be 
placed around the edges of the 
grill; don’t wrap them in foil, 
or you'll get a steamed potato 
instead of a baked one. Corn 
on the cob, on the other hand, 
should be cleaned of the husk, 
wrapped in foil, and put under or 
around the hot coals. 

No precise formula or time- 
table ensures perfect outdoor 
cooking.

La Belle Province 


By Stan Bicknell 

Consider for a moment that the 
province of Quebec is one-sixth 
the size of the entire United 
States and you begin to see the 
problem. From the border to 
“land's end” up beyond the 
Arctic Circle stretch some 1600 
miles of unmapped, forbidding 
country. The northern coast is 
accessible only by seaplane and 
then only when the ice is out. 

So never say you will “do” 
Quebec as you might one of the 
New England states. Quebec is 
an entity whose potential can 
only be guessed at. Its future is 
still to come, 

Yet Quebec province is one of 
the most exciting places in North 
America to visit these days 
largely because of this poten- 
tial. The heady doctrine 
of “separatism” is really the 


Quebecoise way of saying that 
they want to determine that 
future themselves. Few people 
visit a region because of its 
politics; still, anyone who has his 
or her antennae up will sense the 
excitement, particularly in 
Montreal and Quebec City. 
Always a city of great charm 
and vivacity, Montreal’s new 
self-awareness is reflected in its 
attitudes towards visitors. 
Tourism has long been the 
largest industry in the province 
and the powers that be-have no 
intention of changing that. Yet 
the Quebecoise no longer cater to 
the tourist with deference or play 
the quaint rustics. For instance, 
signs are not automatically

bilingual these days. You will 
have to employ some French — 
easy enough to do with the help 
of a good guidebook — to get 
around. The people you meet in 
stores and restaurants might 
even decide they want to do 
business in French, which will 
require effort on your part. 

This is no ordinary city. 
Montreal has more restaurants 
— 5000 of them — than either 
New York or San Francisco. 
Dining out is raised to an art 
form here. With all the emigres 
from Europe, Asia, and the Car- 
ribean, you will find, in addition 
to classic French cooking, Greek, 
Slavic, Pakistani, and West 
Indian fare. Restaurants fall into 
all price ranges. Chez Bardet on 
Henri Bourassa East can easily
